CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association;  mes- 
sengers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five 
messengers;  and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  association. 

2.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of 
our  local  churches  and  through  co-operation  with  our  State  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  association. 

4.  This  association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  associational  year  shall  be 
from  September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are 
deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  association.  Any 
person  serving  or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  moderator 
shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  association  and  to  appoint  a  nominating  committee  previous 
to  each  session  of  the  association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  association  and 
to  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  asso- 
ciation. At  the  discretion  of  the  clerk  a  registrar  may  be  appointed 
to  register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  association. 

8.  The  association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contribution  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon 
to  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report 
to  the  association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  program  committee  con- 
sisting of  five  members;  three  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the 
association  nominating  committee  and  the  other  two  shall  be  the  mod- 
erator and  clerk  of  the  association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers 
of  the  association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  associational  nomi- 
nating committee.  This  committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission 
work,  etc.  This  committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  association,  Asso- 
ciational Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union 
Director,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent, 
Associational  Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and

Associational  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  local  and  mission  work  of  the  association. 

12.  The  association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all 
matters  respecting  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  constitution  and  the  rules  of  order. 

14.  The  consitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the  association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the 
second  day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

3.  The  moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  cour- 
teously and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according 
to  regular  parliamentary  procedure. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those 
ordinances;  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  by  the  Presbytery.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION  —  9:45  A.M. 

The  Elkin  Baptist  Association  was  declared  in  session  by  the 
Moderator,  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague. 

The  session  opened  with  the  singing  "We're  Marching  to  Zion," 
led  by  the  choister,  Rev.  W.  C.  Guth,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Howard  J. 
Ford,  organist. 

A  welcome  was  extended  to  all  attending  the  association  by  the 
Moderator,  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague,  after  which  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown,  pastor 
of  Pleasant  Home  Baptist  Church  brought  the  devotional.  Rev.  Brown's 
devotional  thought  was  that  we  are  the  "salt  of  the  earth"  as  referred  to 
in  God's  word,  and  that  our  lives  are  a  daily  witness  to  those  with 
whom  we  come  in  contact.

Next  year  as  you  know  is  the  first  year  in  the  five  year  program 
of  Southern  Baptist  and  it  starts  with  the  simultaneous  revivals  in  over 
75,000  Churches.  The  dates  for  our  Revival  is  April  12-26.  You  will 
be  hearing  about  the  revival  and  plan  now  for  your  Church  to  be  a  part 
of  this  great  work.  The  program  for  the  five  years  is  as  follows. 

1959 —  Evangelism  through  Co-operative  Witness 

1960 —  Evangelism  through  Bible  Study  and  Training 

1961 —  Evangelism  through  Stewardship  and  Enlistment 

1962 —  Evangelism  through  Church  Extension 

1963 —  Evangelism  through  World  Missions 

1964 —  Jubilee  Celebration  (150  years  of  cooperative  work  in  America) 
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May  I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  plans  for  the  Associational 
meetings  this  year.  After  October  all  meetings  will  be  held  on  Monday 
night  following  the  4th  Sunday  in  each  month.  This  is  the  night  that 
best  fitted  into  the  plans  of  most  of  the  churches. 

As  we  go  into  the  new  year  may  we  go  prayerfully  and  humbly 
to  be  used  of  our  God.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

THEME:   "THAT  THEY  MIGHT  HAVE  LIFE" 

"That  They  Might  Have  Life"  states  the  Master's  purpose  and  is 
the  reason  for  the  Sunday  School.  Our  theme  states  the  compelling 
motive  which  must  energize  all  our  Sunday  School  Program. 

The  Association  promoted  three  group  study  course  clinics  with 
12  churches  participating,  also  19  churches  reporting  training. 

Our  Sunday  School  enrollment  was  4628,  an  increase  of  84.  There 
were  19  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  An  average  attendance  of  150  at  our 
Associational  Sunday  School  meetings. 

So  that  we  may  do  the  Master's  purpose,  "That  They  Might  Have 
Life"  we  propose  the  following  goals  in  the  Sunday  School: 

1.  Increase  10  percent  in  enrollment. 

2.  Increase  15  percent  in  attendance. 

3.  Every  church  reporting  training. 

4.  Every  church  having  a  Vacation  Bible  School. 

5.  Three  or  more  Standard  Sunday  Schools.

REPORT  ON  THE  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

From  the  beginning  40  years  ago,  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
has  paid  out  benefits  totaling  nearly  twenty  seven  million  dollars. 
In  1957  alone,  nearly  two  and  a  quarter  million  dollars  in  benefits 
were  received  by  more  than  5000  retired  or  disabled  ministers  and 
denominational  leaders  and  widows. 

At  the  close  of  1957,  there  were  approximately  17,500  active 
members  in  the  Board's  various  retirement  plans,  with  nearly  20,500 
churches,  Boards  and  agencies  cooperating.  During  the  year,  member- 
ship in  the  plans  increased  by  nearly  2500.  Each  year  continues  to 
show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  retirement,  disability  and  widow 
annuities. 

At  present,  there  are  only  34%  of  our  Southern  Baptist  ministers 
enrolled  in  the  Annuity  Board's  Protection  Program.  Out  of  the 
approximately  11,000  churches  now  participating  with  their  pastor 
in  this  program,  around  36%  are  paying  both  the  pastor's  and  the 
church's  dues.  It  is  hoped  our  churches  will  give  this  matter  some 
serious  thoughts  as  a  possible  solution  to  giving  these  other  preachers 
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and  their  families  the  protection  they  need  through  the  Annuity  Board's 
Program. 

In  our  own  state  of  North  Carolina,  the  total  membership  in  both 
the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection 
Plan  now  stands  at  1,026.  This  means  that  about  35%  of  our  possibili- 
ties is  covered  in  our  plans. 

During  the  past  year  23  annuities  were  set  up.  Twenty-two  of 
these  were  age  annuities,  and  the  other  was  a  disability  annuity.  At 
present  190  annuitants  are  receiving  benefits  from  the  Ministers' 
Retirement  Plan  and  one  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

We  are  encouraged  with  the  year's  progress  but  urge  all  pastors 
and  workers  to  lead  their  churches  to  participation.  Otis  J.  Hagler 
is  the  Secretary  of  the  Retirement  Plan  in  North  Carolina.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth.  It  must  ever  be 
in  the  foreground  of  all  our  endeavors  in  the  churches  and  in  the 
association  if  we  follow  the  New  Testament  pattern.  Every  Christian's 
greatest  privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus  Christ  work  in  and 
through  us  to  evangelize  the  world.  This  is  the  Great  Commission 
and  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  is  to  do  the  work  of  evangelism. 

What  are  we  doing  in  response  to  this  high  call  from  God?  Let  us 
look  briefly  at  the  record. 

All  churches  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
last  year  had  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  membership  of  one  to  25.  This 
means  that  on  an  average  last  year  it  took  25  church  members  a  whole 
year  to  win  one  person  to  Christ.  This  record  isn't  anything  that  it 
should  be,  but  it  does  represent  an  increase  in  baptisms  of  4%  over 
the  preceding  year.  Total  baptisms  reported  in  the  state  in  1956  were 
32,468,  and  in  1957  they  were  33,796. 

In  the  Elkin  association  last  year  the  ratio  of  baptisms  to  member- 
ship was  one  to  288.  Total  baptisms  reported  in  our  association  in  1957 
were  203.  This  year  the  churches  reported  151  baptisms.  This  repre- 
sents a  loss  of  52  under  1957. 

The  number  of  people  won  to  Christ  and  baptized  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  churches  gives  only  a  partial  picture  of  the  work 
of  evangelism  in  the  churches.  The  remainder  of  the  picture  is  seen 
in  what  happens  to  the  converts  after  baptism.  Here  statistics  are  not 
so  easily  compiled,  but  the  number  who  will  be  won  to  Christ  and 
baptized  in  the  future  is  dependent  upon  the  maturing  of  those  being 
baptized  now.  A  Christian  grows  only  as  he  participates  in  witnessing 
for  Christ.  Thus  the  program  of  evangelism  in  a  church  consists  of 
winning  people  to  Christ  and  keeping  them  enlisted  in  the  total  work 
of  redemption. 

Next  year  we  face  an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  lead  all  the 
people  in  the  churches  to  engage  in  the  total  work  of  redemption 
by  going  all-the-way  in  cooperation  in  the  continent-wide  Simultaneous 
Evangelistic  Crusade.  This  Crusade  will  be  the  biggest  concerted  effort 
ever  made  to  win  the  North  American  continent  to  Christ  and  to 
experience  new  depths  of  dedication  to  Christ  on  the  part  of  all 
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church  members.  Seven  major  Baptist  conventions  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  are  cooperating  in  this  Crusade.  These  conventions  are 
composed  of  75,000  churches  which  have  19,000,000  members.  Here  is 
an  opportunity  like  we  have  never  faced  before  to  get  into  the  stream 
of  God's  redeeming  purpose.  Surely  every  church  in  this  association 
will  want  to  be  a  part  of  this  great  effort! 

Dr.  Julian  Hopkins,  Secretary  Evangelism,  spoke  to  the  report. 
Dr.  Hopkins  read  from  the  first  chapter  of  Acts,  using  this  as  a  basis 
for  this  message  to  the  association. 

A  trio  from  the  Ronda  Baptist  Church  presented  a  special  song. 
Rev.  George  Walters  read  a  passage  of  scripture  after  which  Rev. 
John  L.  Wells  brought  the  associational  sermon.  After  the  message, 
Rev.  Wells  offered  a  prayer  at  which  time  he  also  expressed  thanks 
for  the  noon  day  meal. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  afternoon  session  began  with  the  singing  "Saviour  Like  A 
Shepherd  Lead  Us"  directed  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Guth  and  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Howard  J.  Ford. 

Rev.  L.  J.  Culler  conducted  the  devotional  reading  from  the  third 
chapter  of  I  Corinthians,  verses  one  through  nine.  Rev.  Culler  brought 
to  our  attention  that  through  cooperation,  and  each  church  doing  her 
part  we  could  win  the  world  to  Christ.  He  reminded  us  that  we  all  do 
not  occupy  the  same  position  in  the  church  but  each  is  a  part  of  God's 
program. 


The  Christian  Education  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Earl  C.  James, 
and  upon  motion,  said  report  was  adopted. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

One-eighth  (7,634)  of  all  students  in  North  Carolina's  61  colleges 
and  universities  are  enrolled  in  our  seven  Baptist  Colleges.  We  believe 
that  these  colleges  embody  the  "Seven  Marks  of  a  Christian  College." 
These  seven  marks  are:  1 — Christian  Ownership,  2 — ^Christian  Ad- 
ministration, 3 — A  Chrisitian  Faculty,  4 — Christian  Students,  5 — Chris- 
tian Ideals,  6 — Christian  Teaching,  and  7 — Christian  Service. 

Six  of  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  are  coeducation.  Meredith  is 
for  women  only.  All  of  our  colleges  are  fully  accredited  by  the 
"Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools." 

Beginning  in  1957  Father's  Day  has  been  designated  for  our 
Christian  Education  Emphasis  in  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges  with 
a  special  offering  for  providing  financial  assistance  for  hundreds  of 
fine  students  unable  to  attend  college  without  such  help.  The  Baptist 
Council  on  Christian  Education  expresses  the  hope  that  through  in- 
creased financial  assistance  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  this 
special  Father's  Day  offering  it  will  be  possible  for  these  colleges  to 
maintain  their  high  standards  of  training  without  increased  costs  to 
students.  The  costs  of  college  education  have  doubled  in  recent  years 
and  will  continue  to  rise;  but  Baptists  must  find  some  ways  whereby 
these  climbing  costs  can  be  met  without  becoming  prohibitive  for  our 
fine  Baptist  young  people  who  are  not  always  among  our  higher  income 
citizens. 

As  Baptists  we  must  have  our  colleges  and  our  colleges  must  have 
our  confidence,  our  love,  and  our  support.

WORLD  MISSIONS 

Interest  in  the  Command  from  our  Lord  has  increased  in  our 
Association  this  year. 

It  is  with  humble  thankfulness  that  I  bring  this  report  to  you, 
the  Elkin  Association. 

World  missions  can  best  be  seen  when  we  read  the  Word  as 
recorded  in  Matt.  28:19-20.  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world.  Amen." 

Let  us  first  look  at  our  State  Missions.  The  missionary  effort 
of  North  Carolina  Baptists  is  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ.  To  en- 
list and  teach  the  unsaved,  and  to  train  the  saved  in  giving,  living 
and  serving  through  the  churches  throughout  the  world. 

Since  60  per  cent  of  the  people  in  North  Carolina  are  lost  they 
need  the  Saviour.  State  Missions  provides  a  department  of  Evange- 
lism that  seeks  to  inspire  pastors  and  churches  to  evangelize  their 
communities.  Our  people  need  this  teaching  and  training.  Therefore, 
many  of  the  phases  of  our  State  Missions  work  are  promoted  through 
the  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  Royal  Ambas- 
sadors, Church  Development  and  Music  Department. 

Home  Missions  is  another  part  of  Baptist  Missionary  effort. 
Home  Mission  work  is  being  done  in  all  Southern  States  and  the 
West,  Cuba,  Panama  and  Alaska.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  en- 
larged its  ministry  in  pioneer  areas.  Progress  has  been  made  toward 
reaching  a  goal  of  6,600  churches  in  these  pioneer  areas  by  1964. 

Special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  development  of  work  in 
the  large  metropolitan  areas.  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  a  goal 
of  90  city  missions  by  1964. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  1,150  missionaries  serving  in 
32  countries  around  the  world.  Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  being 
directed  by  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen.  We  were  fortunate  to  have 
Dr.  Cauthen  in  our  Association  to  speak  at  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Elkin,  June  8th  this  year.  Dr.  Cauthen  has  stated  that  our  greatest 
unharnessed  potential  is  Prayer.  If  we  Southern  Baptists  will  give 
ourselves  to  intercessary  prayer  we  will  find  more  power  in  our 
churches  to  lead  toward  heroic  dedication  of  life  and  possessions. 
Missionaries  and  their  fellow  Christian  workers  throughout  the  world 
will  feel  power  anew  in  leading  people  to  Christ  and  developing 
churches  to  carry  out  Christ's  great  Commission  around  the  world. 
It  takes  much  prayer,  planning  and  work.  Baptists  have  been  led 
to  adopt  the  cooperative  program  to  carry  out  this  work  of  spreading 
the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  all  the  world. 

Let  us  dedicate  ourselves  anew  both  as  individuals  and  churches 
in  the  Elkin  Association  to  give  more  to  world  missions.  Let  us  see 
ourselves  as  having  a  vital  part  in  carrying  this  wonderful  Gospel 
around  the  world.  We  give  ourselves  as  we  give  through  our  churches

THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC, 

June  30,  1958  marked  the  culmination  of  15  years  of  progressive 
leadership  by  W.  C.  Reed  with  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina.  After  serving  as  Superintendent  of  Kennedy  Home  for 
seven  years,  Mr.  Reed  moved  to  Thomasville  where  he  served  as  Gen- 
eral Superintendent  for  eight  years.  Under  his  supervision  the  Chil- 
dren's Homes  experienced  one  of  their  greatest  periods  of  building, 
growth,  and  expansion  of  services.  At  present  North  Carolina  Baptists 
probably  provide  more  services  for  dependent  children  than  any 
other  similar  group  in  America. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  of  North  Wilkesboro,  was  elected  to  suc- 
ceed Mr.  Reed.  Dr.  Wagoner  assumed  his  duties  July  1. 

Since  October  1,  1957,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  directly 
served  a  grand  total  of  753  children.  In  addition  to  these,  our  social 
workers  have  been  able  to  place  with  relatives  or  other  agencies 
more  than  200  children  where  their  needs  are  now  being  met.  Through 
the  dedicated  resourcefulness  of  our  social  workers,  many  homes 
were  re-established  while  others  were  saved  from  breaking. 

Since  January  1,  1958,  the  Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  has  been 
under  the  care  and  support  of  your  Baptist  Homes  ministering  to 
16  Indian  children. 

During  the  coming  year  a  cottage  will  be  erected  at  Mills  Home 
for  boys  and  a  cottage  at  Kennedy  Home  for  girls.  These  new  build- 
ings are  being  made  possible  by  special  gifts  and  bequests. 

A  bundle  of  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN  should  go  into  every 
Baptist  church  in  the  state.  If  your  church  is  not  receiving  this  paper 
each  week,  please  write  Editor  Marse  Grant  in  Thomasville  immed- 
iately and  begin  a  club  in  your  church. 

Most  important  of  all,  remember  to  pray  for  the  children  being 
served  by  your  children's  homes.  Some  carry  heavy  burdens  which 
can  be  lightened  with  your  prayers  and  material  support.  The  ad- 
ministration and  staff  members  also  appreciate  every  expression  of 
your  love  and  concern  for  this  Christ-ordained  ministry.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  music  department  of  the  church  is  of  tremendous  import- 
ance and  deserves  the  most  careful  thought  and  planning  on  the  part 
of  the  church  leaders.  Through  the  ages  music  has  been  an  integral 
part  of  worship  so  much  that  our  greatest  music  has  been  com- 
posed for  the  church.  The  evangelistic  crusades  of  Wesley,  Spurgeon 
and  Moody  were  characterized  by  great  singing.  Churches  today 
offering  great  programs  of  music  are  filling  their  auditoriums.  Peo- 
ple like  music  and  will  be  found  where  good  music  can  be  heard 
and  participated  in. 

With  music  education  programs  in  our  schools,  radio  and  tele- 
vision, the  general  public  is  more  enlightened  musically  than  ever 
before.  It  is  important  therefore  that  the  church  develop  a  program 
of  music  education  that  will  be  equal  to  any  outside  the  church. 
The  music  department  of  our  association  is  trying  to  help  our 
churches  do  just  this. 

The  past  year  we  have  sought  to  bring  the  various  churches  to- 
gether for  associational  hymn  sings.  The  purpose  of  such  meetings 
is  to  sing  the  great  gospel  songs  and  hymns  of  the  church.  Much 
interest  has  been  shown  in  the  three  which  were  held  last  year. 
Several  churches  were  represented  at  each  of  these  sings. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  for  our  associational  music 
program  was  the  school  of  music  which  was  held  at  Pleasant  Hill 
in  April.  This  music  school  was  under  the  supervision  of  our  conse- 
crated and  capable  State  music  secretary,  Joe  Stroud.  These  schools 
are  planned  to  help  the  individual  who  hasn't  had  musical  training 
as  well  as  those  who  have.  They  are  offered  to  the  people  in  our 
association  without  cost,  hoping  to  promote  better  music  in  the  local 
church.  As  we  work  together  in  our  music  program,  we  are  showing 
a  desire  to  work  with  our  sister  churches  and  our  denomination.  Let 
us  use  this  associational  year  to  "make  His  praise  glorious."

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  contacts,  impressions  and  surroundings  of  a  person  largely 
make  up  his  mind,  habits  and  actions.  Even  a  worm  takes  on  the 
color  of  the  plant  or  leaf  on  which  it  feeds.  Human  beings  take  on 
the  color  and  nature  of  what  they  read.  Never  before  has  there 
been  so  much  to  read.  Publishers  have  dressed  up  their  wares  in 
rainbow  colors,  and  used  every  style,  trick  and  art  of  printing  to 
make  their  publications  look  tempting  to  the  eyes  of  young  and  old. 
Much  of  this  popular  literature  is  bad. 

How  much  sound,  clean  Christian  literature  comes  into  your 
home  each  week  to  life  up,  inspire,  and  enrich  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  your  family?  Is  your  Baptist  state  paper  coming  by  mail  into 
your  home  each  week? 

When   North   Carolina   Baptists   organized  themselves   in  1830, 
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Thomas  Meredith,  appointed  by  the  body  to  send  out  a  letter  stating 
its  purpose,  said:  "The  convention  was  organized  for  the  purpose 
primarily,  of  giving  the  Gospel  to  North  Carolina,  and  then  to  all 
the  world."  The  Constitution  of  the  Convention  soon  afterward  stated 
that  its  main  purpose  was  "The  promotion  of  missions,  Christian  edu- 
cation, social  service,  and  the  distribution  of  sound  Christian  liter- 
ature." The  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded  in  1833,  to  help  carry 
out  these  noble  aims.  For  125  years,  it  has  borne  the  Baptist  mes- 
sage in  North  Carolina.  The  Biblical  Recorder  now  has  a  circulation 
of  approximately  61,000  and  growing. 

The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  Single  subscription 
is  $2.50  a  year.  The  Club  Plan,  with  four  or  more  subscriptions,  is 
$2.00  a  year.  The  Every-Family  Plan,  with  one  subscription  to  each 
resident  family  or  home  in  the  church,  is  only  $1.50  a  year.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AGING 

The  Homes  For  Aging  are  now  in  their  eighth  year  of  oper- 
ation— Resthaven  opened  March  16,  1951;  the  Albemarle  Home,  De- 
cember 7,  1953;  and  the  Administration  Building.  Winston-Salem, 
June  13,  1957,  The  three  homes  have  facilities  for  119 — counting  res- 
idents and  helpers.  The  average  number  of  residents  will  exceed  100. 

Efforts  were  launched  in  June  to  raise  $100,000  to  match  a  gift 
of  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews,  Sr.,  of  $50,000  and  land  on  which  to  build 
a  fourth  Home  For  The  Aging  to  be  located  at  Hamilton,  Martin 
County.  It  is  expected  that  the  campaign  will  be  successfully  com- 
pleted this  year,  and  the  construction  of  the  new  home  will  then 
begin.  This  home  will  provide  facilities  for  approximately  forty 
residents,  giving  a  total  capacity  for  all  three  homes  of  150  persons. 

The  homes  have  had  a  good  year  financially.  The  auditors'  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1957  showed  that  the  in- 
come was  $268,924.58.  When  the  new  Administration  Building  was 
ready  for  occupancy,  $103,000  was  borrowed  to  finish  paying  for  con- 
struction and  equipment.  All  of  this  has  been  repaid  except  $20,000. 
Funds  received  from  the  Special  Day  Offering  and  the  Cooperative 
Program  have  helped  to  meet  the  current  cost  of  operation.  The 
homes  have  also  received  help  from  individual  and  corporation  gifts. 
The  largest  individual  gift  for  the  year  was  $40,000. 

A  large  number  of  the  residents  have  been  aided  financially. 
Less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  residents  have  given  to  the  homes 
assets  sufficient  to  pay  their  cost  of  keep  for  life.  Thirteen  residents 
have  paid  the  monthly  rate,  which  is  less  than  the  actual  cost  to 
the  homes.  Most  of  the  residents  are  paying  one-third  to  one-half 
of  their  cost  of  keep.  This  means,  therefore,  that  the  difference 
in  cost  is  taken  from  funds  received  from  denominational  channels 
and  special  gifts  by  individuals  and  corporations. 

Our  program  of  ministry  to  the  aging  presents  a  great  challenge 
to  the  850,000  Baptists  of  our  state.  We  think,  first,  of  the  ever-in- 
creasing number  of  aging  friends  needing  larger  dormitory  facilities; 
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and,  secondly,  of  doubling  the  capacity  of  our  infirmary  in  the  Ad- 
ministration Building.  It  now  accommodates  fifteen  patients,  but  we 
should  have  space  for  at  least  thirty.  It  is  estimated  that  elderly 
people  will  become  invalids  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent  annually. 
There  have  been  times  when  we  did  not  have  sufficient  room  for 
those  who  needed  to  be  in  the  infirmary.  Our  aging  friends  must 
look  to  our  Baptist  constituency  to  meet  these  pressing  needs. 

With  gratitude  to  all  who  have  made  our  present  homes  pos- 
sible— churches,  individuals  and  corporations — and  with  confidence 
that  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  continue  to  care  for  these 
"old  soldiers"  of  Christ  in  a  deserving  way,  we  look  to  the  future 
with  great  hope.

We  have  twenty  one 
churches  in  our  association  and  for  every  church  to  have  made  a 
contribution  on  Mother's  Day  for  suffering  humanity  at  the  Baptist 
Hospital  is  to  me  a  very  comm.endable  thing.  This  is  not  the  first  time 
that  our  association  has  been  one  hundred  per  cent  and  has  had 
every  one  of  the  21  churches  contributing. 

We,  of  course,  realize  that  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  a  great  in- 
stitution and  one  that  does  a  tremendous  amount  of  good  for  people 
who  are  not  financially  able  to  pay  for  their  treatment  and  for  the 
service  that  is  rendered  them  by  our  good  doctors  at  the  hospital, 
I  dare  say  that  there  are  not  many  associations  that  have  as  large 
a  number  of  churches  as  we  do  in  our  association  that  has  contributed 
in  such  a  fine  way  as  you  people  have  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
characteristic  of  mountain  people  that  they  want  to  take  care  of  their 
own  and  that  when  that  is  done  they  look  around  for  other  people 
less  fortunate  and  endeavor  to  help  them  in  every  way  they  can. 
Let  me  congratulate  each  and  every  church  of  the  association  for 
its  fine  support  of  the  hospital  and  express  to  you  Dr.  McGee's 
thanks  for  the  fine  work  the  association  has  done  in  prayer  and  in 
giving  during  the  past  year.

Today  more  than  ever  before,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is 
armed  with  the  knowledge  of  almost  every  need  in  existence;  bul 
having  this  knowledge  is  not  enough.  It  is  when  we  put  that  knowl- 
edge to  use  is  when  we  make  it  count  for  Christ. 

Too  many  of  us  believe  that  all  our  service  must  be  in  vigor- 
ous activity;  too  few  realize  that  genuine  faith,  being  fervently  in 
prayer  and  using  our  means  to  support  missions,  can  sometimes 
play  an  even  greater  part  in  winning  the  lost  to  Christ.

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CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association.  It  shall 
be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches, 
each  church  being  entitled  to  five  messengers;  and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the 
Association. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local  churches  and  through 
cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bringing  letters  of 
information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from  September  1  to 
August  31. 

5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deemed  necessary 
for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person  serving  or  having  served 
two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year 
has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to  each  session  of 
the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to  have  the  same  printed 
and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Association.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Clerk 
a  Registrar  may  be  appointed  to  register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the 
Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  min- 
utes, provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  the 
funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  consisting  of  five 
members;  three  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Associational  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  the  other  two  shall  be  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Conunittee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee.  This 
Committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Association  between  sessions,  including 
finances,  associational  mission  work,  etc.  This  Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the 
Association,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training 
Union  Director,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Associa- 
tional Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and  Associational  Chair, 
man  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  promotion  of  the  local  and  mission 
work  of  the  Association. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over  God's  heri- 
tage, but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all  matters  respecting  to 
the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  that  fails  to 
keep  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  session,  pro- 
vided that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the  first  day  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the  second  day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devotional  period 
and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  churches  of  the 
Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  courteously  and  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  regular 
parliamentary  procedure. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost 
and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  are  the 
words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency  to  recover 
himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  sanctified  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  bom  again  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed  righteous- 
ness of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances;  and  we 
believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment,  and 
that  the  joys  of  the  righteousness  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under  the  imposition  by 
the  Presbytery.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  work  in  our  Association  this  year  has  shown  a  steady 
growth.  Reports  are  not  yet  sufficient  to  give  definite  figures,  but  most  churches 
have  shown  increases  in  both  enrolment  and  attendance. 

In  February  of  this  year,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague,  Superin- 
tendent of  Training,  an  Associational  Sunday  School  Training  School  was  held  at 
Pleasant  Hill  Baptist  Church.  Approximately  70%  of  the  churches  were  repre- 
sented in  the  school. 

The  Sunday  School  Mass  Meeting  was  held  in  May  with  Macedonia  Baptist 
Church.  Rev.  J.  L.  Powers  brought  the  message.  The  Operation  Home  Study 
program  for  the  summer  months  was  stressed. 
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The  Superintendent  of  Vacation  Bible  School,  Miss  Dare  Teague,  reports  that 
every  church  in  the  Association  held  a  Bible  School  this  year,  and  that  two  Negro 
schools  have  been  held,  one  in  Jonesville  sponsored  by  Elkin  First  Baptist  Church, 
and  one  at  Poplar  Springs  promoted  by  the  Associational  Missionary.  This  is  a 
wonderful  report.  Last  year  there  were  only  seven  associations  in  the  State  re- 
porting 100%  in  Vacation  Bible  School.  Let  us  extend  our  congratulations  and 
appreciation  for  this  splendid  work.

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RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

Our  churches  and  pastors  ought  to  know  that  about  80%  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  preachers  who  occupy  pulpits  in  smaller  churches  make  less  than  $2,500 
per  year.    Most  of  these  pastors  are  married,  with  several  small  children. 

These  men,  like  other  men  of  God's  calling,  are  exposed  to  disability,  death 
and  old  age,  the  causes  that  stop  their  earning  powers.  But  when  one  of  these 
things  does  happen  to  them,  their  families  will  be  without  financial  help,  other 
than  what  their  churches  and  relatives  can  give  them.  Very  little  financial  aid 
could  come  from  their  churches  because  the  membership  is  under  200  persons. 
This  means  that  these  preachers,  about  18,000  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  need  the  protection  of  the  denomination's  Protection  Plan. 

This  is  the  primary  reason  why  the  Annuity  Board  strongly  encourages  each 
church  to  assume  the  small  cost  of  the  Protection  Plan  for  its  pastors. 

Then  when  earning  abilities  stop,  they  and  their  families  will  have  some  in- 
come upon  which  to  rely.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  endorses 
this  program  enthusiastically.  It  will  assume  5%  or  one-third  of  the  cost,  leaving 
the  church  to  pay  5%  and  the  pastor  5%  on  the  annual  salary. 

Please  get  your  church  and  your  pastor  to  study  the  Southern  Baptist  Pro- 
tection Plan  benefits.  Then,  I  feel  that  you  will  find  a  way  to  provide  this  pro- 
tection for  your  pastor  and  for  your  church.

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 


AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 
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In  most  countries  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scrip- 
tures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The  missionary 
uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the 
human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave  —  and  keep  on 
speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  rejoices  in  Southern  Baptist  plans  for  the  Bap- 
tist Jubilee  Advance,  1959-1964,  because  Southern  Baptists  thoroughly  recognize 
these  basic  missionary  principles.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner 
of  Southern  Baptists.  It  serves  every  form  of  their  mission  work  at  home  and 
abroad.  The  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without 
note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost,  for  world- 
wide mission  work.  For  the  blind  it  supplies  Scriptures,  at  a  fraction  of  their 
cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 

During  1958  the  American  Bible  Society: 

•  Distributed  around  the  world  a  record  total  of  over  16  V2  million  volumes 
of  Scriptures. 

•  Donated  more  than  one  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  the 
Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home  churches 
and  the  men  in  service 

•  Enlarged  the  ministry  of  the  Finger  Phono,  a  phonograph  operated  by  one 
finger,  now  being  supplied  with  Scripture  recordings  in  the  languages  need- 
ed in  areas  where  few  people  can  read.  They  are  in  use  in  the  United 
States  among  Navajo  Indians,  and  in  Africa  and  Asia.  In  1958  the  pro- 
gram was  expanded  to  include  25  additional  languages. 

If  mission  work  and  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  are  to  continue  to  progress, 
Southern  Baptist  Churches  must  support  the  American  Bible  Society  with  their 
prayers  and  money.  In  1958  Southern  Baptist  Churches  led  all  other  denomina- 
tions in  support  of  the  Society.  People  in  mission  lands  and  the  missionaries 
serving  them  are  looking  to  Southern  Baptists  to  support  them.

As  often  as 
possible,  we  should  have  simultaneous  revivals  on  an  associational  basis.  Seven- 
teen of  our  twenty-one  churches  took  part  in  our  1958  simultaneous  campaign.

The  contacts,  impressions  and  surroundings  of  a  person  largely  make  up  his 
mind,  habits  and  actions.  Even  a  worm  takes  on  the  color  of  the  plant  or  leaf  on 
which  it  feeds.  Human  beings  take  on  the  color  and  nature  of  what  they  read. 
Never  before  has  there  been  so  much  to  read.  Publishers  have  dressed  up  their 
wares  in  rainbow  colors,  and  used  every  style,  trick  and  art  of  printing  to  make 
their  publications  look  tempting  to  the  eyes  of  young  and  old.  Much  of  this  popu- 
lar literature  is  bad. 

How  much  sound,  clean  Christian  literature  comes  into  your  home  each  week 
to  lift  up,  inspire  and  enrich  the  minds  and  hearts  of  your  family?  Is  your  Bap- 
tist state  paper  coming  by  mail  into  your  home  each  week? 

When  North  Carolina  Baptists  organized  themselves  in  1830,  Thomas  Mere- 
dith was  appointed  by  the  body  to  send  out  a  letter  stating  its  purpose.  The  letter 
said:  "The  Convention  was  organized  for  the  purpose,  primarily,  of  giving  the 
Gospel  to  North  Carolina,  and  then  to  all  the  world."  The  Constitution  of  the 
Convention  soon  afterward  stated  that  its  main  purpose  was  "The  promotion  of 
missions.  Christian  education,  social  service,  and  the  distribution  of  sound  Christian 
literature."  The  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded  in  1833,  to  help  carry  out  these 
noble  aims.  For  125  years  it  has  borne  the  Baptist  message  in  North  Carolina. 
The  Biblical  Recorder  now  has  a  circulation  of  approximately  61,000  and  still 
growing. 

Tlie  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  Single  subscription  is  $2.50  a 
year.  The  Club  Plan,  with  four  or  more  subscriptions,  is  $2.00  a  year.  The  Every- 
Family  Plan,  with  one  subscription  to  each  resident  family  or  home  in  the  church, 
is  only  $1.50  a  year.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

The  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  began  March 
16,  1959.  All  three  of  the  Homes  —  Resthaven,  Albemarle  and  Headquarters  — 
have  had  a  good  year,  and  have  been  filled  practically  all  the  year  to  capacity  (119) 
counting  residents  and  helpers.  When  vacancies  occur,  there  are  far  more  appli- 
cants on  the  waiting  list  than  there  are  rooms  to  be  filled. 

Since  the  average  age  of  a  resident  is  about  80  years,  there  were  several  deaths 
during  the  year,  as  might  be  expected.  Among  the  deceased  was  the  oldest  resi- 
dent, "Uncle"  John  T.  Holt,  formerly  of  Wilson  Mills,  N.  C,  who  died  July  13,  at 
the  age  of  99  years.  He  was  a  resident  of  the  Homes  nearly  eight  years,  and  for 
the  past  two  years  was  a  patient  in  the  infirmary  of  the  Headquarters  Building. 
He  was,  indeed,  a  great  soul  and  all  connected  wtih  the  Homes  keenly  miss  him. 
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This  has  been  another  year  of  God's  favor  upon  the  Homes  and  of  encourag- 
ing progress.  While  the  campaign  to  raise  funds  to  build  the  fourth  Home  in 
Eastern  Carolina,  at  Hamilton,  has  not  been  completed  yet,  there  is  good  reason 
to  believe  that  the  money  will  be  secured  this  year  and  that  construction  will  be- 
gin. Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton  has  given  the  land  for  the  site,  and  most 
of  the  $50,000  which  he  promised.  He  is  ready  to  give  the  balance  when  the 
extra  $100,000  has  been  raised.  With  re-organization  of  plans  and  persistent  effort, 
the  balance  needed  can  and  will  be  forthcoming. 

Architectural  plans  and  specifications  for  the  enlargement  of  the  infirmary 
at  Headquarters  in  Winston-Salem  have  been  prepared  and  construction  of  28 
additional  bedrooms  should  begin  by  September  or  October.  Extra  room  in  the 
infirmary  is  the  pressing  need  right  now. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Homes  has  been  paid;  they  are  now  debt  free.  For 
this  we  are  grateful  to  our  Lord  and  to  friends  of  the  Homes  who  have  helped 
to  make  this  possible. 

The  pressing  needs  of  the  Homes  now  are: 

•  To  finish  raising  funds  to  start  construction  of  the  Hamilton  Home. 

•  To  raise  about  $75,000  to  cover  the  balance  needed  to  pay  for  the  addi- 
tional facilities  in  the  infirmary  expansion. 

A  total  of  $150,000  is  needed  to  finish  these  two  projects.  When  completed, 
60  more  bedrooms  will  be  added  for  needy  residents,  making  a  total  capacity  of 
all  the  Homes  of  170  residents. 

Anyone  desiring  to  help,  by  furnishing,  endowing  or  constructing  a  room,  is 
asked  to  send  gifts  to  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.,  Reynolds  Park  Road,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C.    Your  gift  will  be  used  as  you  instruct. 

All  connected  with  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  are  most  grateful  to  the  churches, 
individuals  and  corporations  for  the  help  given  to  offer  our  aging  friends  who  live 
in  the  Homes  a  program  of  security,  comfort,  congeniality  and  a  Christian  min- 
istry. Surely  the  words  of  our  Lord,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of 
the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me,"  are  applicable  to  those 
who  help  to  make  such  services  possible.

AUDIO  VISUAL  AIDS  REPORT 

The  goal  of  all  church  endeavors  is  to  reach  more  people  effectively  with 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Audio  visual  aids  are  God-given  tools  with  great  power 
for  reaching  people  with  God's  message. 

Audio  visual  education  is  the  effort  to  help  people  learn  through  hearing 
and  seeing.  The  purpose  is  that  people  may  learn  faster  and  more  effectively  that 
which  is  taught.  These  aids  are  to  be  used  as  instruments  to  help  attain  definite 
objectives  in  the  teaching  process. 

The  Department  of  Visual  Aids  has  no  program  to  offer  the  churches.  It 
seeks  only  to  undergird  and  strengthen  the  existing  church  programs  already  set 
in  motion.  The  Department  promotes  the  use  of  both  non-projected  and  pro- 
jected visual  aids. 

The  Department  of  Audio  Visual  Aids  seeks  to  provide  an  adequate  library 
of  both  35-mni  filmstrips  and  16mm  sound  motion  pictures  in  support  of  the 
total  Baptist  program.  All  films  in  the  library  are  free  rental  to  all  churches  in 
the  Convention.  There  are  large  nimibers  of  teaching  and  promotional  films  add- 
ed to  the  library  each  year.  There  are  film  titles  to  cover  every  area  of  Baptist 
work.  Included  are  films  on  work  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Brother- 
hood, Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Children's  Activities,  Christian  Life,  Evange- 
lism and  Stewardship.   Approximately  5,000  films  are  booked  each  year.

The  Baptist  Hour  Broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WIFM  was  started  the  first 
Sunday  in  October,  1955.  with  eleven  churches  pledging  $1.00  each  per  week 
to  finance  the  program.  The  cost  then  was  the  same  as  it  is  now  —  $10.00  per 
week. 

Only  seven  of  the  eleven  churches  starting  this  program  have  contributed  to 
the  financial  support  during  the  past  two  years.  To  these  seven,  two  additional 
churches  have  added  their  contributions  of  $1.00  each  per  week,  making  a  total 
of  nine  now  participating.    Only  five  have  paid  in  full  through  Sept.  27,  1959. 

As  shown  by  the  Financial  Statement,  we  owe  Tri-Coimty  Broadcasting  Co. 
$260.00,  and  have  a  bank  balance  of  $7.77,  which  leaves  this  program  lacking  the 
amount  of  $252.23  of  being  solvent. 

We  should  by  all  means  raise  this  amount  at  once,  and  arrange  for  our  con- 
tributions to  be  sufficient  to  meet  this  obligation  each  month. 

Records  of  receipts  and  expenditures  pertaining  to  this  program  have  been 
kept  from  the  start,  and  all  the  churches  are  aware  of  how  they  stand  with  their 
contributions.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  REPORT 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  shown  remarkable  interest  in  their  Children's 
Homes  during  the  past  year.  Numerous  church  groups  have  visited  the  three 
campuses.  Continued  financial  support  has  been  encouraging.  Awakened  in- 
terest in  your  Child  Care  program  has  been  evidenced  in  many  respects. 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  Children's  Homes  staff,  under  the  best 
leadership  available,  have  engaged  themselves  in  a  conscientious  study  of  the 
entire  Child  Care  program  sponsored  by  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Findings  have 
been  gratifying. 
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More  than  1000  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Children's  Homes  during 
the  past  year.  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home  and  Odum  Home  provided  care  for 
547  children  while  197  lived  in  Foster  Homes.  Through  financial  assistance  of 
the  Mothers  Aid  program  40  children  were  able  to  live  with  their  mothers.  Super- 
vision and  financial  help  were  afforded  30  college  students.  Resourceful  case 
workers  assisted  214  additional  children  to  find  homes  with  relatives  and  other 
socail  service  agencies. 

Vernon  S.  Sparrow  became  superintendent  at  Mills  Home  in  Thomasville  July 
1,  1959.  He  comes  to  this  post  with  an  excellent  background  of  training  and  ex- 
perience. Prior  to  Mr.  Sparrow's  going  to  Mills  Home  he  served  as  Associate 
Pastor  and  Minister  of  Education  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Lenoir. 

The  Convention  has  voted  to  bring  the  Children's  Homes  into  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  on  the  same  basis  as  all  other  institutions  and  objects.  Churches 
may  continue  to  send  Once-A-Month  offerings  and  special  gifts.  Designated  gifts 
from  churches  to  the  Children's  Homes  will  be  administered  by  the  Convention 
in  the  same  manner  as  designated  gifts  from  churches  to  other  institutions.  The 
Homes  are  encouraged  with  this  improved  financial  relationship  with  the  Con- 
vention. For  lack  of  sufficient  income  the  Homes  operated  on  a  $22,000  deficit 
in  1958.  The  deficit  for  1959  will  be  approximately  $65,000.  The  only  way  the 
Homes  have  of  meeting  the  $65,000  deficit  this  year  is  through  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

With  the  increase  in  population,  the  development  of  industry,  the  growth 
of  cities  and  the  mounting  tensions  in  present  day  society,  there  is  an  increasing 
demand  for  services  to  dependent  children.  Your  Children's  Homes  are  being 
asked  by  the  Convention  to  expand  their  services.  With  your  prayers,  loyal  and 
generous  support  and  leadership,  they  will  continue  to  move  forward  as  resources 
are  made  available.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  seeks  to  serve  om-  people  with  a  complete  program  of 
specialized  medical  care  for  all  who  need  it.  Our  people  go  in  great  numbers, 
with  all  types  of  serious  illnesses,  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  in  all  financial  cir- 
cumstances, to  receive  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  medical  center.  A  constant 
effort  is  made  to  keep  it  personal  and  Christian  in  its  care  of  sick  people. 

Last  year  service  patients  from  95  counties  of  the  State  made  over  66,000 
visits  to  the  31  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  which  is  open  to  families 
^ot  able  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical  care.  About  the  same  number  of 
office  visits  was  made  by  private  or  full-pay  patients.  More  than  16,000  sick  per- 
sons were  hospitalized  for  132,000  days  of  bed  care. 

Forty  per  cent  of  the  hospital  service  is  rendered  the  patients  who  go  to  the 
Out-Patient  Clinics  or  who  enter  the  hospital  through  the  Out~Patient  Department. 
The  services  of  the  physicians  are  free  to  all  these  patients,  but  the  hospital  charges 
must  be  paid  unless  other  arrangements  are  made  by  the  family. 

Last  year  the  hospital  spent  well  over  one  million  dollars  in  the  care  of  these 
service  patients.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  along  with  the  welfare  funds  and  as- 
sistance from  other  agencies  and  foundations,  enables  the  hospital  to  provide  more 
than  half  of  this  service  free  for  our  very  poor  people.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund 
alone,  however,  has  not  covered  the  full  cost  of  the  care  of  even  the  most  needy. 

We  need  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  our  members  the  necessity  of  the  Mother's 
Day  Fund,  if  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  to  provide  this  important  service  for  our 
poorer  people.    Share  and  care  for  the  needy  sick.

Dr.  Andrew  C.  Ivy,  Chairman  of  the  Department  fo  Clinical  Sciences  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  warned  that  alcoholics  are  being  produced  in  the  United 
States  at  the  rate  of  more  than  1,200  a  day. 

He  stated  that  alcoholism  is  the  nation's  No.  Three  health  problem.  He  said 
it  ranks  immediately  behind  heart  disease  and  cancer  in  its  toll  in  American 
society. 

More  than  8,000,000  Americans  are  affected  with  alcoholism.  Dr.  Ivy  said, 
of  whom  5,000,000  are  outright  alcoholics  and  3,000,000  are  pre-alcoholic  problem 
drinkers.  He  said  that  350,000  alcoholics  die  each  year,  with  an  average  life  span 
of  51  years,  compared  to  about  70  years  for  non-alcoholic. 

The  rule  for  the  Christian  is  not  temperance,  but  total  abstinence.  May  we 
who  are  Christians  remember  the  words  of  Scripture,  "Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong 
drink  is  raging;  and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not  wise."  The  implication 
is  that  those  who  are  deceived  by  strong  drink  are  fools.

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

From  its  beginning  in  1888,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  been  filled  with 
the  vision  of  a  lost  world  won  to  Christ  and  dedicated  to  the  task  of  bringing 
that  world  to  the  foot  of  our  Saviour.  We  as  Baptist  women  cannot  stand  idly 
by  while  countless  millions  remain  in  spiritual  darkness.  Yet  too  often  we  for- 
get that  it  is  "not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  My  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts."  It  is  our  Father  who  must  cleanse  us,  our  Saviour  who  must  guide  us, 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  who  must  empower  us  for  His  service. 

The  four  fundamentals  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  are: 

•  World  Awareness. 

•  Spiritual  Life  Development. 

•  Christian  Witnessing. 

•  Sharing  Possessions. 

On  this  firm  ground  our  women  stand,  steadily  increasing  their  knowledge  of 
missions,  strengthening  their  prayer  life,  answering  the  call  of  "Missions-At-Home" 
which  comes  to  every  Christian,  and  recognizing  afresh  that  all  gifts  are  from  God 
to  be  used  wisely  and  with  Christian  compassion. 

We  are  increasingly  thankful  for  the  work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in 
our  Association  and,  while  we  are  mindful  that  greater  tasks  await  us,  our  women 
and  young  people  are  showing  greater  zeal  than  ever  before  in  our  mission  en- 
deavors. We  have  508  women  enrolled  in  our  13  Woman's  Missionary  Societies. 
While  we  cannot  report  any  new  Societies,  we  are  grateful  that  one  new  Girls' 
Auxiliary  has  been  organized  this  past  year.  Three  hundred  and  forty-three  young 
people  are  enrolled  in  our  youth  organizations  which  continue  to  give  enthusiasm 
and  strength  to  the  support  of  our  entire  program.  Thirty-nine  per  cent  of  the 
total  membership  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  subscribes  to  the  different  or- 
ganizational magazines,  and  we  are  striving  to  reach  the  goal  of  60%  by  October 
1960.  Sixty-two  mission  study  books  have  been  taught  to  increase  oiu*  awareness 
of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  work. 

Our  number  of  tithers  remains  the  same  as  last  year  —  332.  However,  714 
members  are  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Once  again  we  gave  more 
to  the  Lottie  Moon  Foreign  Mission  Offering  than  any  other  special  offering  —  a 
total  of  $4,207.41.  The  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  total  of  $1,162.46  was  grate- 
fully received.  However,  we  did  not  reach  the  set  goal  of  11%  above  the  gifts 
of  the  previous  year.  The  Heck  Jones  Offering  totaled  $371.62.  These  and 
other  special  offerings  continue  to  require  our  conscientious  support. 

It  is  with  humility  and  gratitude  that  we  survey  the  work  of  the  past.  It  is 
with  faith  in  God's  strengthening  power  that  we  anticipate  the  future.  We  pray 
that  we  may  always  retam  a  vision  of  the  Cross  and,  encouraged  by  the  promise 
of  the  Resurrection,  we  shall  do  that  which  God  would  have  us  do.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association. 
It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messengers  chosen 
by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five  messengers;  and  all  past- 
ors of  churches  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  developement  of  our  local  chur- 
ches and  through  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bringing 
letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from  Sep- 
tember 1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deemed 
necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person  serving 
or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible  for 
re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to  each 
session  of  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct  record 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to  have  the 
same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Association.  At  the 
discretion  of  the  Clerk  a  Registrar  may  be  appointed  to  register  messengers 
and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  distribution 
of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the  churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all 
the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the  Association  annually. 
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10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  consisting 
of  five  members;  three  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Associational 
Nominating  Committee  and  the  other  two  shall  be  the  Moderator  and  Clerk 
of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nominating 
Committee.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Association  bet- 
ween sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission  work,  etc.  This 
Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  Association,  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood  Presi- 
dent, Associational  Music  Director,  and  Associational  Chairman  of  Evan- 
gelism, shall  work  together  in  the  promotion  of  the  local  and  mission  work 
of  the  Association. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all 
matters  respecting  to  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  that 
fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  Consttiution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  session, 
provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the  first  day  of 
the  Association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the  second  day  by  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devotional 
period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  churches 
of  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  courteously 
and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
regular  parUamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1 .  We  beUeve  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  nnd  New  Testaments  are 
the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impotency 
to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his  own  free 
will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and  san- 
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ctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are  bom 
again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  imputed 
righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those  ordinances 
and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by  immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judgment, 
and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteousness  and  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  will 
be  eternal. 

9.  We  beUeve  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordin- 
ances of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come  under 
the  imposition  by  the  Presbytery.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION  -  9:30  A.  M. 

The  Eighty-Second  Session  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  meeting 
with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Ronda  was  declared  in  session  by  the  Mod- 
erator, Rev.  J.  L.  Powers. 

The  session  opened  with  the  group  singing  "Come  Thou  Almighty 
King",  led  by  Miss  Frances  Cornwell,  Associational  Music  Director,  and 
accompanied  on  the  piano  by  Mrs.  N.  C.  Teague. 

Scripture  &  prayer  were  offered  by  Rev.  Fred  Morris,  Pastor  of  the 
Ronda  Church. 

Letters  were  called  for  and  messengers  recognized.  Twenty  of  the  tw- 
enty-two churches  in  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  were  represented. 
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Rev.  J.  L.  Powers,  Moderator,  appointed  the  following  to  serve  on  the 
Time,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  Rev.  Howard  J.  Ford,  Chairman, 
Rev.  Glenn  Dobbins  and  Rev.  Tommy  Collins.  The  Resolution  Committee 
was  appointed  as  follows:  Mrs.  N.  C.  Teague,  Chairman,  Miss  Blanche 
Harmon,  and  Mrs.  Junior  Kennedy. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  to  the  Ronda  Church  for  opening  its  doors 
to  the  first  day's  session. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  that  of  the  adoption  of  the  program 
as  planned  by  the  Program  Committee,  subject  to  any  necessary  changes 
that  might  need  to  be  made.  Motion  was  made  by  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague  to 
adopt  the  program,  subject  to  any  necessary  changes;  Rev.  Caldwell  sec- 
onded the  motion,  and  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Charles  Burchette,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  Dir- 
ector of  Denominational  Relations,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  and 
Dr.  Ike  Grier  were  recognized  as  visitors. 

Rev.  Fred  Morris,  who  recently  came  as  Pastor  to  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Ronda,  was  introduced  to  the  association. 

The  following  report  submitted  by  Murl  Newman,  Associational  Sun- 
day School  Director,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

"Teaching  Them  All  Things" 

This  was  our  theme  for  our  Sunday  Schools  for  the  past  year.  It  is 
also  a  command  from  our  Lord.  Being  a  teacher,  I  have  asked  myself 
"Have  I  though  in  a  manner  that  will  stand  up  to  this  command?" 
What  have  the  results  been?  What  have  we  accomplished?  The  1959 
associational  records  which  were  incomplete  at  our  past  meeting  shows  the 
following  progress,  an  increase  in  our  s.  s.  of  54  in  enrollment,  an  increase 
of  363  in  average  attendance,  every  church  reporting  a  Vacation  Bible 
School  with  an  increase  in  average  attendance  of  126,  and  2  Missions  or 
Negro  Schools.  We  feel  that  this  is  progress  since  the  1950  to  1960  Census 
shows  only  1 1  increases  in  population  of  our  town. 

Records  on  this  years  work  are  not  yet  complete  so  as  to  show  the  act- 
ual figures.  We  do  know  that  we  again  reached  the  goal  of  100%  Vacation 
Bible  Schools,  with  2  Negro  Schools.  2  New  Cradle  Rolls  have  been  organ- 
ized. Our  Elkin  association  is  rated  as  an  A-  with  100%  efficiency. 

Regardless  of  the  heavy  snows  which  dropped  our  attendance,  and 
even  closed  several  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  we  feel  that  we  can  stiU  come 
up  with  an  increase  in  enrollment.  Lets  remember  at  least  five  objectives 
of  our  Sunday  School  as  we  face  the  coming  year. 

1 .  To  reach  the  people. 

2.  Teaching  the  Bible.  - 

3.  Wining  the  lost.  , 
A.    How  do  we  do  this: 

Just  remember  that  1  out  of  3  unsaved  in  Sunday  School 
are  won  to  Christ  each  year  while  only  1  out  of  240 
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outside  of  Sunday  School  are  won. 

4.  Training  our  workers  to  be  of  more  and  better  service. 

5.  Developing  Christian  Characters. 

To  reach  these  and  other  objectives  there  are  two  things  that  stand  out 
among  the  many  requirements. 

1.  Work-we  must  give  unselfishly  of  our  time,  talents,  means,  with 
the  assurance  that  the  work  being  done  is  in  his  will,  and  is  to 
His  Glory. 

2.  The  other,  is  a  new  word  to  me  at  least.  Stanley  WiUiamson  calls 
it  Stick-a-ability.  Nehemiah  possessed  this  Stick-a-bility. 
NEH-6-3-  He  says  "I  am  doing  a  great  work,  why  should  I  leave 
it  and  come  down."  Our  dedication  to  this  task  should  be  such 
as  this. 

On  a  Gold  placque  in  the  lobby  of  a  large  hotel  are  these  words: 
"Life  is  Service." 

The  one  who  progresses  is  the  one  who  gives  a  little  more,  and  a  little  better 
service.  We  desire  your  continued  cooperation,  and  prayers.  We  also  Chal- 
lenge you  to  become  more  familar  with  our  Sunday  School  programs  and 
with  the  words,  Work  and  Stick- A-bility.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  Music  Committee  of  the  Elkin  Association  can  report  two  hits 
and  one  error  in  our  Associational  Music  Program  for  the  past  year.  Our 
furst  hit  was  a  Carol  Sing  held  at  West  Elkin  Baptist  Church  on  November 
29.  The  program  theme  was  "Christmas  Carols  and  Their  Stories".  Choirs 
from  Elkin  Valley,  Mineral  Springs,  Pleasant  Hill,  and  First  Baptist  sang 
carols.  On  January  31a  Hymn  Sing  was  held  at  Shoaly  Branch  Church. 
The  Juniors  from  the  Association  made  up  a  choir  which  sang  several 
Hymns.  The  Junior  Choirs  from  First  Baptist,  Elkin  Valley,  and  Pleasant 
Hill  each  sang  a  selection.  Both  of  the  Sunday  afternoon  Sings  were  most 
successful  with  the  Church  being  filled  with  people  at  each  meeting. 

Our  venture  was  a  Leadership  Training  School  held  in  February  for 
four  nights.  A  total  of  thirteen  were  enrolled  these  nights. 

Six  Choirs  in  our  Association  attended  the  District  Choir  Festival  in 
North  Wilkesboro  in  March  and  each  received  good  ratings.  These  Choirs 
were  eligible  and  some  did  attend  the  State  Choir  Festivals  in  Winston- 
Salem  and  Salisbury. 

Many  of  our  people  are  more  conscious  of  the  need  of  more  worshipful 
music  in  our  Church  Services.  More  Churches  are  organizing  their  young 
people  and  adults  into  choirs  with  regular  rehearsal  times.  Our  basic  need 
continues  to  be  in  trained  leadership.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  year  more  pro- 
gress may  be  made  that  the  power  of  music  may  be  felt  in  our  churches.

"When  He  saw  the  multitude  He  was  moved  with  compassion." 
Our  Baptist  Hospital  has  no  right  to  exist  separate  and  apart  from 
human  need  and  suffering.  One  has  to  but  stand  in  the  lobby  of  the  hospital 
for  a  short  time  to  know  that  truly  it  is  the  cross  roads  of  all  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist. 

In  slightly  more  than  a  third  of  a  centry,  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital  at 
Winston  Salem  has  developed  from  a  small  general  hospital  of  80  beds  into 
a  large  medical,  research  and  teaching  center.  Today's  Baptist  Hospital 
occupies  18  acres  and  has  450  beds. 

The  Baptist  Church  is  N.  C.s  largest-  but  not  its  wealthiest,  denomin- 
ation. Most  of  its  churches  are  small  and  75%  of  the  members  Uve  in  rural 
areas. 

N.  C.  has  the  largest  rural  population  of  any  state.  In  1950,  it  was 
fourth  from  the  bottom  of  the  list  of  states  in  capital  income.  It  is  easy  to 
understand  how  a  Hospital  serving  an  area  with  such  a  low  income  level  is 
called  upon  to  do  a  large  volume  of  charity  work.  Over  N.  C.  we  have  many 
who  are  unable  to  pay  for  medical  and  hospital  sevices.  As  a  result  of  this, 
charity  accounted  for  40%  of  the  hospital  work. 

If  v/e  are  to  continue  to  care  for  our  ever  increasing  number  of  service 
patients  we  as  Baptist  must  give  more  Uberally  through  our  Mother's  Day 
Offering.  We  must  be  moved  with  compassion,  so  we  see  the  suffering 
throughout  our  state,  to  the  point  we  will  give  that  others  might  live.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

God's  gift  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  during  the  past  nine  years  has 
been  James  M.  Hayes,  Sr.  No  man  could  have  worked  harder,  or  accomp- 
lished more,  than  this  dedicated  man  of  God.  On  July  1,  he  relinquished  the 
heavy  and  challenging  responsibilities  of  the  office  of  general  superintend- 
ent to  his  successor,  WiUiam  A.  Poole. 

The  new  superintendent  is  diligently  at  work  and  is  finding  a  solid 
foundation  on  which  to  build  and  expand  our  ministry  to  the  aging  in  our 
midst. 

Great  blessings  are  in  store  for  us  in  this  tenth  year  of  our  Homes  for 
the  Aging.  The  new  Infirmary  Annex,  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $193,000, 
and  with  28  new  rooms,  will  be  in  use  by  September  1.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  new  Hamilton  Home  can  be  started  by  late 
summer,  with  facilities  for  around  30  additional  residents  Our  hats  are  off 
to  all  who  have  given  so  liberally  and  worked  so  tirelessly  in  bringing  this 
fourth  Home  to  fulfilment! 

At  the  present,  there  are  sixty  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  and  new 
inquiries  and  applications  pouring  in  daily.  We  now  have  a  total  of  106 
residents  in  our  three  Homes  -  Resthaven,  20;  Albemarle,  34;  Headquar- 
ters, 52.  Even  with  our  new  faciUties,  it  is  not  unrealistic  to  say  that  we 
could  fill  rooms  up  to  500  in  the  next  two  years.  We  must  attempt  great 
things  for  God  and  expect  great  things  from  God  as  we  plan  for  the  future 
in  our  ministering  to  the  ever-growing  number  of  the  aging  who  need  the 
loving  care  of  North  CaroUna  Baptists. 

One  of  the  life-Unes  in  our  work  is  the  vital  relationship  that  we  have 
with  the  pastors  and  churches  of  our  Convention.  We  could  not  operate 
without  this  very  important  and  blessed  tie  that  binds.  We  are  increasingly 
dependent  upon  the  prayers  and  the  financial  support  of  the  churches.  Dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year,  October  1,  1959,  to  August  1,  1960,  we  have  received 
$82,521.20  from  the  churches.  Of  this  amount,  $76,352.70  was  contribu- 
ted through  the  Special  Day  Offering  in  February.  Although  this  amount 
is  $123,000  short  of  our  goal  of  $200,000,  we  are  profoundly  grateful  to 
God  and  to  everyone  who  has  had  a  part  in  contributing  to  the  worthy  cause 
which  we  represent. 

Let  it  be  known  throughout  the  bounds  of  our  fair  State  that  there  is 
nothing  to  hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from  coming  to  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  except  lack  of  space.  Let  us, 
therefore,  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  end  of  making  more  space  available  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.

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TEMPERANCE  REPORT

Let  us  be  faithful  in  proclaiming  the  Gos- 
pel, for  it  is  the  Gospel  that  gives  deliverance,  not  only  from  the  guilt  and 
penalty  of  sin,  but  also  from  the  power  and  dominion  of  sin.

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Blessed  Assurance". 
The  Devotional  was  offered  by  Rev.  Albert  Pruitt.  Rev.  Howard  Ford  led 
in  prayer. 

Rev.  Powers,  Moderator,  recognized  Mr.  Luther  Pettyjohn,  who  ser- 
ved as  Clerk  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  for  several  years,  and  who 
has  been  present  at  most  of  the  annual  meetings  of  our  association  for  the 
past  82  sessions. 

Dr.  V.  W.  Taylor's  motion  to  adopt  the  following  report  on  Christian 

Education  was  unanimously  adopted: 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptists  promote  a  program  of  education  much  wider 
in  scope  than  that  represented  in  their  seven  colleges.  In  the  local  churches 
there  are  numerous  activities  along  with  the  Sunday  school  relating  to  ed- 
ucation. All  these  activities  are  promoted  through  a  special  division  known 
as  Church  Programs.  Through  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  North 
Carolina  Baptists  share  in  the  promotion  and  support  of  the  seven  seminar- 
ies which  are  administered  through  trustees  elected  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Through  a  Division  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Baptist  State  Con-

vention  of  North  Carolina  the  work  of  seven  colleges  is  promoted.  These 
are  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-  Webb,  Wingate,  Chowan, 
and  Campbell.  In  the  last  year  there  were  emolled  in  these  seven  colleges 
some  8,100  students.  Their  annual  operating  costs  were  about  $10,000,- 
000,  with  approximately  $500,000  of  this  coming  through  our  Cooperative 
Program  plan  of  giving.  An  additional  $600,000  was  provided  for  capital 
outlay  or  plant  improvement  and  expansion.  Without  the  addition  of  new 
buildings  it  is  not  possible  for  these  colleges  to  enroll  many  more  students 
than  the  number  taken  last  year. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  marked  grov^h  in  the  interest  of  North 
Carolina  Baptist  in  their  colleges.  For  fifteen  years  the  work  of  these  col- 
leges has  been  co-  ordinated  and  studied  through  the  Council  on  Christian 
Education,  with  offices  in  the  Baptist  Building  at  301  Hillsboro  Street,  Ral- 
eigh, N.  C.  The  staff  consists  of  two  employees—an  office  secretary,  Miss 
Grace  Yow,  and  an  executive  secretary  of  the  Council  and  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Christian  Education,  Claude  F.  Gaddy.  In  the  past  three  years 
three  major  Convention  Committees  have  prepared  and  presented  reports 
on  the  work  of  these  colleges  to  the  Convention,  and  a  fourth  comimittee 
was  appointed  in  1959  to  report  in  1960. 

The  first  committee  of  25  members  was  appointed  in  1956  "to  study 
the  needs  and  possibilities  of  our  existing  institutions  and  such  new  institu- 
tions as  may  be  needed."  The  report  of  this  particular  committee  was  pre- 
sented to  a  special  session  of  the  Convention  in  May  1959.  The  relation  of 
this  report  to  the  colleges  will  be  considered  later.  In  1957  two  special  com- 
mittees were  named  and  directed  to  study  two  particular  aspects  of  Christ- 
ian education  as  follows: 

1.  .A  committee  of  nine  members  was  instructed  "to  prepare  a  state- 
ment of  permanent  poUcy  describing  and  setting  forth  the  relation- 
ships of  the  Convention  to  the  trustees,  the  trustees  to  the  Conven- 
tion, the  trustees  to  the  institutions,  and  the  institutions  to  the  Con- 
vention; 

2.  "to  devise  at  the  earUest  possible  moment  a  method  of  orienting, 
training,  and  instructing  all  trustees  as  to  their  duties,  responsibiU- 
ties,  prerogatives,  and  relationships." 

This  committee  brought  its  report  to  the  Convention  in  1958  and 
its  recommendations  were  adopted.  In  compliance  with  the  second 
part  of  the  report  the  first  Trustee  conferences  were  held  in  Wins- 
ton-Salem, March  11-12,  1960. 

3.  In  this  same  Convention  of  1957  a  committee  of  17  members  was 
directed  "to  make  a  study  of  ways  by  which  the  spiritual  life  of  each 
of  our  seven  colleges  would  be  enhanced  or  deepened;  (2)  that  its 

r  study  include  further  an  appraisal  or  any  attitude,  activities,  or 
organizations  on  any  campus  which  might  be  hindering  the  de- 

•  velopment  of  a  genuinely  spiritual  atmosphere  upon  our  college 
campuses." 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  adopted  also  in  1958  Convention. 
Let  UG  return  now  for  a  further  look  at  the  work  of  the  third  committee 
of  25  members  appointed  in  1956,  and  reporting  to  special  convention  in 
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Mav  1959.  After  a  study  covering  nearly  three  years  and  with  the  aid  of  a 
professional  firm  of  consultants  Booz,  Allen  and  Hamilton,  this  committee 
presented  a  strong  and  comprehensive  report  with  certain  recommendations 
for  each  of  the  seven  colleges.  There  was  no  recommendation  for  a  new 
college,  but  for  each  of  the  seven  existing  colleges  specific  suggestions  were 
made  as  follows: 

1.  Wake  Forest—that  provision  be  made  as  rapidly  as  possible  for 
resuming  graduate  study  for  advanced  degrees,  both  master's  and 
doctor's. 

2.  Meredith—for  growth  to  provide  a  student  enrollment  of  1,000. 

3.  Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  and  Wingate—that  all  three  of  these  two-year 
colleges  consider  the  possibility  for  becoming  four-yezir  senior  col- 
leges as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  That  Gardner- Webb  and  Chowan  Colleges  continue  to  sterve  as 
junior  colleges  with  provision  for  becoming  senior  colleges  "when 
it  is  the  belief  of  their  trustees  and  administration  that  the  time  has 
come  when  a  change  from  junior  to  senior  college  status  is  advis- 
able." 

It  was  in  the  light  of  the  work  of  these  three  special  Convention  Com- 
mittees and  the  reports  adopted  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  that  a  fou- 
rth committee  of  21  members  was  appointed  in  1959  to  give  meaning  to  the 
work  and  recommendations  of  previous  committees. This  new  Committee 
was  directed  "to  work  with  the  Council  on  Christian  Education  and  the 
General  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  study  the  pressing  needs  of  the 
seven  Baptist  colleges,  and  to  bring  to  the  Convention  in  1960  a  recommen- 
ded program  and  plan  for  meeting  the  pressing  financial  needs  of  these 
schools."  With  this  directive  the  committee  of  21  members,  with  Dr.  B. 
Norfleet  Gardner  as  chairman,  began  it's  work  with  the  Council  and  Gen- 
eral Secretary  Branch  to  prepare  a  recommended  program  of  work  for  the 
seven  colleges  and  a  plan  for  securing  the  funds  necessary  for  such  a  pro- 
gram. It  is  hoped  that  a  tentative  report  will  be  ready  for  publication  in  the 
near  future  in  order  that  our  Baptist  people  may  have  opportunity  to  study 
it  carefully  in  preparation  for  final  consideration  in  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion in  November,  1960. 

With  this  introductory  statement  of  information  on  what  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina  have  been  thinking  and  doing  about  their  colleges  in  recent 
years,  let  us  remind  ourselves  of  some  of  the  rather  disturbing  statistics  on 
our  Baptist  young  people  as  follows: 

Last  year,  1959,  there  were  graduated  from  our  North  Carolina  high 
schools  42,954  students.  Of  this  number  there  were  32,441  white  high 
school  graduates.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  of  this  32,441  graduates  15,000 
were  Baptist.  Almost  exactly  one  out  of  three  enrolled  in  some  college 
last  Sepetmber,  leaving  the  other  two  out  of  three  without  college  training. 
So  of  our  15,000  Baptist  youth  graduating  from  high  school  in  1959,  10,- 
000  never  enrolled  in  college.  Of  this  10,000  ending  their  education  with 
high  school,  one-fourth  of  them  were  in  the  upper  third  of  their  high  scho- 
ol graduating  class.  Thus,  we  see  that  a  majority  of  our  Baptist  young  pe- 
oople  will  never  become  ministers,  teachers,  lawyers,  doctors,  nor  any  of 
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the  many  other  professions  open  only  to  those  having  an  opportunity  to  go 
to  college.  Of  the  8,  103  students  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  last  year, 
5,000  were  Baptist.  There  were  some  13,000  Baptist  students  in  other 
colleges. 

It  is  believed  that  by  1970  we  shall  have  in  North  Carolina  not  15,- 
000  white  Baptist  boys  and  girls  graduating  from  school  each  year  but  30,- 
000;  and  that  we  may  expect  a  much  larger  percentage  to  go  to  college. 
It  seems  conservative  to  predict  that  at  least  35,000  Baptist  boys  and  girls 
will  be  in  college  within  ten  years.  The  question  confronting  us  is  where 
shall  we  provide  for  their  colleges  training?  Shall  we  maintain  the  status 
quo  in  our  Baptist  colleges  and  ask  the  state  to  provide  for  them  through 
increased  taxes,  or  other  denominations  to  provide  for  them  in  their  col- 
leges, or  would  it  be  better  for  Baptists  to  face  the  fact  with  vision  and 
courage  and  provide  Christian  education  for  their  future  leaders?  Let  us 
not  be  afraid  to  think  together  and  ask  God  to  guide  us  to  do  His  will  in 
whatever  we  do. 

Challenging  remarks  were  presented  by  Dr.  I.  G.  Grier. 

The  following  report  presented  by  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague,  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  Bible  is  "The  Book  for  Everyone"  is  not  just  a  slogan.  It  is  an 
experience  and  a  challenge  to  millions  of  people  around  the  world. 

The  one  hope  of  men  and  nations  is  Jesus  Christ.  If  the  people  of  the 
world  are  to  know  Christ  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  helping  to  send  the  Bible  to  all  parts 
of  the  world.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible.  It  publishes  with- 
out note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost. 
For  the  blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  raised  letter  systems  and  on  Talking 
Book  records. 

This  year  the  Bible  Society  celebrates  the  translation  of  some  part  of 
the  Bible  into  more  than  1151  different  languages  and  dialects. 
There  is  still  much  to  be  done! 

The  American  Bible  Society  belongs  to  Your  church.  Without  your 
financial  support  they  cannot  do  their  best.  Missionaries  of  your  own  den- 
omination depend  on  the  Bible  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  their 
people  and  the  Society  depends  on  your  gifts.  No  gift  is  too  small  and  none 
too  great.  People  "on  the  waiting  list"  can  receive  the  Bible  through  your 
help.  Please  send  gifts  to  your  Baptist  state  office  marked  "for  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society".

Bible  Society  and  because  of  its  great  ministry  he  stressed  the  importance 
of  our  support  to  the  Society. 
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Upon  motion,  the  following  report  was  adopted: 

ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  offers  a  prac- 
tical plan  for  both  church  and  pastor  to  join  in  plans  for  his  retirement.  In 
this  day  of  dollar  financing  God's  plan  is  not  to  turn  stones  into  bread  to 
feed  his  disabled  or  retired  ministers.  He  rather  lays  upon  the  shoulders  of 
both  church  and  the  pastor  the  responsibility.  Hundreds  have  already  found 
the  plan  standing  between  them  and  the  humilating  experience  of  depending 
on  the  community  or  county  for  a  hand-out.  Mrs.  John  L.  Waldrop,  left  a 
young  widow  with  four  children  to  educate,  following  the  sudden  death  of 
her  45  year  old  husband  has  to  say,  "There  was  a  sense  of  deep  satisfaction 
in  his  heart  during  those  last  moments  of  life  that  he  had  made  as  much 
provision  as  is  possible,for  a  Baptist  minister,  to  provide  for  his  family. 
With  all  my  heart  I  would  urge  every  young  minister  to  enroll  in  the  retire- 
ment and  protection  program  made  available  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board,  as  well  as  taking  advantage  of  Social  Security  which  is  now  avail- 
able to  ministers.  During  these  three  difficult  years,  they  have  been  my 
material  Salvation." 

Only  5  churches  in  our  association  now  participate  in  the  plan.  Others 
should  even  though  they  have  a  part  time  pastor.  The  Reverend  Tom  Gre- 
ene is  the  new  Annuity  Board  man  for  North  Carolina.  He  may  be  addres- 
sed at  301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raligh,  N.  C.  He  will  gladly  furnish  all  the  in- 
formation you  need  to  set  up  the  plan.

The  following  report  on  The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Car- 
olina, Inc.  was  adopted: 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  is  a  multiple 
service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture  for  more  than  800  de- 
serving boys  and  girls  annually. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311  children, 
Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  165,  and  Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  with 
24  children. 

There  are  160  children  in  Foster  Homes  and  40  others  who  are  assist- 
ed by  Mother's  Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded  30  college  students 
annually. 

Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school  activities. 
Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual  growth  are  afforded 
on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and  through  the  Churches. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Cooper- 
ative Program  31.5  per  cent.  Thanksgiving  Offerings  31.1  per  cent.  Once 
-A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per  cent,  Special  Gifts  and  Endowment  15.5 
per  cent. 

Income  from  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  min- 
imum needs.  Many  children  have  been  denied  a  Christian  home  whom  we 
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should  have  served.  An  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering  is  imperative 
this  year. 

North  CaroHna  Baptists  have  been  caring  for  homeless  and  dependent 
children  for  75  years.  Appropriate  observance  of  the  75th  Anniversary  will 
be  made  in  November.  During  these  years,  more  than  8,000  children  have 
been  afforded  life's  best  opportunities.  The  need  for  such  services  increases 
with  the  developement  of  industry,  increase  in  population  growth  of  cities, 
and  the  mounting  tensions  which  accrue  to  families  in  an  urbanized  society. 

John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children,  Junel,  1960. 
We  invision,  under  his  editorship,  this  paper  making  an  increasing  contri- 
bution to  the  total  life  of  our  Baptist  people. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  dependent 
children.  No  other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and  sacrifice.  Many  areas 
of  unmet  need  confront  us  each  day.  Your  continued  interest  and  in- 
creasing support  will  help  us  meet  them.

I960  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

AND  OTHER  BAPTIST  LITERATURE 

This  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  transition  for  the  Biblical  Record- 
er, your  Baptist  state  paper  since  1833. 

On  January  1,  J.  Marse  Grant  became  editor,  succeeding  Dr.  L.  L. 
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Carpenter  who  retired  after  17  years  in  the  editor's  chair.  Editor  Grant 
came  to  the  Recorder  after  10  years  as  editor  of  Charity  and  Children. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year,  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  Recorder,  including  larger  type  and  full-page  pictures  on  the  cover.  In 
a  study  made  by  a  nationally-known  professor  of  journaHsm,  the  Recorder 
was  rated  among  the  top  three  state  papers  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. The  Recorder  staff  will  not  be  satisfied  until  it  rates  No.  1  among  the 
27  state  papers. 

For  the  price  of  a  3c  or  4c  postage  stamp,  the  Recorder  can  come  into 
your  home  each  week.  For  only  $1.50  a  year,  or  3c  week,  the  Recorder  can 
be  sent  to  every  family  in  your  church.  For  a  4c  stamp  each  week,  or  $2.00 
a  year,  you  can  receive  the  paper  in  the  Club  plan  of  four  or  more  subscri- 
bers in  the  same  church. 

Certainly  our  Baptist  families  are  worth  3c  or  4c  a  week.  Most  of  us 
subscribe  to  at  least  one  daily  paper  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $20  a  year.  For 
one  -tenth  of  that  amount,  or  less,  you  can  get  the  Recorder  and  never 
miss  the  small  amount  it  costs.  With  the  many  crucial  issues  coming  up  in 
the  world  almost  daily,  it  is  imperative  that  Baptists  be  informed  about 
them.  The  best  source  is  your  Baptist  state  paper. 

A  continuing  campaign  is  being  made  to  put  the  Recorder  in  more 
church  budgets.  Deacons  and  finance  committees  are  urged  to  consider 
this  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  As  every  pastor  knows,  an  informed 
membership  is  essential  if  a  church  makes  progress. 

Make  no  mistake  about  it.  The  printed  page  is  going  to  win  the  battle 
for  men's  minds  and  hearts.  The  great  movements  of  this  world  depend 
heavily  on  printer's  ink  to  get  their  messages  across.  Baptists  can  do  no 
less  if  we  are  to  stay  in  this  battle  to  win  the  loyalties  of  men  and  women, 
boys  and  girls. 

In  this  crucial  year  in  American  history,  the  following  quotation  is  so 
pertinent  as  we  think  of  the  importance  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  other 
Baptist  publications:  "If  religious  literature  is  not  widely  circulated  among 
the  masses  in  this  country,  I  do  not  know  what  is  to  become  of  us  as  a  nat- 
ion. If  truth  be  not  diffused,  error  will  be;  if  God  and  His  Word  nre  not 
received,  the  devil  and  his  works  will  gain  the  ascendancy;  if  the  evangelical 
volume  does  not  reach  every  hamlet,  the  page  of  a  corrupt  and  licentious 
literature  will;  if  the  power  of  the  Gospel  is  not  felt  through  the  length  and 
breadth  of  our  land,  anarchy  and  misrule,  degradation  and  misery,  corrupt- 
ion and  darkness  will  reign."

The  following  report  on  Evangelism  was  unanimously  adopted: 

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

There  never  was  a  time  when  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  was  not  urg- 
ent, but  many  Christians  have  been  slow  to  realize  it.  If  circumstances  can 
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shock  us  out  of  our  indifference  and  neglect,  then  every  Christian  should 
be  alerted  today  to  the  urgency  of  evangelism  in  this  Atomic  Age. 

Southern  Baptists  have  been  blessed  by  the  Lord  as  few  people  have 
been  blessed  in  all  Christian  history.  However,  along  with  these  blessings 
there  are  inescapable  responsibihties.  We  are  Christians,  and  we  must 
share  with  those  who  are  not  Christians.  We  are  the  children  of  light,  and 
we  must  share  with  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  Billy  Graham  says,  "Amer- 
ica is  the  world's  greatest  mission  field."  If  this  is  true,  and  no  doubt  it  is, 
and  if  Southern  Baptists  are  the  leading  evangeUcal  denomination  in  Amer- 
ica, we  must  match  this  hour  with  total  dedication  to  evangelism. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  :  (The  Executive  Committee  of  our  associ- 
ation joins  with  the  chairman  of  evangelism  in  these  recommendations). 

1.  That  every  church  be  urged  to  use  the  church  council  in  promoting 
a  perennial  program  of  evangelism  within  each  church. 

2.  That  our  association  have  evangelistic  clinics  each  of  the  next  3 
years.  The  date  for  1961  will  be  Feb.  21. 

3.  That  our  association  take  part  in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  for 
1961  to  1964;  that  we  definitely  set  now  2  Jubilee  revivals  in  the 
Elkin  Association,  in  1962  and  in  1964. 

4.  In  view  of  the  great  number  of  lost  people,  the  great  need  for  a 
deepening  of  spiritual  life,  the  necessity  for  revival  to  save  our 

;  churches,  we  recommend  that  every  church  co-operate  with  the 

Baptist  Jubilee  revival  plans  in  planning,  praying,  and  active  part- 
icipation.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messeng- 
ers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five  mes- 
sengers; and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local 
churches  and  through  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from 
September  1  to  August  31. 
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5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deem- 
ed necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person 
serving  or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be 
ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings 
oi  the  Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to 
each  session  of  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to 
have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. At  the  discretion  of  the  Clerk  a  Register  may  be  appointed  to 
register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  distri- 
bution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the 
Association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  con- 
sisting of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the  As- 
sociational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Associational  Missionary  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission 
work,  etc.  This  Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  Association,  Asso- 
ciational Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Un- 
ion Director,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent, 
Associational  Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and 
Associational  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  local  and  mission  work  of  the  Association. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in 
all  matters  respecting  to  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the  sec- 
ond day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  church- 
es of  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  courteous- 
ly and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
regular  parliamentary  procedure. 
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ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impot- 
ency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his 
own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated 
are  born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  im- 
puted righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those 
ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of 
the  wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ord- 
inances of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  of  the  Presbytery.

The  Eighty-Third  Session  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  meeting 
with  the  Friendship  Baptist  Church  was  declared  in  session  by  the 
Moderator,  Rev.  J.  L.  Powers.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  Music  Committee  has  been  at  work.  Although  we  have  not 
touched  some  of  our  churches,  we  do  feel  encouraged  with  the  growth 
in  our  associational  Music  program. 

The  first  quarter  we  held  a  "Hymn  Sing"  at  Mt.  Pleasant  church

There  were  5  churches  presenting  special  music. 

The  second  quarter  we  held  an  associational  Music  School  at 
Elkin  Valley  church.  Mr.  Richard  Brewer  from  Kannapolis  directed 
the  choir  and  taught  a  voice  class.  The  Rev.  Tommy  Johnson,  Mrs.  Joe 
Blackburn,  Mr.  Arthur  Smith  and  Miss  Frances  Cornwell  taught  addi- 
tional classes,  with  Mrs.  Winfrey  Luffman  as  general  secretary.  We 
had  18  churches  represented  during  the  week  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  113.

We  often  hear  the  statement,  "God  will  supply  my  needs."  How 
true  this  is,  and  not  a  one  of  us  would  ever  doubt  it.  However,  we 
must  look  deeper  into  this  word  "supply."  There  are  those  who  feel 
that  God  will  keep  shelves  filled  and  the  bank  account  fat  for  the 
minister  in  His  strange  and  mysterious  way.  This  in  itself  is  foolish- 
ness. God  does  supply  our  needs  but  this  is  done  through  other  people 
who  are  willing  to  be  of  help.  Very  few  ministers  make  a  large 
enough  salary  to  put  back  enough  to  live  on  for  ten  to  twenty  years 
after  retirement.  A  minister  is  a  servant  of  God  and,  as  he  takes  his 
task  seriously,  someone  should  care  enough  to  see  this  taken  care  of. 
It  is  not  fair  to  thrust  an  older  man  out  to  live  on  charity  from  the 
churches  and  community  agencies. 

This  agency  has  changed  its  name,  but  the  policies  are  the  same 
if  not  better.  A  widow  and  her  children  may  be  blessed  beyond  meas- 
ure because  a  church  went  to  the  expense  to  pay  into  the  plan.  A 
disabled  minister  is  able  to  keep  his  family  together  because  of  the 
plan. 

Only  5  of  our  churches  are  now  participating  in  this  plan. 
At  least  one  other  has  voted  to  do  so.  All  of  our  churches  can  and 
should.  Please  see  to  it  that  your  church  does.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

How  thrilling  it  is  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst!  North 
Carolina  Baptists  can  be  justly  grateful  for  their  Christian  ministry 
to  125  residents  in  their  three  Homes — Resthaven  and  the  Hayes 
Home  in  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle. 

With  130  people  waiting  for  admission  at  the  present  time,  lack 
of  rooms  is  one  of  our  most  acute  problems.  North  Carolina  Baptists, 
however,  are  definitely  doing  something  about  this  situation.  The 
Hamilton  Home,  now  under  construction  in  Martin  County,  is  proof- 
positive.  This  is  our  fourth  Home  and  will  provide  for  30  additional 
residents.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Hamilton  Home  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  no  later  than  the  first  of  January,  1962.  A  debt  of 
$275,000.00  has  been  assumed  on  this  Home,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness  on  the  new  infirmary 
at  Winston-Salem.  There  is  no  further  expansion  of  desperately  needed 
additional  facilities  anticipated  until  the  major  portion  of  this  debt 
is  paid.  Special  Day  offerings  and  gifts  from  the  churches  should, 
therefore,  be  increased  greatly  in  order  that  we  may  go  on  in  the  great 
task  which  is  ours,  and  that  we  might  meet  the  ever-increasing 
demands  of  the  aging  among  us  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Pray  for  us,  visit  us,  and  continue  the  same  splendid  support  in 
the  future  that  you  have  so  graciously  given  in  the  past.  Remember 
that  we  cannot  go  on  without  the  love,  the  fellowship,  and  the  help  of 
every  North  Carolina  Baptist.

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

Beverage  alcohol  remains  one  of  America's  sins.  Our  beloved 
country,  which  is  called  a  Christian  country,  has  legalized  that  which 
God  calls  "mocker"  and  "raging."  None  can  profit  from  the  sale 
of  beverage  alcohol,  legal  or  otherwise.  It  can  bring  only  sorrow, 
contentions,  heartache  and  wounds.  At  the  last  it  "biteth  like  a 
serpent,  and  stingeth  like  an  adder." 

It  has  been  said  that  since  repeal  of  Prohibition  25  years  ago: 

1.  Crimes  related  to  drinking  are  up  28.8  per  cent 

2.  Alcoholism  has  increased  from  2,808  to  4,718  per  100,000  adults. 

3.  $181.9  billion  spent  on  alcohol — more  than  twice  the  amount  spent 
on  schools. 

Each  year  the  money  spent  on  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  United 
States  would  build  and  maintain  a  city  of  one  million  people,  equipping 
it  with  adequate  public  buildings,  schools,  libraries,  railway  and  airport 
terminals,  and  post  office,  totaling  $360  million;  and  in  addition  would 
build  thirty  banks,  forty  office  buildings,  ten  department  stores,  and 
adequate  hotels,  totaling  $250  million;  plus  400  churches  totaling 
$64  million;  and  also  250,000  homes  and  25  apartments,  totaling  $31.2 
million;  and  would  provide  every  family  with  an  automobile.  And, 
there  would  be  left  from  the  $10  billion  an  operational  budget  for 
the  year  of  almost  one  million  dollars.  How  strong  is  America's  desire 
for  drink!   Can  we  truly  call  our  country  a  Christian  country? 

If  all  who  are  church  members  would  abstain  from  beverage 
alcohol,  the  problems  that  we  have  today  would  not  exist.

LOOK." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  message,  he  requested  the  audience  to 
stand  and  sing  "Onward  Christian  Soldiers"  and  Rev.  John  Love 
offered  prayer  and  expressed  thanks  for  the  noon  meal  to  be  served 
by  Friendship  Baptist  Church. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  congregation  singing 
"Stand  Up  For  Jesus."  Rev.  Eli  Jordan  led  the  group  in  prayer. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Taylor,  Rev.  Howard  Ford  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  printed  report  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes,  motion 
adopted.  Mr.  Ford  introduced  Harold  Cole,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Council  on  Christian  Education  to  speak  to  the  report. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 

The  principal  characteristic  of  a  Christian  college  is  to  be  found 
in  the  men  and  women  who  constitute  its  personnel — not  in  buildings 
and  subject  matter,  or  other  non-personal  features.  These  people  in 
our  colleges  constitute  the  very  fabric  into  which  every  worthwhile 
experience  must  be  woven.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  each 
year  to  secure  these  dedicated  and  well-trained  people  to  work  and 
teach  in  these  colleges.  They  are  given  no  special  considerations  in 
costs  of  living  or  preparation  for  this  work,  but  they  must  be  willing 
to  accept  these  responsibilities  with  salaries  much  lower  than  those 
paid  in  public  schools  and  colleges.  As  Baptists,  we  must  give  serious 
thought  to  this  important  matter  of  providing  people  for  operating 
our  colleges. 

There  are  approximately  8,000  regular  students  enrolled,  with 
another  2,000  who  do  special  work  and  come  for  summer  school.  Two- 
thirds  of  these  are  Baptist  young  people  and  the  other  third  young 
people  of  other  denominations.  We  are  happy  to  help  this  group 
from  other  churches  because  three-fourths  of  all  Baptist  youth  in 
colleges  are  in  other  than  Baptist  colleges.  We  must  never  forget 
that  three  out  of  every  four  Baptist  youths  in  college  must  look  to  some 
college  other  than  our  seven  Baptist  colleges,  and  we  are  deeply 
concerned  for  their  welfare  also.  This  is  why  we  must  be  careful 
to  continue  to  provide  a  good  ministry  through  the  Baptist  Student 
Union  in  all  colleges  along  with  and  in  addition  to  the  work  in  our 
Baptist  colleges.  These  are  important  matters  which  are  often  over- 
looked by  critics  of  our  Baptist  colleges.  Of  the  Baptist  students 
attending  one  of  our  seven  colleges,  one  out  of  eight  students  is 
preparing  either  for  the  ministry  or  some  other  church-related  voca- 
tion. Here  we  find  our  Baptist  seed  corn  for  the  kind  of  Baptist 
Harvest  we  may  expect  to  reap  in  the  future. 
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The  annual  operating  budgets  of  these  seven  colleges — Wake 
Forest,  Meredith,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill  and 
Wingate,  total  between  eleven  and  twelve  million  dollars.  Students 
pay  some  over  half  of  this  total  and  Baptists  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  this  last  year  paid  about  five  per  cent  of  the  operating  costs. 
In  addition  to  these  costs  for  operation,  the  seven  colleges  are  spending 
several  million  dollars  each  year  in  expanding  and  improving  their 
physical  plants  and  equipment.  For  the  last  ten  years  our  Baptist 
people  have  provided  an  average  of  $500,000  each  year  to  help  with 
these  capital  outlay  costs. 

In  these  financial  matters  we  have  heard  much  discussion  in 
recent  years.  The  special  Convention  Committee  of  21  members 
brought  its  report  to  the  special  session  in  Greensboro  on  May  4, 
and  all  the  report  and  actions  taken  relate  to  this  matter  of  trying 
to  help  these  seven  Baptist  colleges  meet  the  growing  needs  of  these 
young  people.  The  proposals  of  the  Committee  and  the  recommenda- 
tions adopted  by  the  convention  are  aimed  to  helping  in  both  operating 
costs  and  outlay  or  plant  costs.  The  operating  needs  would  be  helped 
by  freeing  all  the  regular  Cooperative  Programs  funds  for  operation 
only,  which  would  almost  double  the  present  five  per  cent,  or  give 
the  colleges  some  $1,200,000  each  year  to  aid  in  operation.  The  special 
Convention  approved  this  idea  by  adopting  a  Program  of  Advance 
for  the  next  three  years,  1962-1964,  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
The  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  program  in  full  will  give  the  colleges 
in  the  next  three  years  more  than  $8,000,000  for  plant  expansion  and 
improvements  and  nearly  $1,000,000  for  new  student  centers  in  other 
colleges  for  our  Baptist  youth.  Also,  the  colleges  are  urged  to  continue 
their  special  fund  raising  efforts  from  every  source  other  than  in  the 
Baptist  Churches.  At  no  time  in  their  history  has  there  been  greater 
interest  in  the  importance  of  the  work  of  these  colleges  among  our 
Baptist  people  and  all  of  us  should  join  in  this  significant  undertaking. 
As  Baptists,  we  have  different  opinions  as  to  how  we  may  best  pro- 
ceed to  do  our  work,  but  of  greatest  importance  is  the  fact  that  we 
recognize  the  needs  and  set  about  doing  something  to  meet  them. 
Now  what  can  you  do  to  help? 

1.  Be  informed  and  concerned.  Read  about  our  colleges;  visit  them; 
become  acquainted  with  the  administration,  faculty,  and  students. 

2.  Encourage  your  best  students  to  attend. 

3.  Pray  for  these  schools. 

4.  Support   the    Cooperative   Program,    especially   the   Program  of 
Advance. 

5.  Promote  and  support  Christian  Education  Day  in  your  Church.

Mrs.  Howard  Ford's  motion  to  adopt  the  printed  report  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  introduced  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  Director 
Denominational  Relations  at  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem 
to  speak  to  the  report.  He  expressed  personal  thanks  to  the  churches 
of  the  association  for  their  100%  participating  in  the  Mother's  Day 
Offering  and  cited  instances  in  which  it  had  been  a  blessing  to  others. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  try  to  serve  our  people  in  the 
fullest  measure  possible.  Last  year  it  provided  its  largest  number 
of  days  of  hospital  care  and  saw  the  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
Clinics— 78,000  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  from  96  of  the  100 
counties  in  the  State,  and  75,000  Private  Clinic  visits. 

The  New  Progressive  Care  Unit  was  opened  in  March,  providing 
80  beds  for  patients  who  do  not  require  the  more  expensive  and  in- 
tensive care  of  the  regular  hospital.  This  is  a  new  and  advanced  step 
in  hospitalization  and  patients  are  highly  pleased  with  it.  The  Hos- 
pital's one  regret  is  that  at  the  present  time  it  does  not  have  money 
necessary  to  open  it  to  Service  Patients. 

A  new  type  of  unit  for  the  sterilization  of  surgical  and  other  equip- 
ment by  gas  was  recently  installed.  This  is  more  effective  than  the 
older  methods  used  to  fight  against  infection,  which  is  a  constant 
problem  in  all  hospitals.  In  the  X-Ray  Department  a  rapid  film 
developer  is  now  in  use  which  greatly  speeds  the  preparation  of 
x-ray  films. 

One  of  the  most  recent  additions  is  a  Pastors'  Library  given  by 
Mrs.  Walter  M.  Williams  of  Burlington  in  memory  of  her  noble 
Christian  husband.  All  pastors  and  others  are  invited  to  ask  about 
this  excellent  collection  of  religious  books  and  to  use  it  when  they 
visit  the  Hospital. 

Among  the  many  needs  at  our  Baptist  Hospital,  there  are  some 
which  are  acute.  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  a  building  to 
provide  classrooms  and  other  facilities  for  the  eight  schools  operated 
by  the  Hospital.  These  schools  are  training  urgently  needed  medical 
personnel  and  Christian  workers  in  addition  to  doctors.  They  are 
badly  limited  and  handicapped  for  lack  of  room. 

The  need  for  enlargement  of  the  overcrowded  and  seriously 
limited  Out-Patient  Department,  Children's  Center,  and  Psychiatry 
section  of  the  Hospital  is  urgent.  The  need  is  far  beyond  the  present 
facilities  in  each  of  these  departments. 
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The  constant  need  for  Mother's  Day  Funds  for  helping  Service 
Patients  bear  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  grows  more  and  more 
acute.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  importance  of  this 
Fund  and  the  need  for  our  churches  greatly  to  enlarge  their  Mother's 
Day  Offerings. 

A  new  opportunity  to  help  meet  this  need  is  now  open  in  the 
Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund.  This  is  a  permanent  endowment 
invested  by  the  Hospital's  Trustees  with  all  of  its  proceeds  being  used 
for  the  help  of  Service  Patients.  Gifts  in  any  amount  can  be  made 
at  any  time.  A  gift  can  be  made  in  one's  own  name,  in  memory  of 
a  friend,  as  a  memorial  to  a  loved  one,  or  the  Endowment  can  be 
placed  in  one's  will.  All  gifts  will  be  gratefully  received,  appropri- 
ately acknowledged,  and  a  permanent  record  kept  of  each  one.  We 
hope  you  will  think  and  pray  about  this  and  that  many  will  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity.

AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  REPORT 

The  goal  of  all  church  endeavors  is  to  reach  more  people  effec- 
tively with  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Audio-visual  aids  are  God-given 
tools  with  great  power  for  reaching  people  with  God's  message. 

Audio-visual  education  is  the  effort  to  help  people  learn  through 
hearing  and  seeing.  The  purpose  is  that  people  may  learn  faster  and 
more  effectively  that  which  is  taught.  These  aids  are  to  be  used  as 
instruments  to  help  attain  definite  objectives  in  the  teaching  process. 
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The  association  owns  a  35-mm  Filmstrip  Projector,  35  film  strips 
and  a  screen.  These  are  available  for  use  in  any  church  in  the  asso- 
ciation. The  Department  of  Program  Services  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  seeks  to  provide  an  adequate  library  of  both  35-mm 
filmstrips  and  16-mm  sound  motion  pictures  in  support  of  the  total 
Baptist  program.  All  films  in  the  library  are  free  rental  to  all 
churches  in  the  Convention.  There  are  large  numbers  of  teaching 
and  promotional  films  added  to  the  library  each  year.  There  are  film 
titles  to  cover  every  phase  of  Baptist  work.  Included  are  films  on 
work  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions,  Children's  Activities,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism 
and  Stewardship. 

We  recommend  to  the  entire  family  The  Baptist  Hour,  heard  over 
nearby  radio  stations  each  Sunday;  The  Answer  on  TV  carried  over 
stations  in  our  reach,  (check  TV  programs  listed  in  local  daily  papers); 
A  Light  Unto  My  Feet — TV.  All  these  programs  are  produced  by 
our  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  To  all  Sunday  School 
teachers  and  officers  we  recommend  the  International  Sunday  School 
taught  by  Clifton  J.  Allen,  heard  over  the  local  station  WIFM  on 
Wednesday  at  5:45  p.m.  The  Sunday  School  lesson  is  also  taught 
on  Saturday  night  at  6:45  over  WIFM.  Let  us  make  use  of  these 
visual  aids  offered  to  us.

BAPTIST  PUBLICATIONS  REPORT 

Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  that  God  chose  to  use  writing  as 
His  means  of  self-revelation  to  the  world?

Where  would  the  world  be 
today  were  it  not  for  the  divinely-written  revelation,  the  Bible?  Since 
God  Himself  saw  fit  to  use  literature  to  reveal  His  will,  as  Christians 
we  obviously  have  a  divine  plan  to  follow.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 

In  the  heart  of  every  concerned  North  Carolina  Baptist  is  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  for  Christian  compassion  is 
greatest  in  the  care  of  homeless  and  dependent  children.  Approxi- 
mately 825  children  receive  direct  care  each  year  from  North  Carolina 
Baptists.  Since  the  first  child  was  admitted  November  11,  1885, 
more  than  8000  boys  and  girls  have  been  served. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home,  Thomasville,  with  a  beautiful 
campus  and  farm  consisting  of  600  acres  of  land  and  two  other  farms 
nearby  with  325  acres;  a  beautiful  church,  nineteen  cottages  for  boys 
and  girls,  a  recreation  building,  swimming  pool,  well  equipped  play- 
ground, print  shop,  library,  music  building,  infirmary,  etc.  Kennedy 
Home  is  at  Kinston.  Its  campus  and  farm  consists  of  1200  acres 
of  land,  church,  ten  cottages  and  other  facilities  as  Mills  Home.  The 
Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  is  for  Indian  children.  A  multiple-service 
building  has  been  constructed  on  a  50  acre  tract  of  land  which  is 
adequate  for  the  care  of  the  24  children  there. 

The  multiple-service  Child  Care  Program  carried  on  by  the 
Baptist  Children's  Homes  requires  steady  and  liberal  financial  support. 
Our  gifts  through  the  co-operative  program  and  our  Thanksgiving 
Offering  must  increase  or  our  care  for  dependent  children  will  suffer.

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WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

The  fulfillment  of  Christ's  command  to  "go  ye  .  .  .  and  teach" 
has  continued  to  be  the  paramount  objective  of  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  in  its  work  as  auxiliary  to  our  Elkin  Baptist  Association.  As  we 
re-evaluate  our  efforts  to  develop  more  fully  a  genuine  love  for  our 
Southern  Baptist  Missionary  Program  within  the  boundaries  of  our 
own  association,  we  are  concerned  that  no  new  WMU  organizations 
have  been  formed  this  year.  We  are  most  thankful,  however,  for  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  by  those  organizations  currently 
functioning.  This  fact  has  been  verified  by  the  recognition  of  advance- 
ment which  has  been  given  to  certain  of  these  groups.  Organizations 
within  the  WMU  structure  may  strive  in  their  work  to  attain  certain 
goals  which,  once  achieved,  entitles  them  to  recognition  by  the  North 
Carolina  WMU  in  one  of  three  categories,  with  "Honor"  being  the 
highest  achievement  rating,  according  to  standards  set  up  by  the 
Southern  WMU.  We  now  have  two  "Aprroved"  WMS,  one  "Advanced" 
WMS,  one  "Advanced"  Girls'  Auxiliary,  and  six  "Honor"  Girls'  Aux- 
iliaries. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  functioning  in  14  churches  in  our 
association  with  14  missionary  societies,  3  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries, 
15  Girls'  Auxiliaries,  12  Sunbeam  Bands,  and  3  Sunbeam  Nurseries, 
with  a  combined  total  of  777  ladies  and  young  people.  We  have  had 
this  past  year  a  quarterly  average  of  17  mission  study  books  taught 
with  197  members  reading  approved  mission  books.  An  average  of  27 
organizations  have  participated  each  quarter  in  definite  mission 
work  within  their  local  communities. 

We  are  the  instruments  through  which  God  may  do  His  work. 
It  is  one  thing  to  recognize  that  truth  but  another  to  fulfill  it.  WMU 
can  grow  within  our  association  only  if  we  nurture  its  development 
and  that,  with  the  help  of  God,  is  what  we  must  be  willing  to  do.

This  is 
primarily  due  to  a  change  in  personnel  as  well  as  the  introduction  of  a 
new  organization  which  is  more  fitted  to  the  needs  of  the  men.  The 
new  organization  will  be  in  effect  for  the  coming  year  and  will  encom- 
pass many  phases  of  Baptist  activity.

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EVANGELISM  REPORT 

These  are  tremendous  days  in  which  we  live.  Billions  are  being 
spent  for  getting  men  into  space,  while  comparatively  little  is  spent 
for  getting  men  to  God.  Multitudes  sit  in  darkness  and  many  in 
despair  while  the  forces  of  darkness  move  constantly  toward  their 
objectives.  The  number  of  hopeless  people — hopeless  because  they 
do  not  know  Christ — grows  daily.  The  world's  population  is  in- 
creasing by  48,000,000  per  year.  All  religions  are  winning  only 
10,000,000  per  year. 

Many  of  these  lost  people  live  in  the  territory  of  our  association. 
They  live  near  our  churches.  In  regard  to  their  need  for  God  they 
have  been  deceived  by  the  powers  of  darkness,  and  numbers  of  them 
confused  by  the  little  concern  and  lack  of  dedication  to  Christ  on  the 
part  of  professing  Christians.  In  this  desperate  day  God's  people  must 
wake  up  to  the  fact  that  "business  as  usual"  will  not  suffice.  Surely 
this  is  the  time  for  total  dedication  to  Christ  in  His  purpose  of  winning 
the  multitudes  to  God, 

To  move  forward  we  must  start  from  where  we  are.  As  individual 
churches  and  as  an  association,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  seek  earnestly  to  awake  to  the  evangelistic  needs  of  our 
churches  and  our  associational  territory  and  turn  the  tide  toward 
a  better  record  in  evangelism.  In  1957  our  record  was  1  baptism  for 
each  29  members;  in  1958,  1  for  each  38  members;  in  1959,  1  for  each 
38  members;  in  1960,  1  for  each  41  members. 

2.  That  our  association  have  an  Evangelistic  Clinic  according  to  the 
program  of  the  State  Division  of  Evangelism.  The  date  already  set 
for  our  next  clinic  is  Friday,  November  10,  1961. 

3.  That  every  church  co-operate  with  the  Baptist  Jubilee  revival  plans 
in  planning,  praying,  and  actively  taking  part;  that  our  association 
heartily  participate  in  the  Jubilee  Revival  plans  in  the  Spring  of 
1962.  We  recommend  that  we  start  the  same  Sunday  and  that  many 
churches  plan  for  2  weeks  of  revival. 

4.  That  every  church  be  urged  to  use  the  church  council  in  promoting 
a  week  by  week  program  of  evangelism;  that  we  all  seek  a  real 
spiritual  awaking  in  our  local  churches;  and  that  special  emphasis  be 
placed  upon  personal,  face-to-face,  heart-to-heart  soul-winning  and 
faithful  teaching  and  preaching  of  the  Gospel.

Upon  motion  by  Phillip  Ray  the  World  Missions  report  was 
adopted. 

WORLD  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Can  you  ever  vision  Baptists  losing  their  missionary  zeal? 
If  lost  people  and  their  needs  do  not  pull  on  our  hearts  enough  for 
us  to  dedicate  ourselves  and  our  money,  then  our  power  as  individual 
Christians  and  churches  will  be  lost. 

Each  year  as  we  look  on  the  missionary  effort  in  our  association, 
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we  are  led  to  believe  that  the  need  for  more  prayer,  dedicated  lives 
and  money  is  greater  than  ever  before,  and  surely  this  is  the  way 
it  will  be  until  Jesus  comes.  You  and  I  hear  first-hand  from  our 
missionaries  of  the  lost  multitudes  in  the  world  and  of  their  many 
needs  with  more  and  more  turning  to  communism.  How  can  we  reach 
these  millions  for  Christ?  We  all  know  what  working  together  can 
accomplish  in  our  homes  or  churches.  So  should  we  not  put  aside 
some  of  the  minor  things  that  we  may  differ  upon  and  put  our  time, 
efforts  and  prayers  on  the  opportunities  of  our  day  by  giving  the 
Gospel,  that  our  Lord  has  intrusted  to  us,  to  the  lost  people  through- 
out the  world? 

In  1960,  only  18  of  the  churches  in  our  association  gave  through 
the  Cooperative  Program.  Fourteen  of  these  gave  5%  or  less  of  their 
total  offerings.  The  first  half  of  1961  shows  that  we  have  given 
$11,139.52  undesignated,  $8,468.36  designated,  with  a  total  of  $19,607.88 
to  all  missionary  causes. 

Is  this  sending  the  gospel  out  in  a  way  that  the  Lord  is  pleased 
with?  Might  we  look  on  this  to  show  us  just  where  our  love  is?  Let 
us  now  re-examine  our  hearts  as  individuals  to  see  if  we  are  putting 
first  things  first  in  our  Christian  stewardship.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messeng- 
ers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five  mes- 
sengers; and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local 
churches  and  through  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from 
September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deem- 
ed necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person 
serving  or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be 
ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to 
each  session  of  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to 
have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. At  the  discretion  of  the  Clerk  a  Register  may  be  appointed  to  reg- 
ister messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Associatoin  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  distri- 
bution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the 
Association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  consist- 
ing of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  h&  suggested  by  the  Asso- 
ciational Nominating  Committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be  the  Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  and  Associational  Missionary  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission 
work,  etc.  This  Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  Association,  Associa- 
tional Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union 
Director,  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  As- 
sociational Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and 
Associational  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  local  and  mission  work  of  the  Association. 
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12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in 
all  matters  respecting  to  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the*  Association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the  sec- 
ond day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  church- 
es of  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  courteous- 
ly and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
regular  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impot- 
ency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his 
own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  im- 
puted righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those 
ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by- 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ord- 
inances of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  of  the  Presbytery.

THURSDAY  MORNING  SESSION  —  9:30  A.  M. 
1.  The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  a.  m.  by  the  Vice 
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Moderator  Rev.  Glenn  Dobbins,  and  joined  in  singing  "Come,  Thou 
Almighty  King,"  led  by  Miss  Frances  Cornwell,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Howard  Ford.  Rev.  Tommy  Collins  led  the  invocation. 

2.  The  Program  Committee  reported,  and  the  printed  program  was 
accepted. 

3.  The  Association  received  a  written  request  from  the  Pleasant 
Grove  Baptist  Church  for  admission  to  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association, 
requesting  transfer  from  the  Brier  Creek  Association. 

4.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  Church  Admission  Committee  as 
follows:  Tommy  Johnson,  Chairman,  W.  C.  Guth,  J.  L.  Powers  with 
request  that  committee  report  at  the  business  session  scheduled  for 
7:40  p.  m.  on  Friday.  Other  committees  appointed  to  report  at  same 
time:  Resolution:  Mrs.  N.  C.  Teague,  Chairman,  Miss  Blanche  Harmon, 
Mrs.  Fred  Morris;  Time  and  Place:  Fred  Morris,  Chairman,  Ernest 
Wall,  Johnny  Francis. 

5.  The  Sunday  School  report  was  presented  by  Murl  Newman, 
spoken  to  Mr.  Fred  Morris,  incoming  Sunday  School  Superintendent 
who  submitted  projected  plans  for  coming  year;  the  report  was  ac- 
cepted. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

At  the  close  of  another  associational  year  we  are  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  a  good  year  for  the  Sunday  School  Department.  Our  enroll- 
ment showed  an  increase  in  1960-61  and  we  feel  sure  that  the  records 
will  show  an  increase  this  year  also.  Your  Sunday  School  Department 
seems  to  be  reaching  out  and  enrolling  the  people,  but  we  should  be 
concerned  about  the  decline  in  average  attendance.  This  means  that 
our  people  are  not  as  faithful  in  their  attendance  as  they  could  be, 
and  should  be. 

The  Vacation  Bible  School  report  is  good  as  usual.  Every  church 
in  the  association,  except  one,  has  conducted  a  Bible  School  with  good 
results.  One  church  cancelled  plans  for  its  Bible  School  because  of 
hazardous  conditions  created  by  the  remodeling  and  construction  work 
involving  the  church  building. 

Permit  me  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  our 
associational  missionary,  the  churches,  pastors,  Sunday  School  super- 
intendents for  their  support  and  cooperation;  also,  to  the  associational 
Sunday  School  officers  who  served  as  leaders  of  the  departments. 
Please  continue  this  support  to  the  incoming  officers.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

"A  dark  church  house  on  Sunday  night  is  a  depressing  picture. 
A  lighted  church  house  on  Sunday  night  is  a  vocal  witness  for  Christ," 
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says  Dr.  J.  E.  Lambdin.  Slowly,  but  steadily,  our  Baptist  churches 
in  the  Elkin  association  are  turning  on  more  and  more  lights  on 
Sunday  evenings.  And  churches  in  increasing  numbers  are  expanding 
their  organizations  to  reach  and  hold  those  who  ought  to  come. 

Our  main  emphasis  for  the  year  has  been  to  improve  the  existing 
organizations  and  to  train  the  leadership.  An  Associational  Leadership 
Clinic  was  held.  The  departmental  leaders  have  assisted  local  leaders 
during  the  year. 

"M"  Night  was  a  great  success  with  17  churches  represented  and 
410  in  attendance.  Youth  Night  was  observed  with  104  present.  Three 
local  churches  observed  Youth  Week.  The  association  was  represented 
at  the  State  Youth  Conference  at  Graham  with  36  representatives 
from  four  churches.  Attending  Training  Union  Week  at  Ridgecrest, 
N.  C.  Baptist  Assembly  and  Fruitland  Camp — 40  from  four  churches.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  Music  Committee  has  tried  several  new  types  of  programs 
this  year  and  we  are  most  grateful  for  the  response  we  have  had. 

In  the  Fall  we  had  two  different  Training  Schools.  The  first  was 
held  at  Poplar  Springs  church  for  two  nights,  studying  Music  Reading. 
The  second  school  was  held  at  First  Baptist  Church  for  two  nights, 
studying  "The  Progressing  Vocalist."  This  class  was  continued  in  the 
Spring  for  two  additional  evenings  and  all  who  came  found  this  a  most 
satisfying  class.  Mrs.  Kay  McGee  Phillips  of  Winston-Salem  was  the 
teacher  in  each  of  these  classes. 

Because  of  the  small  attendance  in  the  Music  Reading  class,  we 
did  not  continue  it,  but  instead  held  a  Demonstration  Choir  Rehearsal 
in  five  different  churches  on  the  same  night.  Each  choir  in  the  associ- 
ation was  asked  to  attend  one  of  these  choir  rehearsals.  We  had  13 
churches  with  166  people  at  these  meetings.  Those  leading  these 
rehearsals  were:  Mrs.  Kay  Phillips,  Kenneth  Neuenschwander,  and 
David  Early  from  Winston-Salem,  David  Condrey  from  Jonesville,  and 
Frances  Cornwell  from  Elkin.  We  felt  that  this  was  perhaps  the  most 
successful  event  we  planned  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  training  program,  we  held  two  associational 
Hymn  Sings.  In  January  a  Hymn  Sing  was  held  at  Center  church  and 
in  May  Pleasant  Hill  was  host  to  a  Junior  Hymn  Sing.  Six  choirs  from 
three  churches  participated  in  the  Regional  Music  Festivals  in  the 
Spring.  Three  of  these  choirs  also  went  to  the  State  Music  Festival. 
Two  churches  sent  delegations  to  State  Assemblies  for  Music  Week 
this  summer. 

Our  greatest  need  continues  to  be  in  training  the  leadership  of  our 
churches  in  the  importance,  the  responsibilities,  and  the  technical 
knowledge  of  a  Music  Program.  Won't  you  be  conscious  of  the  music 
in  your  church  and  help  to  make  it  become  a  greater  force  for  Wor- 
ship of  the  Living  God.

RETIREMENT  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

The  Annuity  Board  was  organized  in  1918,  and  is  a  program  that 
should  be  in  the  budget  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church,  no  matter 
how  large  or  how  small  the  church  might  be.  Each  church  pays  a 
percentage  of  its  pastor's  monthly  salary.  So  whether  the  church  pays 
its  pastor  $1,000  a  year,  or  $4,000  a  year,  percentagewise,  their  pay- 
ments into  the  Protection  Plan  are  equal.  However,  approximately 
33  percent  of  the  Convention's  churches  and  pastors  are  not  enlisted 
in  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  program.  But  this  percentage  is 
decreasing  steadily  as  more  and  more  churches  are  joining  the  pro- 
gram to  prepare  for  the  uncertainties  that  lie  ahead. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  this  field 
in  our  own  association,  but  we  hope  that  more  churches  will  partici- 
pate in  this  plan.  We  have  five  churches  participating  at  this  time. 
They  are:  Elkin  First,  Pleasant  Hill,  Elkin  Valley,  Macedonia  and 
Mineral  Springs.  One  other  churches.  Friendship,  has  added  this  to 
their  budget  for  the  coming  year;  Ronda  First  has  also  voted  to  par- 
ticipate. 

We  appeal  to  officers  of  the  churches  who  are  not  now  participating 
to  present  this  opportunity  to  your  church.  There  is  a  penalty  for 
delayed  participation  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  if  a  man 
joins  more  than  one  year  after  he  becomes  eligible.  A  man  of  means 
has  made  a  special  gift  to  the  Annuity  Board  which  covers  this  penalty. 
All  who  have  joined  the  Protection  Plan  and  who  will  join  before 
January  1,  1963,  who  have  a  penalty  for  delayed  participation  against 
them  will  have  the  penalty  waived,  and  the  cost  of  the  penalty  will 
be  paid.  Those  who  are  eligible  to  join  the  Protection  Plan  and  do 
not  join  before  January  1,  1963,  but  wait  until  after  that  date  to  join, 
will  have  this  penalty  for  delayed  participation  against  their  dis- 
ability and  widow  protection. 

Please  urge  your  church  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

The  past  year  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging 
has  been  one  of  great  blessing.  Of  unusual  significance  has  been  the 
opening  of  our  fourth  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  located  in  Eastern 
North  Carolina,  and  enabling  us  to  minister  to  30  additional  people. 
The ■  residents  there  are  supremely  happy  and  are  enjoying  the  abun- 
dant life  in  this  beautiful  new  facility. 

Over  the  past  eleven  yars  we  have  increased  by  eight  times  our 
ability  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  In  the  beginning,  there 
were  20  residents,  and  now  we  are  able  to  give  loving  care  to  160 
persons  in  our  four  Homes — Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home  in 
Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home  at  Albemarle,  the  Hamilton 
Home  at  Hamilton. 
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The  need  for  more  space  is  most  urgent  and  pressing.  Today 
there  are  138  applicants  on  the  waiting  list.  We  will  want  to  move 
forward,  therefore,  as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  in  meeting  the 
crying  demands  of  our  ever-growing  population  of  aging  people  who 
need  our  care. 

The  Special  Day  offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all  time 
high  and  are  likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  We  want  to  thank  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  these 
vital  offerings,  and  we  would  urgently  appeal  to  each  church  to  con- 
tinue giving  as  liberally  as  possible  through  this  vital  medium.  Ninety 
per  cent  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Homes  are  financially 
needy  people  and  are  sustained  by  the  Special  Day  offerings  from 
our  churches  each  year. 

The  plea  of  the  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  "Cast  me  not  off  in 
the  time  of  old  age!",  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed  aside, 
but  one  that  must  continue  to  challenge  the  highest  and  holiest  in 
every  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move  forward  in  this  great  ministry 
which  God  has  committed  to  us.

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

Some  has  said  that  Temperance  is  Love  in  Action.  Certainly 
Temperance  is  one  of  the  necessary  foundations  if  we  are  to  have 
a  land  of  health,  of  high  moral  tone,  and  of  social  well  being. 

The  use  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage  undermines  the  health  of  the 
people.  This  is  so  obvious  as  to  need  no  argument,  the  proof  is  all 
around  us.  Nearly  seven  million  people  among  us  are  incapacitated 
to  some  degree  by  alcoholism  and  millions  more  are  suffering  irrep- 
arable damage  to  their  health.  As  for  morals,  all  we  have  to  do  to  dis- 
cover the  curse  of  alcohol  in  that  respect  is  to  look  at  the  crime 
statistics.  They  show  that  at  least  one-third  and  possible  one-half  of  all 
crimes  committed  in  the  country  stem  from  liquor.  From  this  also 
flows  the  evil  of  the  gambling  interests  and  the  vice  rings.  No  nation 
finall  will  be  stronger  than  the  sobriety  of  its  people.  If  that  is  true, 
and  it  is  true,  then  where  is  our  nation  headed? 

Liquor  undermines  everything  that  constitutes  a  sure  foundation 
for  our  own  lives  and  the  social  order  in  which  we  live.  On  what  is 
our  lives  founded?  Are  they  founded  on  enduring  foundations, 
foundations  which  God  can  bless?  Or  are  they  based  primarily  on  the 
material  and  temporal  things  of  life?  Is  it  not  time  that  we  give  earn- 
est consideration  to  the  foundations  on  which  we  are  building? 

One  of  the  greates  evils  of  our  time  is  beverage  alcohol.  Let  us 
use  every  means  at  our  command  to  fight  and  destroy  this  enemy  of  all 
that  we  hold  dear.  (Matthew  7:24-27)

19.  The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  hymn,  "Stand  Up, 
Stand  Up  for  Jesus."  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague  led  in  prayer. 

20.  Motion  made  to  adopt  the  printed  report  of  Dr.  Taylor,  report 
adopted.  Thomas  J.  McGraw,  Gardner-Webb  College,  spoke  to  the 
report.  Rev.  Wm.  Lynch,  Dean,  Mars  Hill  College  was  also  recognized 
and  made  a  few  comments. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  closed  another  record-breaking 
academic  year  (1961-62).  They  wish  to  express  gratitude  to  God  and 
to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  divine  providence  and  Christian 
concern  in  their  behalf.  The  colleges  are  happy  to  report  their  stew- 
ardship to  the  associations.  All  seven  opened  in  the  fall  of  1961  with 
their  largest  enrolments — a  total  of  8,447.  (Numbers  of  other  students 
enrolled  during  the  second  semester  and  summer  school  of  1962.) 

Of  this  number,  approximately  two-thirds  were  members  of  the 
Baptist  Church.  About  one  out  of  eight  was  preparing  either  for  the 
ministry  or  some  church-related  vocation.  They  constitute  our  de- 
nominational leadership  for  tomorrow.  In  addition  to  these,  hundreds 
of  laymen  and  laywomen  are  being  prepared  for  their  chosen  vocation, 
giving  their  Christian  witness  in  every  walk  of  life. 

The  Convention  is  in  its  first  year  of  the  Christian  Education 
Advance  Program,  Under  this  program  each  church  is  asked  to  in- 
crease its  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  35  percent  for  1962, 
'63  and  '64.  Hundreds  of  churches  across  North  Carolina  have  in- 
creased their  Cooperative  Program  by  35  percent  over  what  they  gave 
last  year  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Will  you  do  the  following  four  things? 

1.  Will  you  let  the  people  of  your  church  vote  on  increasing  your 
Cooperative  Program  giving  by  35  percent  over  what  you  are  giving 
this  year?

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Since  it  was  established,  the  Baptist  Hospital  has  operated  for 
three  purposes — to  preach,  to  teach  and  to  heal.  Twenty-four  hours  a 
day,  every  day  in  the  year,  it  works — preaching,  teaching  and  healing 
— and  grows  in  service  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  need. 

Originally  an  80  bed  hospital,  it  received  its  first  patient  on  May 
24,  1923.  Since  then,  it  has  grown  to  530  beds  and  its  staff  has  increas- 
ed from  8  to  1200. 

Baptist  Hospital  and  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  form 
the  medical  center  of  all  North  Carolina  Baptists.  By  supporting  the 
care  of  the  needy  sick  at  our  hospital,  we  share  the  advantages  of  the 
medical  center  with  those  who  cannot  pay  for  vital  medical  treatment 
and  hospital  care.  Our  gifts  on  Mother's  Day  are  used  entirely  for 
them.  Forty  per  cent  of  the  work  done  is  for  persons  who  must  have 
help,  and  many  can  pay  nothing. 

Because  of  the  increasing  need  for  financial  aid  and  the  growing 
cost  of  providing  care,  we  must  continue  to  increase  our  gifts  if  the 
needy  are  to  be  cared  for  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  our  ministers,  teachers  and  leaders 
can  carry  out  a  more  effective  ministry  through  the  proper  use  of  vis- 
ual aids.  The  pupil  learns  faster  and  more  effectively.  The  Visual  Aids 
program  is  not  an  added  feature,  but  it  is  a  must  in  helping  to  reach 
people  with  the  Gospel  in  our  day. 

Our  State  Convention,  working  along  side  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  sponsors  many  programs  over  radio  and  TV.  We  are  able 
to  hear  the  "Baptist  Hour"  over  many  nearby  stations  and  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  is  taught  each  week.  On  television  we  are  able  to  see 
"The  Answer"  sponsored  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  our 
State  Convention  sponsors  the  program,  "A  Light  Unto  My  Feet." 

Our  local  newspapers  and  radio  cooperate  with  our  churches  in 
many  services  they  render  and  much  of  it  is  free  of  charge,  coming 
as  news  items.  We  should  make  more  use  of  these  services. 

There  are  now  in  the  Department  of  Program  Service  2,200  film- 
strips  and  95  sound  motion  pictures  that  are  free  rental  for  any  church 
in  the  Convention.  In  our  association  we  have  a  35mm  filmstrip  pro- 
jector and  screen  along  with  many  filmstrips  on  all  phases  of  our  Bap- 
tist work.  All  of  these  are  free  to  any  church  in  the  association  from 
the  Missionary's  office.

We  Baptists  believe  the  Bible  is  still  the  Book  of  all  books.  We 
must  love  and  read,  and  teach  our  children  to  love  and  read  the  Bible. 
As  Baptists  we  also  believe  in  using  other  books  and  printed  pages  to 
help  us  understand  better  the  teachings  of  the  Bible. 

Our  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  has 
studied  the  needs  of  all  ages  and  has  printed  literature  to  meet  these 
needs  in  our  Church,  Sunday  School,  BTU,  WMU  and  Brotherhood 
organizations.  These  helps  are  not  to  replace  the  Bible  in  our  church 
life  but  to  be  a  help-mate.  Our  Baptist  literature's  aim  is  to  bring  our 
lives  closer  to  God  through  Christ. 

No  matter  how  effective  your  teaching  is  without  the  aid  of  pic- 
tures, it  can  be  much  more  effective  with  the  aid  of  Bible  pictures. 
The  Sunday  School  Board  has  literature  with  pictures  for  parents  of 
Cradle  Roll  babies,  and  for  the  children  of  all  ages — even  through  old 
age.  If  we  will  use  the  aids  our  Sunday  School  Board  has  for  us,  we 
will  be  better  workers  for  Christ. 

If  we  are  to  be  informed  workers,  we  must  know  what  the  Bap- 
tists are  doing  in  North  Carolina.  The  Biblical  Recorder  is  going  into 
1700  of  our  North  Carolina  churches  in  either  the  family  or  club  plan 
with  the  Baptist  news.

Building  a  better  tomorrow  has  always  been  the  dedicated  con- 
cern of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Today's  chil- 
dren will  become  the  adults  who  shape  tomorrow's  world.  No  task  is 
more  important  than  helping  a  child,  hurt  by  life,  to  grow  into  well- 
adjusted,  healthy,  responsible  citizenship. 

Each  child  who  comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  is  different,  with 
a  different  need  to  be  met  and  a  different  problem  to  be  solved.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Homes  to  find  the  best  solution  possible.  For 
many  years  that  meant  providing  food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  orph- 
ans. Today  the  need  has  changed.  Today  our  work  is  with  children  who 
for  various  reasons  have  lost  the  security  of  home  and  parents. 

During  the  past  year,  848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Bap- 
tist Children's  Homes.  In  addition  to  those  already  in  care,  applica- 
tions were  received  for  the  admission  of  646  other  children.  We  had 
space  and  money  sufficient  to  admit  170  of  these — leaving  476  for 
whom  no  room  was  available.  Provision  should  be  made  immediately 
to  expand  greatly  our  foster  home  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  these 
children.  This  can  be  done  through  the  increased  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ing. 

Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serv<^  children 
who  are  disturbed  and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to  traditional  types 
of  child  care,  there  is  a  growing  need  for  specialized  supervision  and 
service.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step  can  be  taken,  within  the  year,  to  begin 
to  provide,  on  a  small  scale,  such  services  at  the  North  Carolina  Medi- 
cal Center  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following  souces: 


For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Children's  Homes  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  This 
source  of  income  meets  one-third  of  our  operating  budget  and  is  great- 
ly appreciated.  At  the  same  time,  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  contin- 
ues to  be  vital  to  our  existence,  providing  30  per  cent  of  income.  We 
sorely  need  an  increase  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  through  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering  this  year.  This  would  enable  us  to  provide  a 
Christian  home  and  care  for  an  additional  125  children. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  friends  whose  genuine  con- 
cern for  the  welfare  of  our  children  makes  this  help  possible — especi- 
ally our  Baptist  people.  You  have  afforded  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls 
opportunities  and  privileges  which  they  otherwise  could  not  have  had. 

Charity  and  Children,  our  official  publication,  which  this  year 
celebrated  its  75th  anniversary  of  service  to  North  Carolina  Baptists, 
continues  to  grow  in  popularity  and  circulation.  Each  week  55,000 
copies  are  sent  to  churches  and  individual  subscribers  throughout  the 
state  and  beyond.  You  are  invited  to  be  among  these  readers  and  thus 
stay  informed  of  our  child  care  ministry  and  other  denominational 
endeavors  throughout  the  year.

"Enough  of  us,  if  we  prayed  enough,  could  save  the  world — if  we 
prayed  enough,"  says  Dr.  Frank  C.  Laubach  in  his  book,  "Prayer  the 
Mightiest  Force  in  the  World." 

1962  will  long  be  remembered  by  members  of  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  for  the  75  days  of  Prayer  preceding  the  beginning  of  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  WMU,  and  for  Prayer  Retreats.  A  prayer  re- 
treat is  any  place  where  two  or  more  gather  together  in  His  name  for 
prayer,  Bible  study  and  meditation,  seeking  to  find  answers  to  local 
as  well  as  world-wide  problems  and  asking  His  leadership.  We  hope 
these  days  of  prayer  will  guide  us  into  a  new  era  of  support  for  World 
Missions,  the  purpose  of  our  existence  as  an  organization. 

"Away  in  foreign  fields 
They  wondered  how 
Their  simple  word  had  power — 

At  home  some  Christians, 
Two  or  three,  had  met 
To  pray  an  hour," 

There  are  22  churches  in  the  Elkin  Association  and,  of  this  num- 
ber, 14  have  a  Missionary  Society.  There  are  2  Young  Women's  Auxil-

— a  total  of  801  ladies  and  young  people.  There  are  two  churches  hav- 
ing a  full-graded  WMU. 

We  are  concerned  that  no  new  Missionary  Societies  were  formed 
this  year,  and  that  there  are  4  societies  with  no  youth  groups.  How- 
ever, one  new  Girl's  Auxiliary  has  been  organized.  There  are  4  Honor 
Girl's  Auxiliaries;  1  Honor  Sunbeam  Band;  3  Advanced  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Societies,  and  2  Advanced  Girl's  Auxiliaries;  1  Approved  Young 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  2  Approved  Girl's  Auxiliaries. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  Day  Camp  for  8  year  old  Sunbeams 
(World  Friends)  was  held.  On  August  14  they  gathered  at  Dr.  Fox's 
lake  for  their  outing  where  an  Indian  theme  was  carried  out  during 
the  day.  Mission  study,  nature  study  and  crafts  were  taught  and  hik- 
ing and  a  treasure  hunt  were  enjoyed.  Preparation  was  made  for  20 
and  64  Sunbeams  and  counselors  came! 

Five  associational  officers  and  directors  are  attending  the  WMU

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

Someone  has  said,  "Two  things  make  our  age  unique.  It  is  the 
age  of  total  revolution,  and  it  is  the  age  of  terrible  urgency."  If  this 
is  a  total  revolution,  then  it  means  that  it  will  sweep  the  entire 
world  in  its  onslaught.  This  certainly  provokes  a  terrible  urgency. 
This  is  not  another  crisis.  The  world  has  had  numbers  of  these. 
This  is  total  revolution,  and  it  can  only  be  met  with  any  degree 
of  success  with  total  dedication,  on  our  part,  to  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  past  is  behind  us,  and  the  future  is  before  us.  What  can 
we  do  in  a  practical  way  to  meet  this  present  threat?  Evangelism 
offers  us  a  commendable  contribution  through  our  local  church,  our 
association,  and  our  State  Convention.   In  the  Elkin  Association  the 

1961  report  does  not  show  improvement  in  our  number  of  baptisms. 
We  hope  1962  has  been  better.  Our  1962  Spring  Jubilee  Revival 
effort  was  encouraging.  19  of  our  churches  joined  in  having  revivals 
during  April  with  77  professions  of  faith,  85  additions  to  the  churches, 
427  rededications,  and  12  commitments  for  full-time  Christian  service. 
Practically  all  of  the  churches  reported  revivals  within  the  churches. 
Important  Meetings  and  Programs  Ahead  of  Us: 

Our  Associational  Clinic  on  Evangelism  will  be  held  November  30, 

1962  at  Mount  Pleasant  Baptist  Church.  We  are  planning  for  a  late 
afternoon  and  evening  program.  All  pastors  and  associational  officers 
should  attend,  along  with  the  teachers  and  officers  of  all  church 
organizations. 

Soul-winning  Commitment  Day,  January  6,  1963.  We  must  train 
soul-winners  by  using  "The  Guide  for  Training  Christian  Witnesses" 
(pastor's  edition)  which  will  be  mailed  free  to  every  pastor  about 
November  15,  1962  from  the  Raleigh  office.  Also,  "Learning  to 
Witness"  to  be  ordered  along  with  SS  quarterlies  from  the  SS  Board, 
Nashville,  Tennessee.  In  every  way  we  can,  we  should  train  our 
people  to  witness  for  Christ. 

February  11-13,  1963,  state-wide  Evangelistic  Conference,  Greens- 
boro. Every  church  would  do  well  to  consider  sending  its  pastor  and 
other  church  leaders  to  this  spiritually  refreshing  conference.  Lay 
people  should  attend  too. 

February  is  Transfer-Church-Membership  month.  The  non-resi- 
dent church  membership  problem  should  have  special  attention  at  this 
time,  to  be  followed  with  perennial  efforts. 

Our  association  has  already  voted  to  take  part  in  the  1964  world- 
wide Baptist  Jubilee  Revival.  The  date  for  our  association  is  March 
29  to  April  12,  1964.  We  urge  all  our  pastors  and  churches  to  plan 
for  participation  in  this  great  effort  to  win  the  lost  of  the  whole  world 
to  Christ.  It  pays  to  start  and  work  together  the  same  week  in 
simultaneous  efforts. 

All  things  point  up  the  need  for  full  committal  to  Christ  in  His 
redemptive  purpose  NOW.  Nothing  less  than  this  will  be  enough. 
In  fact,  nothing  less  than  this  has  ever  been  enough.

WORLD  MISSIONS  REPORT 

In  order  to  fulfill  the  commission  of  our  Lord,  Southern  Baptists 
have  five  mediums  through  which  they  strive  to  carry  the  Gospel 
of  Christ  to  the  world.  These  are:  the  Churches,  the  Associations, 
the  State  Missions,  the  Home  Missions,  and  the  Foreign  Missions 
programs. 

Since  the  report  of  the  churches  of  our  association  is  made  by  the 
church  letters,  and  since  the  associational  missionary  gives  the  asso- 
ciation's missionary  report,  I  shall  only  deal  with  the  last  three. 

State  Missions.  Under  the  Division  of  State  Missions  there  are 
17  different  ministries  performed.  Seven  areas  of  work  are  admin- 
istered under  the  leadership  of  secretaries  or  directors.  These  are 
Church  Development,  Inter-Racial  Cooperation,  Fruitland  Bible  In- 
stitute, Ministry  to  the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  Program,  Cherokee 
Indian  Ministry,  and  Military  Personnel;  While  Dr.  E.  Lowell  Spivey 
is  Director  and  Supervisor  of  the  ten  following  divisions  of  missions: 
Associational  Missions,  Institutional  Ministries,  Special  Summer  Work, 
Pastor's  Schools,  Schools  of  Missions,  Pastoral  Aid,  Church  Lot  Aid, 
Church  Loans,  30,000  Program  and  the  work  with  the  Japanese  people. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  our  State  Missions  Program  cover  so 
many  areas  of  service.  The  following  gives  a  sample  of  work  accom- 
plished in  stated  fields.  The  Schools  of  Missions  reached  200,000 
last  year.  Ten  Schools  of  Missions  are  planned  for  this  year,  with 
400  churches  using  300  missionaries  from  around  the  world.  There 
are  eleven  Seminary  Extension  Centers  reaching  480  pastors  and  other 
interested  persons.  There  are  161  missions  and  churches  that  will 
be  aided  through  Pastoral  Assistance  this  year.  With  more  than 
100,000  people  in  the  four  military  areas,  the  mission  opportunity 
there  is  practically  unlimited. 

August  1,  North  Carolina  had  exceeded  half  her  share  of  the  goal 
30,000  Movement;  182  churches  and  345  missions  had  been  established. 
There  are  yet  approximately  500  places  that  need  a  Baptist  witness. 

Home  Missions.  Home  Missions  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Courts  Redford  in  49  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Cuba  and  the 
Canal  Zone  is  making  great  strides  for  Christ.  With  the  approxi- 
mately one  thousand  missionaries  on  the  field,  the  Board  is  en- 
deavoring to  reach  all  types,  classes  and  races  of  people  with  the 
Gospel  message.  The  Mission  is  piomoting  the  30,000  Program  which, 
as  of  August  1,  exceeded  the  half  way  mark,  totalling  15,726  missions 
and  churches  established.  The  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  has  now 
reached  $2,740,633,  and  Dr.  Courts  Redford  anticipates  the  goal  of 
$2,910,000  by  the  end  of  the  year.  That  would  be  an  increase  of 
approximately  $350,000  over  last  year's  goal. 

Foreign  Missions.  To  date  there  are  1583  foreign  missionaries 
under  appointment  for  service  in  51  countries.  During  the  entire 
history  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  since  it  was  established  in  1845, 
a  total  of  2855  missionaries  have  been  appointed.  More  than  one- 
half  of  these  are  serving  today.  In  addition  to  the  1583  under 
appointment,  there  are  approximately  183  emeritus  missionaries.  They 
give  themselves  to  every  facet  of  the  Christian  ministry  within  the 
realm  of  their  limited  resources.

Soutbem  Baptists  have  missionaries  in  3  major  fields,  classified 
as  Latin  American,  with  over  555  missionaries;  the  Orient,  with  over 
500  missionaries  in  service;  and  Africa,  Europe  and  the  Near  East,  with 
approximately  480  in  service. 

We  rejoice  in  the  report  of  the  missionaries  telling  of  the  Gospel- 
hungry  souls  under  their  ministries  coming  to  Christ.  For  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1961  total  gifts  from  the  States  given  to  the 
Foreign  Mission  Program  was  $17,890,229.05.  The  total  for  the  1961 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering,  as  of  May  1  this  year,  was  $9,315,- 
754.78.  This  represents  a  13.08%  increase  over  1960,  or  a  total  of 
$1,077,283.71. 

Because  of  the  urgency  of  the  times,  prompted  by  the  appalling 
spiritual  darkness  of  the  people  of  the  world  and  the  obvious  popula- 
tion explosion,  a  goal  of  2000  missionaries  by  1964,  or  soon  after,  has 
been  set.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messeng- 
ers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five  mes- 
sengers; and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local 
churches  and  through  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from 
September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deem- 
ed necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person 
serving  or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be 
ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to 
each  session  of  the  Association.

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to 
have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. At  the  discretion  of  the  Clerk  a  Register  may  be  appointed  to  reg- 
ister messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  distri- 
bution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treas'Jrer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the 
Association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  consist- 
ing of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Asso- 
ciational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be  the  Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  and  Associational  Missionary  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission  work, 
etc.  This  Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  Association,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Director, 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Association- 
al Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and  Associa- 
tional Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  promotion 
of  the  local  and  mission  work  of  the  Association. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all 
matters  respecting  to  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the 
second  day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  church- 
es of  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  courteous- 
ly and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
regular  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impot- 
ency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his 
own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  im- 
puted righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those 
ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ord- 
inances of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  ar^  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  of  the  Presbytery.

1.  The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  a.  m.  by  the  Mod- 
erator, Murl  Newman.  Miss  Wanda  Pettyjohn  led  the  congregation  in 
singing  "O  For  a  Thousand  Tongues  To  Sing." 

2.  Rev.  J.  L.  Powers  led  in  the  devotional  period,  using  Mark 
16:15,  16;  Matthew  28:19,  20.  Rev.  Parker  McLendon  led  in  the  open- 
ing prayer. 

3.  W.  C.  Guth,  Chairman  of  Program  Committee,  submitted  the 
program  for  the  two  days,  and  the  printed  program  was  accepted. 

4.  The  Moderator  appointed  committees  to  report  at  the  business 
session  scheduled  for  Friday  night.  Time  and  Place:  John  Compere, 
Chairman,  N.  C.  Teague,  L.  E.  Myers;  Resolution:  Mrs.  Silas  Nichols, 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Marie  Johnson,  Mrs.  Lewis  Petree. 

5.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  messengers  from  the  churches 
of  the  Association.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Luther 
Pettyjohn  has  recently  passed  away.  He  had  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  Elkin  Baptist  Association  for  fifty-four  consecutive  years. 

6.  In  the  absence  of  Fred  Morris,  Hayden  Moxley  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Sunday  School  report;  report  was  accepted.  Mr.  Moxley 
then  presented  the  points  of  emphasis  for  the  coming  year. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  this  year,  as  all  other  years,  has  made  a  very 
important  contribution  to  our  Association.  We  are  grateful  to  the  as- 
sociational  officers  who  served  and  were  available  for  any  church  that 
needed  them.  Gratitude  can  be  expressed  also  to  the  pastors  who  used 
the  medium  of  Sunday  School  to  its  fullest  advantage,  for  all  pastors 
know  that  through  the  Sunday  School  some  of  our  best  converts  and 
workers  are  found.  Perhaps,  though,  the  appreciation  is  centered  more 
on  the  multitude  of  people  who  serve  in  a  volunteer  capacity  in  order 
that  others  may  know  of  Jesus  and  His  will  for  their  lives. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  your  superintendent  for  the 
past  year.  In  that  time  we  learned  of  many  strong  points  in  the  vari- 
ous churches  as  well  as  many  weak  points.  These  can  be  seen  very

Luffman  also  presented  the  projected  plans  for  the  coming  year  with 
stress  on  the  following:  (1)  "A  new  look"  in  the  literature  and  organ- 
ization set-up  for  the  coming  year.  (2)  More  churches  participating  in 
the  tournaments.  (3)  A  personal  challenge  to  the  leaders. 

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

The  Training  Union  is  the  second  largest  educational  organization 
in  Southern  Baptist  Churches.  In  our  association  we  have  14  churches 
with  Training  Unions  with  an  enrollment  of  approximately  1,000. 

The  Training  Union  is  distinctive  in  that  it  trains  church  mem- 
bers to  perform  their  full  responsibilities  as  members  of  their  con- 
gregation. It  has  the  responsibility  of  training  all  church  members  and 
giving  general  training  to  potential  leaders  of  the  church.  Although 
vitally  concerned  with  evangelism  and  the  growth  of  Christians,  it 
seeks  to  enroll  church  members  and  their  children  for  learning.  It 
trains  church  members  to  work  together  within  a  fellowship  of  the 
church  and  to  be  effective  church  members  wherever  they  go.  Its  pri- 
mary concern  is  training  church  members  to  perform  the  functions  of 
their  churches. 

Here  are  some  of  the  high  lights  of  the  year's  work: 

Associational  Training  Union  Clinic  for  officers; 

Quarterly  meetings  held  (Largest  attendance  was  "M"  Night,  468) 
4  churches  observed  "Youth  Week;" 

Promoted  Summer  assemblies  (Ridgecrest  10,  Caswell  30,  Fruit- 
land  4); 

Promoted  TU  Tournaments  with  participants  in  all  departments: 
Ann  Hayes  (Elkin  Valley),  Better  Speakers  winner  for  the  association, 
reached  the  state  finals;  Linda  Faye  Mathis,  Sally  Mathis  and  Cheryl 
Fuller  (Elkin  First)  were  state  winners  in  the  Junior  Memory  Work 
Tournament; 

Helped  promote  Central  Training  School  at  Pleasant  Hill  (associa- 
tional); 

Received  41  awards  in  Category  18; 

Twenty  (20)  from  association  attended  State  Youth  convention  at 
Boone.

Another  successful  year  in  Church  Music  is  in  the  past.  I  am  most 
grateful  for  the  response  the  committee  has  had. 

In  November  a  "Hymn  Sing"  was  held  at  Mineral  Springs  with  7 
churches  represented.  Another  was  held  in  May  at  Friendship  with 
4  churches  represented. 

Again  this  year  a  Demonstration  Choir  Rehearsal  was  conducted 
in  5  different  churches.  Each  choir  in  the  Association  was  asked  to 
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attend  one  of  these  rehearsals.  136  people  from  17  churches  attended. 
Leading  the  rehearsals  were  Mrs.  Jack  Hinson,  Miss  Juanita  Brown, 
Kenneth  Neuenschwander  and  David  Boaz  Jr.,  of  Winston-Salem,  and 
Mrs.  Graham  Greene  of  Elkin.  I  feel  this  was  our  most  successful 
project  of  the  year. 

Four  leadership  classes  for  directors  and  pianists  were  held  at  the 
Elkin  First  Church.  These  did  not  reach  as  many  churches  as  I  had 
hoped. 

As  in  the  past,  we  had  churches  attending  the  Music  Festival  and 
summer  assemblies  for  Music  Week. 

We  have  many  needs  in  our  churches  that  are  not  being  met,  par- 
ticularly in  Music  leadership.  It  is  our  desire  as  the  Music  Committee 
of  the  Association  to  promote  worship  through  music  in  every  phase 
of  our  Church  Program.

RETIREMENT  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

In  the  fourth  chapter  of  II  Kings  is  a  beautiful  story  of  the  Shu- 
nammite  woman  who  asks  her  husband  that  they  help  Elisha,  "an 
holy  man  of  God  which  passes  by  us  continually,"  by  giving  him  a 
place  to  stay  and  food  to  eat. 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  provides 
food  and  shelter  through  the  checks  it  mails  each  month  to  thousands 
of  retired  ministers  and  denominational  employes  and  hundreds  of 
others  who  are  disabled  or  widows.  These  checks  are  made  possible 
because  the  churches  and  institutions  participated  in  this  growing 
ministry.  Today  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  plan  ministry  reaches 
into  the  lives  of  almost  24,000  pastors  and  church  and  denominational 
employes  in  churches  and  almost  100  agencies  and  institutions. 

Although  every  church  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  elig- 
ible for  this  protection,  there  are  some  who  have  failed  to  join.  If 
death,  disability  or  retirement  forced  its  pastor  out  of  the  pulpit, 
each  of  these  churches  would  be  faced  with  the  major  decision  of 
"What  can  v/e  do  to  help?"  In  most  cases,  it  would  be  very  difficult. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  more  and  more  churches  are  put- 
ting their  ministers  into  the  plan.  A  year  ago  there  were  only  5  of 
our  churches  participating  in  the  plan — now  there  are  11:  Elkin  First, 
Cool  Springs,  Elkin  Valley,  Friendship,  Macedonia,  Mineral  Springs, 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Oak  Grove,  Pleasant  Hill,  Rock  Creek  and  Ronda  First. 
We  are  proud  of  this  progress;  however,  let  us  strive  to  have  all  church- 
es participating  by  the  end  of  the  coming  year.

The  advancement  of  our  program  of  Christian  education  continues 
to  be  made  possible  through  the  gifts  of  the  local  churches  through 
the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Baptist  colleges  of  North  Carolina  deep- 
ly appreciate  what  has  been  done  through  the  Christian  Education  Ad- 
vance. The  benefit  from  this  program  will  be  felt  by  the  colleges  for 
many  years  to  come.  We  urge  all  Baptist  churches  to  cooperate  with 
Director  R.  T.  Greene  as  we  move  into  the  final  year  of  the  campaign. 

Denominational  Le:dersh'p 

We  are  more  strongly  convinced  than  ever  that  the  denomination- 
al college  plays  its  most  vital  role  in  its  production  of  Christian  lead- 
ership, not  only  in  Christian  vocations  such  as  the  ministry,  missions, 
evangelism,  church  music,  religious  education  and  related  fields;  but, 
more  particularly,  it  is  contributing  a  vital  leadership  through  laymen 
who  are  serving  in  many  capacities  in  local  communities. 

This  past  year  during  Christian  Education  Day  we  emphasized 
the  fact  that  Baptist  Colleges  (North  Carolina)  now  have  missionary 
alumni  who  are  serving  all  around  the  world.  Almost  200  dedicated 
men  and  women  are  preaching  and  teaching  the  gospel  in  many  lands 
and  in  many  tongues. 

But  we  must  remember  that  it  was  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen  who, 
in  a  letter  to  the  secretary  of  the  Council,  pointed  out  that  in  addition 
to  this  wonderful  contribution.  Baptist  colleges  are  sending  hundreds 
of  graduates  back  into  the  local  community  with  a  direct  interest  in 
missions  and  other  phases  of  church  work.  Baptist  colleges  are  taking 
seriously  the  task  of  producing  Christian  leadership  for  our  times. 

Christian  Education  Emphasis  For  1964 

Therefore,  mindful  of  the  real  dangers  which  our  denomination 
faces  with  a  decline  in  the  number  of  young  people  answering  the  call 
to  full-time  Christian  service,  your  Baptist  colleges,  working  through 
the  Council  on  Christian  Education,  have  designated  Christian  Educa- 
tion Day  for  1964  as  "Christian  Vocational  Day."  This  will  be  a  day 
for  "calling  out  the  called,"  the  day  in  which  the  colleges  will  join 
our  churches  in  appealing  to  young  people  to  heed  the  call  to  the 
ministry,  missions,  and  evangelism,  to  prepare  themselves  to  accept 
positions  of  leadership  in  religious  education,  church  music,  and  in 
many  of  the  special  fields  related  to  these. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  hope  to  make  Christian  Education  Day 
offering  next  year  a  great  offering  to  help  those  young  people  answer 
the  call  to  full-time  Christian  service  and  to  go  to  college.  The  col- 
leges feel  that  for  too  long  this  area  has  been  neglected.  While  thous- 
ands of  dollars  are  available  in  scholarship  funds  in  this  country  for 
those  who  want  to  study  science,  technology,  teaching,  or  many  other 
professions,  there  has  been  no  corresponding  effort  to  help  the  Chris- 
tian vocational  workers  overcome  their  financial  problem. 

In  conclusion,  there  is  an  appeal  for  all  the  churches  and  all  the 
Christian  people  in  our  state  to  join  hands  with  us  in  1964  in  making 
it  a  great  year  when  we  "call  out  the  called"  and  in  which  we  provide 
adequate  funds  for  helping  these  young  people  go  to  college.

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TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  there  is  an  alarming  increase  of  alco- 
holic beverages  as  a  drink  in  our  country.  This  is  evidenced  by  the 
increasing  crime  rate,  breakdown  of  family  relationship,  the  inef- 
ficiency of  labor,  and  the  general  morale  breakdown  among  all  ages. 

Statistics  tell  us  that  nearly  7  million  people  are  incapacitated  to 
some  degree  by  alcoholism  and  millions  more  are  suffering  irrepar- 
able damage  to  their  health.  Yet,  at  the  same  time,  there  seems  to  be 
a  condoning  of  Christian  people  to  the  misleading  facts  as  advertised 
by  the  liquor-manufacturing  people  in  regard  to  social  drinking. 

Is  it  not  time  Christian  people  rally  their  forces  to  do  combat 
with  this  great  evil  at  all  times — especially  among  the  youth  of  our 
land? 

We  are  killing  at  the  alarming  rate  of  nearly  100  persons  each 
month  on  our  highways  and  much  of  this  is  caused  by  drinking  driv- 
ers. Our  courts  are  filled  to  overflowing  and  half  or  more  of  the  cases 
are  caused  by  alcohol.  This  is  seen  in  the  crime,  divorce  rate,  and  the 
neglect  of  children  by  drinking  parents.

Will  the  flood  of 
bad  literature  on  the  news  stands  today  win  the  battle  or  will  we  see 
that  we  and  our  children  read  Christian  literature?  Our  Christian 
literature  does  not  need  defending — it  needs  more  distribution  and 
wider  reading.  Never  before  have  Baptists  had  a  better  opportunity 
to  magnify  and  promote  the  Lord's  work  through  vital  Christian  lit- 
erature. 

Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  once  said:  "A  non-reading  Baptist  is  a  non-in- 
formed Baptist.  A  non-informed  Baptist  is  a  non-interested  Baptist. 
A  non-interested  Baptist  is  a  non-cooperative  Baptist — and  a  non-co- 
operative Baptist  is  not  much  of  a  Baptist." 

Our  Baptist  literature  gives  us  the  best  in  Bible  study  and  church 
workers'  helps.  "Home  Life"  is  a  wonderful  guide  for  our  daily  home 
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devotionals.  The  "Biblical  Recorder"  will  keep  us  informed  on  our 
Baptist  work  in  the  State  and  Convention.  The  Sunday  School,  Train- 
ing Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Brotherhood  workers  will 
find  the  Baptist  literature  the  best  helps  available.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

God  has  blessed  the  ministry  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes 
in  a  wonderful  manner  during  the  twelve  years  of  our  operation.  We 
are  now  able  to  serve  160  residents  in  our  four  Baptist  Homes — ^the 
Hayes  Home  and  Resthaven  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home 
at  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  at  Hamilton. 

In  June  of  1962,  the  doors  of  the  lovely  new  Hamilton  Home  were 
opened  to  the  first  residents.  This  beautiful  facility  has  greatly 
lengthened  and  strengthened  the  arm  of  our  total  ministry,  and  has 
already  brought  much  joy  to  our  Baptist  people  in  eastern  North 
Carolina.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  day  in  the  future  when  the 
arm  of  compassion  can  be  extended  to  reach  and  serve  more  of  our 
aging  people  in  western  North  Carolina. 

The  greatest  single  need  is  for  more  space  continually.  Today 
there  are  160  people  waiting  for  admission,  from  all  areas  of  our  state. 

The  average  age  among  our  residents  is  80.  Our  youngest  resi- 
dent is  65,  and  the  oldest  will  be  102  in  July.  Between  this  age  span, 
we  are  seeking  to  meet  almost  every  conceivable  life  need  of  the 
individual.  Each  person,  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  distinctly  Christian, 
is  surrounded  by  love,  peace,  and  security.  Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest 
single  contributions  that  is  made  is  the  nursing  care  that  is  given  in 
the  event  of  illness.  The  resident  is  assured  that  he  will  receive  tender 
loving  care  in  sickness  as  well  as  in  health. 

The  tie  with  our  Baptist  people  and  our  Baptist  churches  is  a 
blessed  one  indeed.  We  are  continually  dependent  upon  the  prayers, 
the  visits,  the  loving  concern,  and  the  financial  support  of  our  people. 
The  two  most  vital  media  of  support  from  the  churches  are  the  Special 
Day  offerings,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year, 
and  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  Inasmuch  as  the 
Homes  receive  only  1.3%  of  the  Cooperative  Program  dollar,  or  $1.30 
out  of  each  $100.00  contributed  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
we  shall  have  to  continue  to  look  to  the  Special  Day  offerings  for  the 
greater  part  of  our  support  from  the  churches. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  given  a  good  account  of  their 
stewardship  in  their  ministry  to  the  aging  during  these  years  of  a 
wonderful  beginning,  and  we  have  the  faith  to  believe  that  they  will 
continue  to  move  forward  in  this  great  area  of  human  concern.

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

The  opportunity  of  serving  people  created  in  the  image  of  God 
is  a  high  and  holy  privilege.  You  and  I  have  such  an  opportunity 
in  multiplied  thousands  of  people  who  are  sick  in  body,  mind  and 
spirit,  and  who  come  to  our  Baptist  Hospital  seeking  help.  We  reach 
out  the  hand  of  love  and  mercy  through  the  skilled  and  dedicated 
hands  of  our  doctors,  nurses,  chaplains,  and  many  others  involved 
in  this  ministry  to  the  total  person.  We  are  grateful  for  opportunity 
of  joining  hands  with  those  who  soothe  the  fevered  brow,  give  the 
miracle  drug,  wield  the  surgeon's  knife,  bring  the  message  of  hope, 
and  do  the  hundreds  of  other  tasks  which  are  necessary  in  the  opera- 
tion of  our  great  medical  center. 

The  number  of  those  who  receive  the  services  of  our  Hospital 
this  year  will  be  greater  than  the  population  of  one  of  our  medium- 
sized  North  Carolina  cities  such  as  Goldsboro  or  Salisbury.  Most  of 
them  will  be  seriously  ill  and  referred  by  their  family  physicians  be- 
cause they  need  the  kind  of  care  available  only  in  a  large  medical 
center.  They  will  come  from  all  areas  of  our  state  and  from  all  walks 
and  circumstances  of  life.  What  a  privilege  it  is  to  serve  these  friends 
in  need  and  what  a  challenge  to  our  skills  and  our  compassion. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  which  we  provide  by  our  special  offer- 
ing or  by  an  item  in  our  church  budgets  designated  for  the  Hospital, 
is  the  means  through  which  we  make  it  possible  for  those  who  can- 
not pay  to  have  the  care  they  need.  The  $176,000  which  the  Hospital 
receives  from  the  Cooperative  Program  provided  by  our  churches 
must  go  to  help  pay  for  buildings,  purchase  equipment,  and  support 
the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care. 

We  call  attention  to  the  Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
Hospital  which  we  may  place  in  our  wills  for  any  amount,  or  con- 
tribute to  at  any  time,  and  thus  continue  to  be  a  part  of  this  service 
of  love  through  the  years  after  we  are  gone.  We  wish  to  thank  our 
people  here  in  the  Elkin  Association  for  their  share  in  this  ministry 
and  call  upon  them  to  make  their  support  a  worthy  expression  of 
their  Christian  concern.

CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 

More  children  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina  last  year  than  ever  before  in  history.  This  was  made 
possible  by  the  interest,  prayers  and  giving  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
and  other  friends.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  every  remembrance — 
the  Thanksgiving  offerings,  once-a-month  offerings.  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram gifts,  food,  clothing  and  other  things.  Without  these  we  could 
not  provide  the  many  services  to  children  and  families  which  we  do. 

The  physical,  mental,  social  and  spiritual  growth  and  development 
of  our  children  has  been  most  gratifying.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
every  reason  to  rejoice  with  the  very  fine  response  of  these  boys  and 
girls  to  the  Christian  love  and  care  afforded  them.  Members  of  an 
already  fine  and  capable  staff  continue  to  grow  in  their  love  for  chil- 
dren and  their  ability  to  work  effectively  with  them. 

We  have  been  reminded  for  several  years  of  a  growing  need  for 
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specialized  services  for  an  increasing  number  of  children  who  suffer 
emotional  illness.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  these  services  are  be- 
ing provided  a  limited  number  of  children  in  a  small  home  at  Chapel 
Hill  in  cooperation  with  the  University  Medical  Center.  They  are  re- 
ceiving the  best  professional,  medical  help  that  can  be  provided.  We 
are  most  fortunate  to  have  this  facility.  It  will  strengthen  greatly  our 
entire  program  of  child  care. 

We  are  compelled  to  keep  our  pressing  needs  before  you.  Appli- 
cations for  the  admission  of  children  are  increasing.  Relatives,  pas- 
tors, friends  of  dependent  children,  departments  of  public  welfare 
and  others  plead  with  the  leadership  of  the  Homes  daily  for  help.  A 
familiar  plea  is,  "Unless  you  can  help  this  child,  there  is  no  hope  for 
him."  We  lay  upon  your  hearts  four  areas  of  need: 

1.  An  immediate  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  good  Chris- 
tian foster  homes  in  all  areas  of  the  state. 

2.  Continuous  expansion  and  up-grading  of  facilities  to  enable  the 
Homes  to  keep  abreast  of  the  best  in  child  care. 

3.  An  increase  in  financial  support  to  undergird  and  strengthen 
the  entire  program. 

A  generous  Thanksgiving  offering  is  a  must!  Without  it  we  can- 
not maintain  what  we  now  have  in  progress.  We  would  challenge  pas- 
tors, Sunday  School  superintendents,  and  church  leaders  to  make  the 
best  preparation  possible  for  the  forthcoming  offering.  Giving  for  the 
care  of  dependent  children  affords  one  of  the  greatest  joys  in  Chris- 
tian service.

211  visits  to  churches.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

As  we  close  the  record  book  upon  another  associational  year,  we 
humbly  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  tor  the  victories  won,  and  now  we 
turn  our  attention  to  the  task  before  us. 

During  the  year  the  churches  have  reported  some  additions  by 
baptism  and  by  letter.  These  have  not  been  what  they  ought  to  have 
been,  neither  up  to  last  year's  record,  I  am  sorry  to  say.  There  is  much 
to  be  done  as  we  continue  our  efforts  to  get  ready  for  the  great  en- 
deavor before  us  in  1964.  We,  in  our  own  strength,  cannot  bring  a  re- 
vival, but  there  is  no  record  in  history  of  a  revival  among  God's  peo- 
ple against  their  will.  History  reveals  that  every  spiritual  revival  has 
come  only  when  God's  people  had  longed  for  it  and  earnestly  prayed 
for  it.  Also,  a  fervent  proclaiming  of  the  Gospel  has  always  been  in 
evidence  when  God  poured  out  His  Spirit  in  power  upon  His  people. 
Of  course  this  means  that  revivals  are  of  God,  but  it  also  means  that 
He  uses  His  people  in  them. 

1964  has  been  designated  as  the  climatic  Jubilee  year  for  our  best 
effort  under  God  in  Evangelism.  Plans  call  for  Jubilee  Revivals  in 
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every  Baptist  church  on  the  North  American  continent.  Some  of  our 
plans  for  1964  include: 

1.  Associational  Evangelism  Clinic  November  22  at  Eikin  Valley 
Church.  We  are  planning  this  to  be  a  late  afternoon  session  for  all 
pastors  and  associational  officers;  a  lunch  for  this  group;  and  then 
an  evening  meeting  for  the  leadership  of  all  our  churches  with  dis- 
cussion of  evangelism  and  an  inspirational  message. 

2.  Soul-Winning  Commitment  Day,  January  5,  1964. 

3.  State-Wide  Evangelistic  Conference  in  February,  1964. 

4.  Beginning  of  the  Spiritual  Growth  Program  which  will  encour- 
age us  to  go  deeper  with  God  and  out  after  the  people. 

5.  The  important  North  American  Continent  Baptist  Jubilee  Re- 
vival in  March  and  April,  1964.  The  date  for  our  association  is  March 
29  to  April  12.  We  urge  all  our  pastors  and  churches  to  plan  definitely 
to  take  part  in  this  great  effort  to  win  the  people  of  our  communities 
and  of  the  whole  country  to  Christ.  It  is  profitable  'and  best  to  start 
and  work  together  the  same  week  or  longer  in  these  simultaneous  ef- 
forts. We  ask  for  the  fullest  cooperation  and  participation  in  all  these 
plans  to  honor  our  Christ  and  reach  souls  and  lives  for  His  Kingdom.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society,  founded  in  1816,  is  the  agency  of  56 
denomnations  for  the  worldwide  translation,  publication  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  without  note  or  comment,  and  without 
purpose  of  profit. 

In  1962  the  volume  of  Scripture  distribution  through  the  American 
Bible  Society  offices  and  agencies  outside  the  United  States  increased 
48.3%  over  the  previous  record  year,  reaching  a  total  of  17,032,714 
copies.  Circulation  in  the  United  States  amounted  to  14,590,751  vol- 
umes, for  a  world  total  of  31,523,455. 

In  1962  missions  and  churches  overseas  called  upon  the  Bible 
Society  for  an  increase  of  48.3%  in  the  number  of  Scripture  volumes 
required  for  their  work  and  witness.  The  largest  demands  came  from 
the  rapidly  growing  Evangelical  churches  in  Latin  America  where  the 
Society  circulated  10,666,710  Scripture  volumes  in  1962,  a  distribution 
growth  of  67.2%  or  4,289,975  copies  over  the  previous  year. 

May  we  always  remember  the  Scriptures  are  the  inspired  Word 
of  God,  and  without  hearing  the  Gospel  therein,  no  person  can  ever 
be  saved.  We,  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ,  should  always  remember 
we  have  the  responsibility  and  privilege  of  spreading  the  Word  of  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.

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WORLD  MISSIONS  REPORT 

To  fulfill  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord,  the  Southern  Baptist 
program  of  missions  includes  five  mediums  through  which  the  gospel 
is  given  to  the  lost  world.  These  mediums  are:  the  churches,  associ- 
ations, State  Missions,  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions.  Our 
concern  in  this  report  is  limited  to  the  last  three. 

State  Missions 

Under  the  Division  of  State  Missions,  there  are  17  different 
ministries  performed.  Seven  areas  of  work  are  administered  under 
the  leadership  of  secretaries  or  directors,  which  are:  Church  Develop- 
ment, Inter-Racial  Cooperation,  Fruitland  Bible  Institute,  Ministry  to 
the  Deaf,  Seminary  Extension  Program,  Cherokee  Indian  Ministry  and 
Military  Personnel.  Dr.  E.  Lowell  Spivey  is  director  and  supervisor 
of  the  remaining  ten  divisions  of  missions;  namely,  Associational  Mis- 
sions, Institutional  Ministries,  Special  Summer  Work,  Pastor's  Schools, 
Schools  of  Missions,  Pastoral  Aid,  Church  Loans,  Church  Lot  Aid, 
30,000  Program  and  the  Japanese  work. 

Through  State  Missions  North  Carolina  Baptists  witness  to  people 
living  temporarily  in  North  Carolina  from  Japan,  the  Congo,  India, 
and  many  other  lands.  Some  of  these  people  are  connected  with  the 
military,  while  others  are  in  our  schools. 

Of  the  34,000  Baptist  churches  in  our  state  today,  more  than  2,000 
of  them  were  aided  in  one  way  or  another  by  State  Missions  in  the 
early  stages  of  their  growth.  This  includes  some  of  the  largest  and 
strongest  churches  as  well  as  some  of  the  small  rural  and  village 
churches.  This  past  year  127  churches  in  61  associations  received 
$91,000  to  help  supplement  pastors'  salaries.  Some  churches  were 
helped  in  purchasing  lots  to  the  amount  of  $42,000.  In  addition, 
$40,000  was  loaned  from  the  Revolving  Loan  Fund. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  63  Missionaries  or  Superintendents 
ox  Missions,  working  in  68  associations.  State  missions  provided  more 
than  $66,000  to  supplement  their  salaries. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  30,000  movement,  N.  C.  Baptists  have 
established  more  than  675  new  missions  and  churches.  The  emphasis 
upon  this  movement  calls  for  more  State  Mission  funds  for  the  pur- 
chasing of  new  lots  and  aiding  more  pastors.  To  meet  the  growing 
needs.  State  Missions  has  set  a  goal  for  the  September  15  offering 
a  total  of  $200,000. 

Home  Missions 

Home  Missions  is  serving  in  every  state  of  the  Union  and  in  Cuba, 
Panama,  and  the  Canal  Zone.  Presently  a  survey  is  being  made  con- 
cerning the  possibility  of  work  in  Puerto  Rico. 

At  the  close  of  1962  the  Board  had  2078  missionaries  which  was 
a  gain  of  117  for  the  year.  In  addition  there  were  595  students  that 
served  in  Summer  Missions. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  received  last  year  $3,127,156  from  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  $2,891,184  from  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offer- 
ing.   The  latter  exceeded  the  previous  offering  by  $338,112. 

Plans  have  already  been  made  for  the  1964  Jubilee  Revival.  The 
30,000  Movement  and  Church  Extension  ministries  have  accelerated, 
resulting  in  the  necessity  of  more  support  for  mission  pastors,  area 
workers,  and  assistance  in  providing  church  sites  and  buildings. 

The  work  of  Home  Missions  continues  to  grow.  Presently,  although 
a  change  is  about  to  be  made,  the  Board  is  serving  through  seven 
programs.  These  are:  The  Chaplaincy,  Associational  and  Pioneer 
Missions,  City  Missions,  Language  Groups  Missions,  work  with  National 
Baptists  (colored).  Evangelism  and  Church  Loans. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  a  great  challenge  before  it.  Be- 
cause of  the  obvious  materialism,  agnosticism,  unbelief  and  indiffer- 
ence of  our  time,  America  needs  a  great  spiritual  awakening.  She 
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cannot  give  out  what  she  does  not  possess  herself.  The  ambition  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  is  to  rally  its  forces  and  resources  to  help  inspire 
such  an  awakening  in  our  land. 

Foreign  Missions 

Foreign  Missions  projects  its  witness  on  three  major  foreign  fields: 
the  Orient,  Latin  America  and  Europe,  Near  East  and  Africa.  The 
latter  division  this  year  has  divided  into  two  fields:  Europe  and  the 
Near  East  comprising  one  field  and  Africa  the  other. 

At  the  end  of  last  year,  the  Orient  had  537  missionaries,  Latin 
America  582,  and  Europe,  Near  East  and  Africa  508,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  Foreign  Missionaries  then  under  appointment  to  1627. 
In  addition,  there  were  12  Missionary  Associates  and  187  Emeritus. 
However  the  Missionary  appointees  for  1963  have  already  broken  pre- 
vious records.  As  of  July,  there  are  1792  appointees  (including  27 
Missionary  Associates).  We  should  close  the  year  well  beyond  the 
figure  1800,  Dr.  Cauthen  says. 

Although  statistics  do  not  tell  the  whole  story  of  Foreign  Mission 
accomplishments,  they  do  give  us  some  tangible  idea  of  what  is  being 
achieved  by  this  unified  effort.  In  the  52  or  more  countries  to  which 
Baptists  send  missionaries,  the  10,633  churches  and  chapels  with  a 
reported  membership  of  487,943  give  credit  to  the  labors  of  our  Mis- 
sionaries. A  total  of  35,509  baptisms  were  reported  for  1962.  Many 
await  baptism  upon  further  instruction,  in  addition  to  the  incalculable 
number  that  have  been  influenced  by  the  gospel  one  way  or  another. 

An  enlarged  program  of  Christian  Education  is  maintained  on  the 
mission  field.  There  are  forty-one  theological  institutions  with  1,394 
students  and  six  training  schools  for  women  with  467  enrolled.  There 
are  27  colleges  and  teacher  training  schools  with  9,723  students.  Al- 
together there  are  1,060  schools  with  a  total  enrollment  of  169,178. 

There  are  55  missionary  doctors  and  56  missionary  nurses  that 
work  with  82  national  doctors  and  207  national  nurses  in  our  eighteen 
hospitals.  These  mission  hospitals  have  a  bed  capacity  of  1,156.  In 
addition  to  these  hospitals,  there  are  forty-six  clinics  and  dispensaries 
which  help  to  meet  the  healing  need  of  the  masses. 

Publication  work  is  an  important  phase  of  missionary  work.  A 
total  of  13,030,227  pieces  of  material  was  published  last  year  to  be 
used  by  the  churches. 

There  are  705  boys  and  girls  provided  for  in  the  sixteen  mission 
orphanages. 

Since  radio  and  television  are  great  mediums  for  communication, 
plans  are  in  the  making  to  use  these  means  to  reach  more  people  with 
the  gospel  message  in  the  future. 

In  these  days  of  population  explosion.  Foreign  Missions,  the  great 
unifying  force  among  Southern  Baptists,  must  march  steadily  onward 
with  an  ever-quickening  step.  This  can  be  done  provided  the  strife 
between  the  races  here  in  America  ceases;  provided  our  young  men 
and  women  continue  to  accept  the  call  to  the  foreign  field  at  the 
present  rate  of  appointment;  provided  Southern  Baptists  accept  the 
challenge  to  reach  the  increased  annual  goal  of  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  (which  goal  is  $11,850,000  for  this  year);  and  also 
provided  we  Baptists  at  the  home  base  match  the  obedient  giving, 
devotion  and  dedication  of  those  who  represent  us  on  the  Foreign 
Mission  fields.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messen- 
gers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five  mes- 
sengers; and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local 
churches  and  through  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from 
September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deemed 
necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person 
serving  or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be 
ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to 
each  session  of  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to 
have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. At  the  discretion  of  the  Clerk  a  Register  may  be  appointed  to 
register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the 
Association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  consist- 
ing of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Asso- 
ciational Nominating  Committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be  the  Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  and  Associational  Missionary  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
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the  Association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission  work, 
etc.  This  Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  Association,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Director, 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Associational 
Brotherhood  President,  Associational  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  promotion  of  the 
local  and  mission  work  of  the  Association. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in  all 
matters  respecting  to  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the 
second  day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  messengers  from  the  church- 
es of  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  brother  and  sister  courteously 
and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
regular  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  impot- 
ency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature  by  his 
own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by  im- 
puted righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those 
ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8.  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9.  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  of  the  Presbytery.

2.  The  pastor  of  Pleasant  Grove  Church,  Rev.  Boyd  Hopkins,  led 
the  devotional  period  of  Bible  reading  and  prayer,  using  Psalm  19. 

3.  W.  C.  Guth,  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  printed  program,  allowing  for  such  change  or 
changes  as  might  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  presiding  officer.  Sec- 
ond made  and  report  accepted. 

4.  The  following  committees  were  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 
These  committees  to  report  at  the  business  session  Friday  night.  TIME, 
PLACE  AND  PREACHER:  W.  C.  Guth,  Chairman,  Boyd  Hopkins, 
George  Burcham.  RESOLUTION:  Mrs.  Richard  Martin,  Chairman, 
Aubrey  Martin,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Myers. 

5.  The  Clerk  made  the  announcement  that  all  the  letters  of  the 
participating  churches  had  been  received. 

6.  In  the  absence  of  outgoing  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Hayden  Moxley,  his  printed  report  was  adopted.  Incoming  super- 
intendent, Joe  Blackburn  presented  the  following  challenges  for  the 
coming  year:  5%  increase  in  enrollment,  10%  increase  in  average 
attendance,  100%  in  churches  having  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  5  stand- 
ard vacation  bible  schools. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

As  we  approach  the  close  of  another  Association  year,  we  are 
pleased  to  report  a  good  year  for  the  Sunday  School  Department. 
We  are  sure  there  will  be  an  increase  in  enrollment  this  year.  We 
should  put  more  emphasis  on  reaching  the  people  who  are  not  attend- 
ing Sunday  School  and  the  unsaved. 

The  Vacation  Bible  School  report  is  good  as  usual.  Every  church 
in  the  Association  except  two,  has  conducted  a  Bible  School  with  good 
results.  One  Church  was  unable  to  have  a  school  because  of  hazardous 
conditions  created  by  remodeling,  involving  the  Church  building. 
Several  churches  had  persons  saved  from  the  result  of  the  Bible 
Schools. 

Several  Churches  had  their  January  Bible  Study  as  usual.  I 
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think  this  should  be  done  more  often  in  our  Churches  to  promote  our 
Lord's  work. 

Permit  me  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Church  Pastor's,  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents  for  their  support 
and  co-operation,  also  to  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Officers 
who  served  as  leaders  of  the  Departments.

Principles  have  not  been 
changed  only  the  methods  with  which  to  reach  our  goals. 

If  you  should  be  one  of  the  few  churches  in  our  association  who 
do  not  have  Training  Union  we  would  like  to  ask  that  you  prayerfully 
consider  taking  steps  to  organize  one  during  the  coming  year.  Our 
Training  Union  staff  will  be  at  your  disposal  to  assist  in  the  organiza- 
tion or  to  be  assistance  to  those  units  already  in  operation. 

The  need  for  trained  and  equipped  Christian  witnessing  grows 
greater  from  year  to  year.  Certainly  Training  Union  is  one  of  the 
best  means  of  providing  leadership  in  this  work.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  Music  Committee  can  report  only  one  project  for  the  past 
year,  which  I  feel  was  very  successful. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  tried  a  new  approach.  Each 
Music  director  or  pastor  of  the  Churches  were  contacted  to  find  the 
individual  needs  of  each  church,  and  what  they  would  like  to  have 
most.  After  tabulating  the  reports,  we  found  all  rural  churches  in- 
terested in  either  Beginning  Music  Reading  or  Beginning  Vocalist, 
while  the  town  churches  showed  an  interest  in  Advanced  Vocalist. 

From  this  survey,  we  had  a  week  of  Music,  March  9-13  at  Poplar 
Springs  and  Ronda  First  Churches  with  Van  Ramsey  and  Dan  Pardue, 
men  sent  by  the  State  Music  Department,  teaching.  The  book  "Be- 
ginning Music  Reader"  was  taught  the  first  four  nights;  the  last  night 
all  Churches  met  at  Elkin  Valley  for  two  classes,  "Beginning  Vocalist" 
and  "Advanced  Vocalist." 

During  this  week  we  reached  13  churches  in  the  Elkin  Association 
along  with  5  visiting  churches  from  other  Associations  for  an  enroll- 
ment of  100  with  an  average  attendance  of  76.  Forty-one  persons  re- 
ceived credit  or  awards  for  this  week  of  music. 

As  in  the  past  we  had  Churches  also  attending  the  Music  Festi- 
vals and  State  Assemblies  for  Music  week  this  summer. 

Many  of  our  people  are  more  conscious  of  the  need  of  more  wor- 
shipful music  in  our  Church  Services.   It  has  been  the  desire  of  the 
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Music  Committee  to  promote  worship  through  music  in  every  phase 
of  our  church  program.

and  time. 

BAPTIST  PUBLICATIONS  REPORT 

In  the  modern  world  nothing  stays  around  very  long  that  doesn't 
have  some  definite  purpose  and  mission.  The  Biblical  Recorder,  now 
131  years  old,  grows  in  strength  and  stature  because  its  course  is  fixed 
upon  the  primary  purpose  of  service  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

Never  has  there  been  a  day  when  the  Christian  witness  was  more 
needed  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  world.  The  church  at 
work  in  the  world  needs  all  the  information  and  insight  it  can  get. 

Our  democratic  form  of  church  government  is  founded  upon  the 
belief  that  people  will  do  the  right  thing  when  properly  informed. 
To  help  Baptists  fill  these  needs,  The  Recorder  and  other  Baptist  Pub- 
lications seeks  to  do  the  following: 

1.  TO  INFORM.  Baptists  cannot  properly  do  until  they  properly 
KNOW.  With  special  attention  to  the  interest  and  needs  of  Baptists 
in  this  state,  the  RECORDER  staff  gathers,  sifts  and  publishes  signifi- 
cant news  from  as  many  sources  as  possible.  It  keeps  abreast  of  the 
important  activities  of  the  State  Convention  and  its  agencies  and 
institutions.  As  much  as  possible,  news  from  the  wider  circles  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  entire  Christian  world  is  pre- 
sented.

With  the  resources  of  full 
information,  close  contact  with  denominational  leaders,  pastors,  and 
others,  plus  many  years  of  experience,  our  BAPTIST  Publications 
seek  to  say  something  about  the  meaning  of  events  as  well  as  re- 
porting them. 

3.  TO  INFLUENCE.  Like  the  individual  Christian,  all  our  Bap- 
tist Literature  has  a  responsibility  to  let  its  light  shine  in  the  world. 
A  long  record  of  service,  integrity  and  courage  has  earned  respect  for 
all  our  Baptist  Literature  both  within  and  without  the  denomination. 
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Every  Baptist  family  should  read  the  RECORDER.  There  is  no  better 
way  to  KNOW  about  our  Baptist  work  in  the  State,  Convention,  and 
world.

Mr.  Guth  introduced  Chaplain  James  C.  Furman, 
Associate  Director  of  Christian  Action  League,  who  spoke  to  the 
report  and  outlined  their  objectives. 

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

The  world-renowned  Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  has  said,  "Drink  is 
commercially  our  greatest  wastrel,  socially  our  greatest  criminal,  and 
morally  and  religiously  our  greatest  enemy."    This  is  true  today. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  year  1963,  there  were  68,000,000  Ameri- 
can adults  who  drank  alcoholic  beverages  in  some  degree.  Of  these, 
5,400,000  were  alcoholics  and  another  4,100,000  were  heavy  drinkers 
or  problem  drinkers  (pre-alcoholics).  Take  into  account  that  for  each 
one  of  these  9,500,000  there  are  five  additional  people  whose  lives  are 
adversely  affected  by  their  drinking.  Alcohol  is  a  potent  factor  in  the 
destruction  of  many  homes,  and  its  victims  fill  our  prisons.  It  is  a 
major  contributor  to  the  crime  rate  in  our  land  which  is  at  an  all-time 
high  and  is  increasing  annually. 

But  the  story  does  not  end  here.   Alcohol  is  writing  a  very  shame- 
ful and  bloody  record  on  the  highways  of  our  land.   In  1963  there  were: 
41,000  deaths  on  the  highways 
3,345,000  injuries  on  the  highways 

Some  estimates  go  as  high  as  75%  in  the  relation  of  alcohol  to 
these  accidents.  The  Highway  Patrol  says  that  alcohol  was  a  factor 
in  more  than  50%  of  the  fatal  accidents  on  North  Carolina  highways 
last  year. 

No  indictment  against  the  No.  1  enemy  can  be  made  too  strong. 

The  Christian  Action  League  is  an  organization  of  the  evangelical 
denominations  of  North  Carolina  for  action  in  areas  of  common  con- 
cern in  the  moral  issues  of  the  day.  Many  denominations  are  affili- 
ated with  the  organization,  and  are  functioning  through  a  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  functional  committees  are  those  on  Education,  on  Good 
Government  and  Publications.  An  Executive  Director  is  employed 
for  fulltime  service  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  organization.  The 
financial  support  of  the  League  comes  from  donations  by  the  affili- 
ated denominations,  from  churches  and  from  individuals  who  are 
concerned. 

The  League  is  not  engaged  in  partisan  politics,  but  does  seek 
the  support  of  all  parties  in  promoting  legislation  for  the  common 
good  and  in  opposing  legislation  detrimental  to  the  moral  welfare  of 
the  citizenship  of  the  state. 

In  particular,  the  Christian  Action  League  seeks  (a)  to  unite  all 
who  believe  in  total  abstinence  from  alcoholic  beverages  to  a  co- 
operative effort  to  agitate,  legislate  and  educate  against  this  social 
evil;  (b)  to  awaken  public  interest  in  opposing  gambling,  narcotic 
addiction,  salacious  literature  and  acts  of  violence  and  vandalism; 
(c)  to  promote  programs  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  victims  of  alco- 
holic beverages  and  other  narcotics. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  League  is  Reverend  D,  P.  McFar- 
land,  and  the  office  is  located  at  424i/^  Fayetteville  Street,  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 

Our  seven  colleges  continue  to  render  a  valuable  service  in  the 
educational  field  of  young  people  of  our  country  and  several  foreign 
countries.  All  of  these  schools  have  been  operating  at  full  capacity 
and  it  seems  that  more  classrooms  and  facilities  are  needed  for  prac- 
tically all  of  the  schools.  Certainly,  if  we  wish  for  our  Baptist  schools 
to  render  an  education  with  a  Christian  background  for,  to  these  young 
people,  it  will  be  necessary  to  plan  for  the  future. 

Now,  to  deviate  a  little  from  a  routine  report,  I  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation,  and,  I  am  sure,  that 
of  the  Association,  to  the  people  who  are  literally  giving  their  lives 
for  the  cause  of  Christian  education.  These  people  are  the  faculty, 
administration,  and  heads  of  these  institutions.  Certainly,  the  trustees 
have  played  an  important  part  in  setting  up  the  policies  and  govern- 
ing these  institutions,  but  the  faculties  are  the  ones  who  are  leading 
our  young  people  along  the  adventurous  road  of  learning  and  the 
search  for  truth.  To  this  cause  they  have  dedicated  their  lives,  and 
certainly,  at  times,  have  not  been  paid  materially  in  a  manner  that 
would  compensate  for  their  time  and  efforts.  One  does  not  often  find 
men  like  the  Campbells,  Smiths,  Tribbles,  and  the  rest,  who  have  such 
a  burning  desire  to  lead  forward  in  the  return  of  Christian  education. 
For  all  of  these  faculties  we  are  justly  proud,  and  we  pray  to  God  that 
their  task,  and  the  fulfillment  of  their  ideals,  will  be  forthcoming. 

Let  us  also  be  in  prayer  for  the  wisdom  of  God  to  be  with  our 
Convention  as  they  consider  the  Trustee  Proposal  in  November.  This 
could  be  the  most  important  decision  in  our  generation  for  our  Baptist 
schools.  May  we  pray  that  the  will  of  God  be  carried  out  in  this 
matter.

19.  The  presiding  moderator  recognized  the  visitors  and  called 
for  a  roll  call  of  churches  with  messengers  present. 

20.  Motion  was  made  by  J.  W.  Shepherd  for  adoption  of  printed 
report  of  Homes  for  the  Aging,  seconded  and  approved.  Super- 
intendent W.  A.  Poole  spoke  to  this  report. 

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  opera- 
tion and  are  entering  into  the  14th  year  with  eager  anticipation  and 
with  much  enthusiasm.  God  has  blessed  these  brief  years  with  an 
abundance  of  His  love  and  with  Good  things  of  life.  Growth  has  been 
rapid,  the  development  of  facilities  amazing,  and  the  need,  for  addi- 
tional space  staggering.   We  have  come  from  1  resident  and  1  building. 
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since  March  of  1951,  to  the  160  residents  and  4  buildings  in  1964. 
Today  there  are  170  people  waiting  for  admission.  There  are  hun- 
dreds of  inquiries  during  any  given  year  from  aging  persons  who  are 
sick,  for  whom  we  cannot  care  because  of  lack  of  bed  patient  space. 
We  must  give  an  answer  to  these  good  people  and  begin  now  making 
plans  for  a  nursing  facilitj'^  that  will  be  large  enough  to  receive  some 
of  these  who  are  sick,  or  invalids,  at  admission. 

The  choicest  bit  of  news  for  1964  is  the  development  of  a  5th 
Baptist  Home,  to  be  located  at  Yanceyville,  North  Carolina.  We  are 
hoping  to  begin  construction  on  this  new  project  during  this  year, 
and  thus,  the  burden  of  our  heart  will  have  been  relieved,  in  a  measure, 
by  being  able  to  care  for  30  additional  residents.  The  Home  at  Yancey- 
ville is  the  greatest  single  bequest  that  has  ever  been  left  for  us  in  our 
ministry.  Enough  land  at  Yanceyville  and  money  were  given  to  the 
Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  for  us,  by  the  late  R.  Sterling 
Graves  and  sister  Mrs.  Sallie  Willie  Graves  Bradsher,  to  build  and 
equip  the  Home  there.  Even  so,  we  will  still  need  to  look  to  our  Bap- 
tist people  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Home  and  for  assistance  in 
supplementing  needy  residents  who  will  live  there  through  the  years. 

Today  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of 
$90,000  a  month  on  the  cost  of  care  of  90%  of  the  residents  who  live 
in  our  four  Baptist  Homes  at  Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Win- 
ston-Salem, at  the  Albemarle  Home  and  Hamilton  Home.  This  sup- 
port comes  through  the  Special  Day  offerings,  received  in  the  church- 
es on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  through  designated 
gifts  for  church  budgets,  and  through  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Coopera- 
tive Program.  These  needy  residents  could  not  possibly  be  with  us,  nor 
could  they  receive  the  loving  care  that  they  do,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
gifts  from  our  3400  Baptist  churches.  Earnest  heed  should  be  given 
by  each  church,  therefore,  towards  increasing  the  amount  of  Special 
Day  Offerings  and  designated  gifts  to  the  Homes.  This  should  be 
emphasized  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  was  a  5%  decline 
in  gifts  to  the  Homes  during  1963.  We  will  not  have  an  accounting 
on  gifts  for  1964  until  September,  but  we  can  only  hope  that  there 
will  be  a  considerable  increase. 

Life  among  the  residents  these  days  is  most  interesting  and  filled 
with  a  variety  of  experiences.  The  youngest  resident  celebrated  her 
66th  birthday  in  January,  and  oldest  her  103  birthday  in  July.  Some 
are  doing  creative  writing,  others  sewing,  gardening,  teaching,  paint- 
ing, and  living  a  good  life  in  general.  All  are  praying  for  a  world 
and  its  needs.  All  are  expressing  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  people 
called,  "Baptists,"  and  for  the  happiness  and  security  of  the  Homes 
that  our  Baptist  people  are  helping  to  make  possible  for  them. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  our  receiving  any  needy  aging  person, 
65  years  old  and  above,  who  is  reasonably  well,  mentally  and  physically, 
except  lack  of  space.  Let  us  join  our  hearts  in  prayer  and  our  lives 
in  dedication  that  we  may  give  a  good  account  of  our  stewardship  in 
this  great  area  of  human  concern  and  give  an  answer  to  as  many  of 
these  dear  people  as  possible.

In  the  widest  sense  Stewardship  "is  the  maximum  use  of  one's 
life  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind."  The  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.,  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Current 
Income  in  systematic  and  proportionate  giving  from  current  income. 
The  Foundation  also  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Pos- 
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sessions  by  single  block  giving  at  infrequent  intervals  from  accumu- 
lated income  during  one's  lifetime  and /or  at  one's  death.  You  will 
note  that  the  Baptists  have  put  the  major  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship 
of  Current  Income.  The  Baptist  Foundation  seeks  to  put  a  stronger 
emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Income.  There  are 
many  ways  that  the  Foundation  assists  a  person  in  making  his  gifts 
through  accumulated  income  such  as  (1)  by  living  trust,  (2)  by  gift 
annunity,  and  (3)  by  bequests  in  wills. 

The  Foundation  also  serves  by  meeting  with  you  and  your  attor- 
ney upon  your  request  in  connection  with  preparation  of  legal  docu- 
ments where  the  Baptist  Foundation  is  to  be  involved.  The  Founda- 
tion offers  services  to  individual  churches,  associations,  and  to  all 
of  our  Baptist  agencies  and  institutions.

Our  contributions  through  the  Co-operative  program  helps  to 
provide  additional  buildings  and  equipment  which  is  so  desperately 
needed  to  meet  the  increased  number  of  patients  at  our  hospitals. 
This  also  helps  to  provide  the  latest  equipment  and  some  of  the  finest 
specialists  in  their  fields  so  that  we  may  have  some  of  the  finest 
medical  services  available. 

Another  means  of  assistance  has  been  set  up  in  the  form  of  an 
endowment  fund  which  can  be  placed  in  our  wills,  thereby  continuing 
our  ministry  in  this  field  even  after  we  are  gone.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"God's  Word  for  a  New  Age"  is  the  theme  of  a  program  of  mis- 
sionary advance  in  which  the  American  Bible  Society  is  seeking  to 
provide  greatly  increased  quantities  of  Scriptures  urgently  needed 
for  mission  work  around  the  world. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one  hope 
of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 
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Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  print- 
ing the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  mission  and  evangelism.  The 
missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary. 
It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  after 
he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists.  It  serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  mis- 
sionaries to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without  note  or  comment 
and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  Blind, 
it  supplies  Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems  and 
Talking  Book  records. 

In  the  program  of  "God's  Work  for  a  New  Age"  your  American 
Bible  Society  is  working  in  cooperation  with  22  other  national  Bible 
Societies  throughout  the  world. 

The  goal  for  the  years  just  ahead  is  to  increase  the  total  worldwide 
Scripture  distribution  to  150  million  volumes  per  year,  which  is  three 
times  the  present  global  distribution,  with  half  of  this  goal  (75  million 
volumes  per  year)  being  undertaken  by  the  American  Bible  Society. 
The  long  range  goals  are: 

A  Bible  for  every  Christian  home. 
At  least  a  New  Testament  for  every  Christian. 
At  least  a  Scripture  Portion  for  all  who  can  read. 
An  opportunity  for  every  Christian  to  distribute  Scrip- 
tures in  personal  witness. 
During  1963  the  American  Bible  Society — 

— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1216 
languages;  the  full  Bible  in  231,  a  Testament  in  290  more,  a  Gospel 
or  other  complete  book  in  695  more — ^but  counted  over  1000  more 
languages  in  which  no  book  of  the  Bible  has  yet  been  published. 
— gave  almost  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chap- 
lains to  our  Armed  Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  vital  link 
between  the  home  churches  and  men  in  service. 
— distributed  a  record  total  of  over  34  million  Scripture  volumes  in 
444  languages,  in  more  than  120  countries — with  almost  half  the  total 
going  to  other  countries — and  dedicated  itself  to  the  task  of  doubling 
its  annual  distribution  to  meet  urgent  worldwide  needs. 
Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work — and  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they 
need  for  their  people — Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  che 
missionary  importance  of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1963  Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  $167,498  to  the 
American  Bible  Society.

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CHILDREN'S  HOME  REPORT 

Today  so  many  of  our  children  are  in  our  Baptist  Homes,  not 
because  of  death  of  one  or  both  parents,  but  because  of  broken  homes. 
The  children  are  disturbed  and  therefore  have  more  problems  to  claim 
attention  of  case  workers  and  personnel  at  our  institutions. 

The  burden  and  challenge  of  this  change  falls  not  only  on  those 
who  serve  in  the  Children's  Homes,  but  also  upon  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists, who  through  their  support  make  these  services  possible. 

The  institution  needs  a  highly  trained  and  skilled  staff  to  help 
children  and  parents.  If  at  all  possible  return  the  children  to  a  normal 
way  of  life. 

Dr.  Wagoner  says  if  we  are  to  meet  the  challenge  of  changing 
conditions  there  must  be  greater  diversification  of  services  through  our 
Children's  Home.  He  names  five  areas  which  should  claim  our  best 
attention: 

1.  Continue  to  develop  a  strong  Christian  staff. 

2.  Need  to  expand  services  in  the  number  of  children  in  Foster 
Home  Care,  number  of  case  workers  in  regional  centers,  to  expand 
services  to  increasing  number  of  emotionally  disturbed  children.  The 
need  is  also  being  explored  of  services  to  juvenile  delinquents,  offen- 
ders of  the  law  and  unwed  mothers  and  their  children. 

3.  There  is  a  need  for  expansion  and  upgrading  of  facilities  at 
our  institutions. 

4.  There  is  constant  need  for  scholarships  and  loan  funds  for 
our  college  students. 

5.  Endowment  should  be  increased. 

The  church  can  help  meet  these  needs.  Will  your  church  be 
generous  in  its  gifts  that  dependent  children  may  have  a  better  way 
of  life?

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

The  special  five  year  effort  (known  as  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance) 
in  evangelism  and  missions  on  the  part  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Ameri- 
ca came  to  a  close  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  groups  in  Atlantic  City, 
New  Jersey,  in  May  1964.  What  was  done  is  now  history  and  we 
cannot  go  back  to  improve  or  to  change  the  record. 

The  record  of  our  association  for  the  last  8  months  reveals  the 
following  additions  to  the  churches: 

By  Baptism,  109;  By  letter,  75;  TOTAL,  184. 

The  inevitable  question  arises,  where  do  we  go  from  here?  What 
shall  we  do  in  1965? 

We  can  and  we  must  search  our  hearts  before  God  to  find  His 
will  for  us  and  to  experience  His  empowering  as  we  endeavor  to  be 
obedient  to  His  commands.  This  we  need  as  individual  Christians,  as 
churches  and  as  a  denomination. 

Most  of  us  need  to  take  a  fresh  look  at  evangelism  as  it  is  prac- 
ticed in  our  personal  lives  and  in  our  local  church.  To  do  this  on  the 
right  basis  we  must  first  make  an  earnest  effort  to  see  what  evangelism 
is  as  it  is  revealed  in  the  New  Testament.  A  good  definition  of  the 
New  Testament  picture  of  evangelism  is  found  in  the  new  Southern 
Baptist  Handbook  On  Evangrelism  which  is  as  follows:  "Evangelism 
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is  the  outreach  of  the  church  by  confrontation  with  the  gospel  of 
Christ  to  bring  people  to  a  personal  faith  and  commitment  to  Christ 
as  Saviour  and  Lord,  in  order  that  the  committed  may  become  a  part 
of  the  outreach." 

This  wonderful  experience  of  Christ  confronting  the  lost  through 
His  people  will  not  become  a  reality  in  a  life  or  a  church  merely  by 
accepting  and  adopting  a  creed,  a  statement  of  doctrine,  a  set  of  rules 
for  conduct.  There  must  be  the  experience  of  being  in  Christ  and  a 
perennial  vigilance  in  seeking  to  be  used  of  Christ  in  His  purpose  of 
redemption.  In  the  light  of  these  and  other  pressing  truths  we  should 
ever  keep  before  us  these  objectives: 

1.  To  keep  all  programming  and  activities  aimed  at  creating  a 
spiritual  atmosphere  for  evangelism  in  every  church, 

2.  To  keep  alive  a  perennial  awareness  of  the  urgency  of  personal 
witnessing  on  the  part  of  every  Christian. 

3.  To  refine  and  intensify  our  revival  efforts. 

4.  To  seek  to  keep  the  message  positive,  practical,  scriptural 
and  spiritual  with  unceasing  prayer  and  diligence. 

5.  To  spare  nothing  in  seeing  to  it  that  the  new  and  old  church 
members  become  a  part  of  the  outreach. 

For  practical  help  in  moving  toward  these  objectives  consult  the 
Evangrelism  Plan  Book  for  1965  which  the  Division  of  Evangelism  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  will  mail  to  all  pastors 
this  fall  and  the  Associational  Evangelism  Workbook  which  will  be 
released  by  the  Convention  Press  in  October  1964. 

Remember,  also,  that  our  evangelism  clinic  for  the  Elkin  Associ- 
ation will  be  November  6.

WORLD  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Since  our  State  Baptist  Paper  in  August  of  this  year  gave  a 
thorough  coverage  of  the  Baptist  work  in  North  Carolina,  this  report 
is  limited  to  a  brief  report  of  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  programs. 

The  Home  Mission  work  is  being  done  in  every  state,  and  Cuba, 
Panama  and  Puerto  Rico.  During  this  past  year  30  missionaries  on 
an  average  were  appointed  each  month.  At  the  end  of  1963  there  were 
2,222  missionaries. 

The  over  all  program  involves  the  breaking  down  of  the  work 
into  14  different  important  activities  which  are,  (1)  The  program  of 
the  Chaplaincy,  (2)  The  Urban-Rural  Missions,  (3)  Pioneer  Missions, 
(4)  The  Metropolitan  Missions,  (5)  Mission  Center  Work,  (6)  Jewish 
Work,  (7)  Associational  Administration  Services,  (8)  Survey  and  Special 
studies,  (9)  Church  Extension,  (10)  Work  with  National  Baptists, 
(11)  Language  Missions,  (12)  Special  Mission  Ministries,  (13)  Program 
of  Evangelism,  (14)  Program  of  Church  Loans. 
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This  reorganization  of  the  Home  Mission  Program  has  been 
prompted  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  Home  Mission  field. 

The  Foreign  Mission  work  is  carried  on  in  56  different  Nations 
of  the  world.  There  are,  as  of  July  1964,  1864  active  missionaries 
(including  27  missionary  associates  and  2  special  project  nurses) 
and  183  emeritus  missionaries  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

At  the  end  of  1963  when  there  were  but  1803  missionaries  on  the 
foreign  Missionary  list,  Latin  America  had  654,  the  Orient  594,  Africa 
428,  and  Europe,  Middle  East  had  127.  At  that  same  time  there  were 
2,005  ordained  Nationals  and  1691  Nationals  in  other  church  related 
vocations,  making  a  total  of  3696  National  Christian  workers. 

There  were  listed  3,943  churches  on  the  Foreign  Mission  field 
of  which  2,453  were  self  supporting,  all  these  in  addition  to  the  6,999 
chapels. 

There  were  reported  41,147  baptisms  that  year  of  1963  making 
a  total  of  523,603  church  members  resulting  from  our  foreign  missions 
enterprise,  a  ratio  of  I2V2  to  one. 

Southern  Baptists  stress  education  on  foreign  fields  as  well  as 
here  in  the  States.  There  are  178  kindergartens,  729  Elementary 
Schools,  94  Secondary  Schools,  26  Colleges,  6  Woman's  Training 
Schools,  39  Theological  Seminaries.  In  the  19  Hospitals  and  41  clinic 
Despensaries  there  are  1,326  beds,  staffed  by  57  Missionary  Doctors 
and  55  Nurses  plus  99  National  Doctors  and  209  National  nurses. 

By  the  support  of  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  and  the  sponsorship  of  some  of  our  Baptist 
churches  regarding  individual  Foreign  Missionaries,  Southern  Baptists 
find  that  gifts  to  Foreign  Missions  constitutes  the  greatest  investment 
that  can  be  made  for  our  Saviour  and  Lord.

CONSTITUTION 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Elkin  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association;  messen- 
gers chosen  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled  to  five  mes- 
sengers; and  all  pastors  of  churches  of  the  Association. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  throughout  the  world  through  the  development  of  our  local 
churches  and  through  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  programs. 

3.  The  messengers  of  the  churches  shall  be  responsible  for  bring- 
ing letters  of  information  from  their  churches  to  the  Association. 

4.  This  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  body  may  designate;  the  Associational  Year  shall  be  from 
September  1  to  August  31. 

5.  The  Association  shall  elect  annually  such  officers  as  are  deemed 
necessary  for  the  proper  functions  of  the  Association.  Any  person 
serving  or  having  served  two  full  annual  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be 
ineligible  for  re-election  until  a  year  has  elapsed. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  to  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  previous  to 
each  session  of  the  Association. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  and  correct 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  the  Association  and  to 
have  the  same  printed  and  distributed  to  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. At  the  discretion  of  the  Clerk  a  Register  may  be  appointed  to 
register  messengers  and  visitors  to  sessions  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund  for  the  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  minutes,  provided  by  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
churches. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  funds  collected  and  distributed.  He  may  be  called  upon  to 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee  quarterly  and  shall  report  to  the 
Association  annually. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Program  Committee  con- 
sisting of  seven  members;  four  of  whom  shall  be  suggested  by  the 
Associational  Nominating  Committee  and  the  other  three  shall  be  the 
Moderator,  Clerk  and  Associational  Missionary  of  the  Association. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association  and  four  others  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  This  Commitee  shall  direct  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation between  sessions,  including  finances,  associational  mission  work, 
etc.  This  Committee,  with  all  pastors  in  the  Association,  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Director, 
Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Superintendent,  Associational 
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Brotherhood  President,  Assooiational  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
Chairman  of  Evangelism,  shall  work  together  in  the  promotion  of  the 
local  and  mission  work  of  the  Association. 

12.  The  Association  shall  have  no  power  to  exercise  lordship  over 
God's  heritage,  but  shall  only  be  considered  as  an  advisory  body  in;  all 
matters  respecting  to  the  churches. 

13.  The  Association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church 
that  fails  to  keep  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

14.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual 
session,  provided  that  such  amendment  is  presented  in  writing  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Association  and  voted  on  and  passed  favorably  the 
second  day  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  a  devo- 
tional period  and  closed  by  prayer. 

2.  The   Moderator  shall  recognize   the   messengers  from  the 
churches  of  the  Association. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  visitors  to  the  Association. 

4.  All  messengers  shall  address  each  other  brother  and  sister 
courteously  and  in  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

5.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  according 
to  regular  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1.  We  believe  in  only  one  true  and  living  God,  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Ghost  and  these  three  are  one. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Scripture  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
are  the  words  of  God,  and  the  only  rules  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  Election  by  grace. 

4.  We  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  original  sin,  and  in  man's  im- 
potency  to  recover  himself  from  the  fallen  state  he  is  in  by  nature 
by  his  own  free  will  or  ability. 

5.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  called,  converted,  regenerated  and 
sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  that  all  who  are  thus  regenerated  are 
born  again  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  shall  never  fall  finally  away. 

6.  We  believe  that  sinners  are  justified  in  the  sight  of  God  by 
imputed  righteousness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

7.  We  believe  that  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  true  believers  are  the  only  subject  of  those 
ordinances  and  we  believe  that  the  only  true  mode  of  Baptism  is  by 
immersion. 

8  We  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  a  general  judg- 
ment, and  that  the  joys  of  the  righteous  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked  will  be  eternal. 

9  We  believe  that  no  minister  has  the  right  to  administer  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  such  as  are  regularly  called,  and  come 
under  the  imposition  of  the  Presbytery.

1.  The'e^gKt5^:s^Te»y^  spssion  nf  the  "R^kirrBaptist  Associa- 
tion was  called  to  order  at  9:30  a.m.  by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  Tommy 
Johnson.  The  session  was  opened  with  the  congregation  singing  "All 
Hail  The  Power  of  Jesus  Name"  directed  by  Mrs.  Glenn  Dobbins  and 
Miss  Sudie  Gentry  at  the  piano. 

2.  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Powers  led  the  devotional  period  using  as  his 
topic  "The  Revelation  of  God"  followed  with  prayer  by  William 
Franklin. 

3.  Dr.  Lin  Fincannon,  Program  Chairman,  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  printed  program,  allowing  for  such  changes  as  might  be  neces- 
sary by  the  presiding  officer.    Second  made  and  report  accepted. 

4.  The  following  committees  were  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 
These  committees  to  report  at  the  business  session  Friday  night.  TIME, 
PLACE  AND  PREACHER:  Joe  Blackburn,  chairman,  Albert  Pruitt, 
Mrs.  Rosela  Shores.  RESOLUTION:  Mrs.  M.  C.  Swicegood,  chairman, 
Mrs.  Paul  Fletcher,  Mrs.  Irma  Greene. 

5.  The  Moderator  made  the  announcement  that  all  the  letters 
of  the  participating  churches  had  been  received,  he  recognized  the 
visitors  and  called  for  a  roll  call  of  churches  with  messengers  present. 

6.  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Joe  Blackburn  moved  the 
adoption  of  his  printed  report,  stressing  the  last  six  points  of  his  report. 
He  introduced  Herman  Ihley,  Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  Depart- 
ment who  spoke  to  the  report. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

"Making  the  very  most  of  the  time — buying  up  each  opportunity — 
because  the  days  are  evil."  Eph.  5:16  (ANT). 

The  Sunday  School  is  to  enlist,  win  and  to  teach  those  to  "whom 
we  have  many  things  to  say."  (Heb.  5:11);  many  who  are  unconcerned, 
many  who,  worst  of  all,  are  lost,  and  many  who  need  to  be  taught.  We 
need  to  put  more  dedicated  emphasis  upon  reaching  the  unenlisted 
and  unsaved  within  our  church  communities. 

The  past  Sunday  School  year  of  1964-65  has  been  a  good  year,  but 
no  where  good  enough.  We  have  fallen  short  of  our  goals  of  5  per 
cent  increase  in  enrollment,  10  per  cent  increase  in  average  attend- 
ance, 100  per  cent  of  the  churches  having  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and 
five  standard  Vacation  Bible  Schools.   We  had  two  standard  Vacation 
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Bible  Schools  reported.  Even  though  we  missed  our  goal,  we  should 
not  be  discouraged,  rather,  we  should  strive  that  much  harder  to  reach 
this  goal  for  the  Sunday  School  year  of  1965-66. 

All  the  churches  have  not  reported  information  to  me  as  of  yet, 
but  we  feel  they  will  be  in  soon,  so  we  may  have  a  complete  picture  of 
work  accomplished  for  Christ  in  the  past  Sunday  School  year. 

As  we  look  at  the  coming  year,  we  would  like  to  stress  these  points 
for  emphasis: 

1.  Greater  enlistment  in  attendance  of  enrolled  members. 

2.  Increased  enrollment  in  every  Sunday  School  Department. 

3.  All  churches  having  a  Vacation  Bible  School  in  1966. 

4.  All  churches  striving  for  a  better  and  more  meaningful  Vacation 
Bible  School  by  working  toward  Standard. 

5.  All  churches  having  January  Bible  Study  in  1966,  as  we  study 
"John's  Witness  to  Jesus." 

6.  Put  unprecedented  emphasis  upon  our  Sunday  School  theme, 
"Every  Christian  a  Witness  —  NOW." 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  pastors,  Sunday  School 
Superintendents  in  each  church,  and  the  Associational  Officers  for  the 
prayers,  encouragement,  and  support  given  the  Sunday  School  work 
in  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association.

HOSPITAL  REPORT 

"Care  enough  to  Share  Enough,"  was  the  theme  for  the  1965 
Mother's  Day  Offering.  God  ioved  and  cared  enough  for  us  to  give 
enough,  His  Son,  for  our  redemption.  As  redeemed  we  must  have  this 
love  and  concern  for  our  fellowman.  We  can  demonstrate  this  love 
and  concern  by  contributing  to  our  Baptist  Hospital  through  the 
Mother's  Day  Offering. 

Each  day  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  at  work  helping  people  who  are 
physically,  spiritually  and  mentally  in  need.  Miracles  are  literally  being 
performed  every  day  as  lives  are  saved,  suffering  relieved,  bodies  re- 
paired and  made  whole  again,  and  emotional  stability  returned  to  the 
distressed  minds  through  this  ministry  of  healing. 

The  Chaplains  witness  to  people  with  spiritual  needs,,  giving 
guidance  and  aid  to  the  people  in  times  of  loneliness  and  sorrow. 

In  1964,  17,971  patients  received  aid  from  the  Mother's  Day  Offer- 
ing Fund.  This  was  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  When 
the  final  reports  are  in,  1965  will  probably  exceed  this.  The  hospital 
receives  a  share  of  the  Cooperative  Program  Fund  and  this  must  be 
used  to  pay  for  buildings,  purchase  equipment  and  support  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pastoral  Care.  The  Mother's  Day  Offering  is  the  only  source 
for  the  care  of  the  needy  sick. 

Our  contributions  January  through  August  1965  are  $1,842.08.  Un- 
less other  contributions  come  in,  we  will  be  short  of  the  1964  offering 
which  was  $2,079.59. 

Remember  Mother's  Day  Offering  dollars  are  a  direct  contribution 
to  someone  who  needs  help.  In  Acts  20:35  these  words  challenge  us 
to  share,  "I  have  shewed  you  all  things  how  that  so  labouring  ye  ought 
to  support  the  weak,  and  to  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
how  He  said,  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

May  we  prayerfully  consider  this  vital  need  in  1966,  and  contribute 
generously  of  our  material  possessions  to  the  Mother's  Day  Offering 
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and  see  bow  much  more  blessed  it  is  to  give  than  to  receive.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  Ministry  of  Music  is  a  very  challenging  and  rewarding  oppor- 
tunity of  service  in  our  Christian  lives.  Music  is  one  of  the  most 
important  stimuli  for  arousing  man  to  a  need  for,  and  desire  to,  wor- 
ship. The  music  in  our  churches  can  and  should  make  the  person  in 
the  pew  think  of  God,  think  of  self,  in  relation  to  God,  and  think  of 
others,  both  the  sharers  in  the  worship  experience  and  the  one  outside 
the  fold.  It  is  the  main  desire  of  this  Associational  Committee  to  seek 
and  maintain  this  goal. 

In  the  past  we  have  had  many  rewarding  and  enlightening  experi- 
ences. We  feel  that  many  churches  and  individuals  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunities  given  them  to  extend  their  knowledge  of 
the  Ministry  of  Music. 

In  December  our  "Carol  Sing"  was  held  at  Poplar  Springs  with  a 
church  full  of  enthusiastic  worshipers  to  sing  Christmas  Carols.  Six- 
teen churches  were  represented. 

An  Associational  Music  School  was  held  on  March  1st  through  5th 
at  the  Elkin  Valley  Baptist  Church.  The  following  subjects  were 
offered:  Conducting,  Mr.  Bill  Winchester;  Beginning  Music  Reader, 
Mrs.  Joseph  Blackburn;  Hymn  Playing,  Mrs.  Claude  Key;  Beginning 
Vocalist,  Mrs.  Bill  Winchester;  and  Music  in  the  Bible,  Rev.  N.  C. 
Teague.  We  also  had  a  Choral  Workshop  made  up  of  those  who 
attended  the  Music  School,  and  a  Concert  was  given  on  Friday  Night. 
Ten  churches  were  represented. 

A  Hymn  Sing  was  held  in  May  at  the  Ronda  Church.  Eight 
churches  were  represented. 

We  have  initiated  and  encouraged  our  churches  to  participate  in 
the  "Buddy  Plan."  It  is  a  plan  whereby  inidividuals  and  groups  or 
choirs  from  one  church  exchange  visits  with  other  churches.  The  pur- 
pose is  to  share  ideas  and  information,  provide  opportunities  for  felliow- 
ship,  and  offer  encouragement.  It  is  our  desire  that  more  churches 
will  try  this  plan  in  the  coming  year. 

As  in  the  past  we  have  had  churches  attending  the  Music  Festivals. 
The  Regional  Choir  Festival  for  Juniors,  Intermediates,  and  Young 
People  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  February.  The  Pleasant 
Hill  Church  received  an  award  of  Excellent  (B  Plus)  for  their  Junior 
Choir  and  Young  People's  Choir.  The  First  Baptist  Church  received 
an  Excellent  (B  Plus)  award  for  their  Junior  Choir  No.  1  and  Superior 
Award  (A  Minus)  for  their  Junior  Choir  No.  2.  The  High  School  Choir 
from  the  First  Baptist  Church  received  an  Excellent  Award  (B  Plus). 
We  are  very  proud  of  these  choirs. 

We  trust  that  in  the  coming  year  we  will  be  able  to  reach  and  help 
more  churches  in  our  Association  in  their  Music  Ministry.  We  seek 
the  prayers  and  support  of  each  Pastor  and  Choir  Director. 

Music  has  such  a  vital  place  in  Christianity  that  one  cannot  afford 
to  take  lightly  the  effort  to  reach  even  higher. 

We  of  the  Associational  Music  Committee  pledge,  God  being  our 
helper,  to  pray  and  work  toward  the  end  that  our  ministry  of  music 
be  appealing  to  the  lost,  uplifting  to  the  saved,  and  a  dynamic  force 
in  God's  Kingdom.

THE  RETIREMENT  AND  ANNUITY  REPORT 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  half  of  our  churches  are  in  the  Pro- 
tection Plan  of  the  Annuity  Board.  We  would  like  to  see  all  the 
churches  in  the  Elkin  Association  participating  in  this  plan.  This  plan 
provides  for  the  Pastor  and  Christian  worker  a  worthy  retirement. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  47  mil- 
lion dollars  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  to  the  men 
and  women  of  God  who  have  served  Southern  Baptists.  In  1964  alone, 
three  and  one  half  million  was  paid  out  to  ministers  and  denomina- 
tional workers  or  their  families. 

Today  more  than  16,352  churches  are  in  the  Protection  Plan  pro- 
viding for  their  pastor.  Approximately  10,000  of  these  churches  are 
paying  the  total  10  per  cent  dues.  There  are  nov/  127  of  the  176  edu- 
cational institutions,  hospitals,  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aged, 
and  other  Southwide  agencies  protected  by  one  of  the  Annuity  Board's 
programs.  This  means  more  than  25,000  members  are  in  the  Annuity 
Board's  retirement  plan. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70  per  cent  or  more  of  the  churches 
in  the  plan.  At  the  present  time  North  Carolina  has  46  per  cent  of 
the  churches  in  the  Protection  Program  for  ministers. 

Also  there  is  a  low  cost  Life  Insurance  Policy,  joined  together 
with  a  Health  Benefit  plan,  Hospital-Surgical  Major  Medical  Bene- 
fits, that  is  available  for  church  and  denominational  employees. 

Every  pastor  and  denominational  worker  who  receives  support 
from  the  church  or  denomination  is  encouraged  to  join  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  benefits.  However,  they  are  dependent  upon  the  church  tak- 
ing the  first  step.  It  is  one  of  the  best  investments  you  can  make 
for  health  security  and  old  age.

BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 

During  the  past  four  years  the  Foundation  has  been  actively 
presented  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  through  the  associations, 
churches,  group  meetings  and  through  other  media  of  communica- 
tions. Our  reception  has  been  a  most  cordial  and  pleasant  one.  When 
Baptists  are  properly  and  fully  informed,  on  any  program,  they  can  be 
depended  upon  to  act  wisely.  Our  main  concern  during  these  past 
four  years  has  been  to  let  our  people  know  exactly  what  the  Founda- 
tion is;  how  it  functions;  the  various  classes  of  people,  churches,  asso- 
ciations, conventions  and  agencies  it  represents  as  well  as  putting 
emphasis  on  Christian  will  making. 

Memorial  investments  in  the  Foundation  have  gone  from  $60.11 
to  approximately  $450,000.  No  sum  is  too  small  to  merit  our  atten- 
tion nor  too  large  to  be  adequately  handled.  One  of  the  strong  char- 
acteristics of  the  Foundation  lies  in  its  fifteen  member  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. These  men  are  businessmen  who  give  their  business  genius 
and  ability  to  the  work  of  the  foundation  without  any  remuneration 
whatsoever.  They  want  to  invest  a  part  of  their  time  and  talent  to 
this  phase  of  Kingdom  work. 

It  is  my  great  pleasure  to  assure  you  that  the  North  Carolina 
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Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  is  a  going  concern.  Our  people  throughout 
the  state  are  responding  in  a  very  fine  manner  to  the  services  offer- 
ed through  the  Foundation.  This  report  would  not  be  complete  if  I 
did  not  pay  particular  tribute  to  the  excellent  cooperation  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  pastors  of  the  Convention.  This  program  cannot  suc- 
ceed without  their  active  participation  and  they  have  not  hesitated 
to  graciously  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  program.  The  years  ahead 
look  bright.  Call  on  us  if  we  can  help  you.

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  has  said,  "Drink  is  commercially  our  great- 
est wastrel,  socially  our  greatest  criminal,  and  morally  and  religious- 
ly our  greatest  enemy."  This  is  true  today. 

The  Christian  Action  League  is  an  organization  of  the  evangeli- 
cal denominations  of  North  Carolina  for  action  in  areas  of  common 
concern  in  the  moral  issues  of  the  day.  An  executive  director  is  em- 
ployed for  full-time  service  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  organiza- 
tion. The  financial  support  of  the  league  comes  from  donations  by 
the  affiliated  denominations,  from  churches  and  from  individuals  who 
are  concerned. 
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The  Christian  Action  League  seeks  (a)  to  unite  all  who  believe 
in  total  abstinence  from  alcoholic  beverages  to  a  cooperative  effort 
to  agitate,  legislate  and  educate  against  this  social  evil;  (b)  to  awaken 
public  interest  in  opposing  gambling,  narcotic  addiction,  salacious  lit- 
erature and  acts  of  vandalism;  (c)  to  promote  programs  for  the  re- 
habilitation of  the  victims  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  other  narcotics.

The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  launched  a  ministry  to  the 
aging  fourteen  years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.  Since  that  time  four 
homes  for  the  Aging  have  come  into  being,  and  a  fifth  one  is  in  the 
making.  Many  elderly  people  have  been  blessed  by  this  compassionate 
ministry  through  the  years,  and  today  160  people  are  in  residence  at 
Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  the  Albemarle 
Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton.  When  the 
proposed  new  Home  at  Yanceyville  is  completed,  there  wil  be  capac- 
ity for  200.  It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  on  the  Yan- 
ceyville Home  during  1966. 

This  labor  of  Christian  love  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and  we 
could  not  operate  without  the  concern,  the  prayers,  and  the  financial 
support  of  our  Baptist  people.  This  financial  aid  from  the  churches 
comes  to  us  through  two  very  vital  avenues — the  Special  Day  Offer- 
ing, received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and  the  Co- 
operative Program.  Special  Day  offering  receipts  for  1964  were  at  an 
all-time  high  and  exceeded  $96,000.00.  Through  these  gifts  we  were 
able  to  supplement  from  80  per  cent  to  90  per  cent  of  our  needy  resi- 
dents who  could  not  be  with  us  otherwise. 

The  Special  Day  Offering  for  1965  is  the  greatest  ever— $97,049. 
The  waiting  list  now  is  175  and  grows  almost  daily. 

As  the  great  heart  of  the  Saviour  yearns  for  all  in  the  various 
areas  of  human  need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned  us 
to  include  also  a  special  ministry  to  the  aged  among  us.  We  have 
responded  to  His  plea,  we  are  giving  an  answer  to  Him  for  these  eld- 
erly people  who  are  very  dear  to  Him,  and  we  pray  that  every  church

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 

The  very  nature  of  the  Christian  religion  is  expressed  in  the  ex- 
ample of  our  Lord.  He  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature  and  in  favor 
with  God  and  man.  As  Christians  we  are  privileged  and  obligated  to 
whatever  is  necessary  to  lead  our  people  to  share  the  same  experi- 
ences of  growth. 

Our  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Unions,  Woman's  Missionary  Un- 
ions and  Brotherhoods  are  expressions  of  this  conviction.  Clinics,  study 
courses  and  workshops  are  efforts  in  the  same  direction. 

Our  Christian  colleges  are  evidence  of  our  awareness  that  we  as 
individual  churches  are  not  prepared  to  equip  a  person  for  the  fullest 
life  of  service.  In  establishing  these  institutions  of  higher  learning 
we  are  extending  our  efforts  and  pooling  our  resources  to  develop 
Christian  leadership  for  our  world.  Apart  from  this  function  does  the 
Christian  church  have  any  responsibility  in  the  field  of  education? 

For  generations  North  Carolina's  seven  colleges  have  been  supply- 
ing needed  Christian  leadership.  We  should  prayerfully  support  the 
faculty  and  administration  of  our  schools.  Perhaps  in  the  near  future, 
more  of  our  Junior  colleges  will  become  four-year  degree-granting 
institutions. 

What  can  we  do  to  help  our  colleges  become  better  ones?

2.  Learn  all  we  can  about  each  of  them, 

3.  Direct  the  most  promising  students  to  them, 

4.  Help  others  become  interested  in  them,  pointing  out  to  those

CHILDREN'S  HOME  REPORT 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the 
central  mission  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  as  provided  by  North  Carolina  Baptist 
through  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  is  a  ministry  of  missions. 
Through  this  medium  the  riches  of  Christ  and  His  glory  are  shared 
with  people  who  are  unfortunate  victims  of  circumstances.  It  means 
everything  to  the  dependent,  neglected,  homeless  child  to  know  that 
someone  really  cares.  Jesus  concerned  Himself  with  the  need  of  the 
underprivileged  people  of  His  day.  The  followers  of  Christ  can  do  no 
other. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  is  a  ministry  of  love  and  affection. 
Many  children  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  away  from  home  have 
been  denied  love  and  affection  even  from  birth.  These  are  given  in 
abundance  through  the  personnel  of  the  Children's  Homes.  The  re- 
sponse of  the  children  is  both  heartwarming  and  rewarding. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  is  a  ministry  of  conservation  and  re- 
habilitation. Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  number  of  lives  and  homes 
spared  destruction  during  the  past  79  years  through  the  Christian 
services  of  the  Children's  Homes. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  is  a  ministry  of  redemption.  Many 
children  in  care  have  been  disappointed  and  let  down  so  many  times 
that  they  have  lost  faith  in  adults,  faith  in  themselves,  and  faith  in 
God.  Every  effort  is  made  to  re-establish  their  faith.  This  is  basic  to 
building  other  things  into  the  fabric  of  life. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  is  a  ministry  of  evangelism.  Boys  and 
girls  in  the  Children's  Home,  soon  after  they  reach  the  age  of  ac- 
countability, make  public  their  profession  of  faith  in  Christ  and  are 
baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church.  They  are  afforded  the 
best  possible  training  as  they  grow  in  their  Christian  experience.  In 
due  course  of  time  they  take  their  places  in  a  society  as  Christian 
men  and  women,  in  turn,  to  make  their  contribution  to  the  on  going 
of  God's  Kingdom. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  is  a  ministry  of  education.  Each  child 
is  afforded  the  best  educational  opportunities  possible  in  the  public 
school  system  where  he  lives.  Friends  of  the  dependent  children  have, 
through  the  years,  made  it  possible  for  those  who  have  the  ability 
and  the  desire  to  continue  their  education  in  college. 

The  ministry  of  child  care  is  a  ministry  of  Christian  discipline 
and  teaching.  This  is  at  the  heart  of  all  the  work  done  for  the  child. 
It  envolves  in  work,  in  play,  in  school  and  in  the  worship  experiences 
afforded  each  day.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  purpose  of  God  in  which  He  uses  His  people,  is  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  the  world.  Evangelization  means  "making  disciples,"  "baptiz- 
ing them,"  and  "teaching  them"  to  be  obedient  to  Christ  in  "all  things" 
he  had  commanded.  Therefore  evangelism  is  to  make  disciples  and 
mature  them.  This  is  God's  purpose  and  plan  for  His  people  in  the 
earth. 

In  every  church  or  associational  program,  soul  winning  must  be 
in  the  forefront  of  it's  total  program  if  the  will  of  Christ  is  to  be  met. 
Evangelism  is  a  divine  imperative  and  any  individual  or  church  that 
is  disobedient  to  this  order  cannot  expect  His  empowering  and  blessing 
upon  the  efforts  put  forth. 

The  theme  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  the 
year  1966  is  "Proclamation  and  Witness."  In  our  Association  this 
theme  actually  began  September  1st  with  the  new  associational  year. 

The  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Dr.  Wayne  De- 
honey,  says:  "The  major  issue  facing  us  is  whether  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  as  the  largest  Protestant  denomination  is  going 
to  accept  its  role  and  launch  the  greatest  evangelistic  thrust  in  history." 
No  informed  child  of  God  would  argue  with  Dr.  Dehoney  about  this 
being  the  major  issue  before  us.  The  purpose  of  our  theme  for  the 
year  ahead  is  to  help  get  us  aimed  and  moving  toward  this  objective. 

The  evangelistic  thrust  needed  now  awaits  not  on  new  methods 
but  on  new  men.  Men  and  women  who  have  been  made  new  in  Christ 
Jesus  and  are  totally  committed  and  surrended  to  Jesus  Christ  in 
mind,  body  and  soul.  Materials  and  programs  are  available  to  the 
churches  from  our  denomination.  Each  church  should  decide  on  the 
objective  and  course  it  is  convinced  the  Holy  Spirit  has  appointed 
for  it  to  pursue  in  its  witness  for  Christ  in  the  community  and  the 
world  today.  Materials  and  helps  in  the  work  of  evangelism  may  be 
requested  as  needed  from  the  Division  of  Evangelism,  Baptist  State 
Convention,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Let  us  therefore  be  encouraged  to  double  our  efforts  for  the  next 
year  and  strive  to  sustain  programs  of  Evangelism  with  soul-winning 
in  the  forefront  of  the  total  program  in  all  of  our  churches.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

Important  advances  in  Christian  world  missions  has  been  made  by 
the  American  Bible  Society.  Scripture  distribution  has  increased  to  a 
new  record. 

Missions  and  churches  abroad  called  upon  the  Bible  Society  for  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  Scripture  volumes.  There  are  more  than 
17,032,704  copies  in  more  than  100  countries  in  over  300  languages. 

Large  demands  are  coming  from  Asia  and  Africa.  Some  parts  of 
the  Bible  have  now  been  translated  into  401  African  languages.  There 
has  been  a  large  increase  in  society  publications,  including  Bible,  New 
Testament  Gospel  portions  and  Scripture  selections  for  distribution 
overseas. 

The  Bible  Society  is  busy  at  home.  In  our  country  one  of  every 
nine  is  a  language  person  who  does  not  know  Christ  as  Saviour.  One 
of  each  of  the  remaining  eight  is  destitute  or  institutionalized,  two  of 
the  remaining  seven,  profess  no  connection  with  any  church. 

The  Society  has  translated  and  published  some  part  of  the  Bible 
in  1,202  languages  and  dialects. 

We  urge  you  to  pray  for  and  support  this  great  work  of  spreading 
the  gospel  in  the  world  of  God  which  is  so  needful.
